\men. On the chancel was a magnifi- 
cent basket of palms and crysanthe- 
mums, a mute but beautiful tribute 
sent by his associates in France. 

There was a noticeable absence of 
mourning, the whole tone of the serv- 
ice being one of triumphant, immor- 
tal life, and which was greatly desired 
hy Lieutenant Putnam’s family. 

Those taking part in the exercises 
besides the speakers mentioned were 
Rev. Dr. George T. Smart, pastor of 
the Church, Rev. George W. Jones of 
Cline Memorial Church, Rev. Louis 
A. Parsons, rector of St. Paul’s, and 
Rev. Dr. Charles H. Cutler of the 
Union Church at Waban. 

Mrs. David Beyer of Boston sang 
"Nearer My God to Thee.” 

Rev. Dr. Smart spoke as follows: 

"There is a kind of Homeric sim- 
plicity about the life of David Endicott 
Putnam which needs no rhetoric to 
make evident its personal beauty and 
its public worth. He was a beautiful 
youth, formed and proportionate as a 
Greek statue, with the smile also that 
we find on the ancient masterpieces. 
His mind was aB alert as any mind 
could be, or he could not have attained 
the place he did in a profession call- 
ing for the highest pitch of intensity. 
And his soul — well, we are to look 
reverently at that for a moment or 
two.

THE AMENDMENTS 

Delegate Guy M. Winslow Urges Voters 
to Pass on Merits of the Question 


The Editor of the Graphic: — 

My good friend and neighbor, Mr. 
R. L. Bridgman, advocates that we 
vote "NO” on all the amendments. 
ThiH is a thoroughgoing method and 
if followed by a majority of the voters 
would certainly dispose to his entire 
satisfaction of the biennials which he 
very much diBlikes. 

This plan reminds one of the the- 
ory of the German general in Bel- 
gium. He said: "It is better to shoot 
twenty innocent men than to let one 
spy escape.” 

In his address of August 21, deliv- 
ered before the delegates at the close 
of the 1918 session of the Convention, 
a copy of which has been sent to 
every voter, President John L. Bates 
has suggested a far better mothod of 
procedure. Ills hint to the voter 
seems to be "Vote ‘YES’ on the fifteen 
amendments adopted by the Conven- 
tion by a substantial majority; exer- 
cise your judgment upon the four 
which were decided by a narrow mar- 
gin of votes after much debate.” 

One of the first acts of the Conven- 
tion was to provide that each amend- 
ment submitted to the voters should 
be voted upon by itself so that each 
might stand on its own merits. It 
would be very unfortunate if the de- 
sire to defeat one or a few amend- 
ments were to prevent the adoption 
of the fifteen amendments approved 
by a large majority of the delegates 
after hearing all the arguments 

The third amendment authorizing 
the regulation and restriction by law 
of advertising in public places is of 
particular interest to Newton. Its 
adoption was asked by the board of 
aldermen, and it tvas supported by all 
the Newton delegates. Mr. Richard- 
son especially contributed to the 
adoption of this amendment by the 
Convention. It is one of the fifteen 
amendments which certainly ought 
to pass. 

The four amendments deserving 
particular study are No. 1. the Initia- 
tive and Referendum; No. 2, Public 
Interest in Natural Resources; No. 14. 
Compulsory Voting at Elections; and 
No. 17. Biennial Elections. 

The Convention debates on the Ini- 
tiative and Referendum make a vol- 
ume of 1086 pages. It is fundamen- 
tal in character, and deserves the 
careful study of every voter. In 
general it will be favored by those of 
progressive tendencies and opposed 
by conservative, but there are abun- 
dant reasons for all shades of opin- 
ion upon this measure. I was favor- 
ably disposed toward the amendment 
at the beginning of the Convention 
and. after hearing nil of the argu- 
ments presented, still believe that 
even Massachusetts would benefit by 
the possession of this direct control 
of legislation on the part of the vot- 
ers. It apears to me to be a consorv- 
atlve supplement to representative 
government 

The second amendment grants to 
the General Court new' and broad 
powers for the conservation, develop- 
ment. utilization and control of im- 
portant natural resources of the Com- 
monwealth. Here again is a question 
of fundamental character and great 
importance upon which widely diver-

The Compulsory Voting amend- 
ment grants power to the General 
Court to provide for compulsory vot- 
ing at elections. 

This amendment ought to pass. 
Present condition are a - reproach and 
yet without some such amendment 
no cure can be provided. 

Voting at elections is a public duty. 
The General Court should have power 
to require its performance. 

The suggestions of possible abuse 
of the power on the part of the Gen- 
eral Court are highly absurd. 

Most voters have definite opinions 
as to Biennial Elections. As our 
state is the sole survivor of the an- 
nual election company, it would seem 
that present day view favors a longer 
interval. 

The question, while important, 
seems to me one of expediency rather 
than of principle. 

In brief, I would say, "Vote ‘YES,’ 
on all nineteen amendments, unless 
you have some very good reason for 
rejecting the decision of the Conven- 
tion.”

QUESTIONNAIRES FOR 
THE WOMEN 


The Government Asks the Newton 
Red Cross to Find Out Who Can Be 
Counted Oil to Help in Case of Need 


How many women are there in New- 
ton who could be counted upon in 
case of need to give assistance in car- 
ing for the men of the army or those 
whom they have left at home? The 
United States has asked the Newton 
Chapter of the Red Ctoss to gather 
information answering this question 
and it has asked Red Cross Chapters 
all over the country to gather similar 
information in regard to their towns 
and cities. 

The request comes directly from the 
Secretary of War and the Surgeon 
General of the Army. First the Red 
Cross is to make a poll of the city to 
see how many of its women are grad- 
uate nurses, pupil nurses, undergrad- 
uate nurses, practical nurses, trained 
attendants, midwives or women who 
have taken Red Cross courses in home 
hygiene and home care of the sick. 
After this poll is made there will be 
sent to the women in it questionnaires 
which they will be asked to promptly 
fill in and sign. The information so 
gathered is going to be of great im- 
portance to the government, and also 
to Newton, but the giving of it im- 
poses no obligation on the part of the 
women w’ho sign the questionnaires 
except in so far as they themselves 
may be ready to answer a call if it 
conies. The way for the woman to 
help is to answer the questionnaires 
promptly and willingly.

SUGAR JARDS 

Newton Householders to be Lnnited in 
Purchases After Today 

A committee appointed by Presi- 
dent Porter of the Newton Board of 
Trade, and comprised of Messrs. 
M. I*. McKinnon, NewtonviUe, chair- 
man; F. H. Franklin; George Wilson. 
Newton ; William J. Gibson, N'onan- 
tum; J. H. Cochrane, West Newton; 
W. H. Brayton, Waban; B. W. Policy. 
Newton Highlands; F. Gasbarrl. 
Newton Centre, and with Harold 
Moore as secretary, met with Mr. 
Alfred MacDonald, local food admin- 
strator, last Friday evening and 
discussed various forms of sugar 
cards and the application of some 
such plan for Newton. It was decid- 
ed to call a meeting for Monday eve- 
ning at which there were 63 retail 
grocers of the city present and who 
unanimously voted to adopt a sugar 
coupon card system for the city, ef- 
fective November 1. 

According to the system on or 
about October 31st every family irr 
Newton must fill out a card in dupli- 
cate and sign the following pledge 
which appears on the card: 

”1 hereby certify that the number 
of persons in my household Is* as 
stated above, and apply for sugar 
coupons which will enable me to pur- 
chase sugar in accordance with the 
sugar rations established by the U. S. 
Food Administration. I understand 
that if I sign more than one applica- 
tion. or register in any other town I 
shall have my supply of sugar cut off 
or receive such other penalty as may 
be provided for.” 

The card states the number in fam- 
ily and the allotment to which they 
are entitled for the succeeding months. 

Upon the surrender of this card to 
the grocer properly filled out he will 
give coupons for the amount of sugar 
called for on the card for the suc- 
ceeding months. It will only be pos- 
sible to obtain coupons for one 
month's allotment of sfigar and it will 
not be necessary for persons receiv- 
ing these tickets to turn them over 
exclusively to the grocer from whom 
they receive the card, but these tick- 
ets may be given to any grocer. 

Out of town householders who wish 
to purchase sugar in Newton may fill 
out a card in Newton, but must buy 
all their sugar in Newton. 

At the present time more than two 
pounds for each consumer of sugar 
in Newton is being sent to this City 
and is apportioned among the grocers 
by the Local Food Administrator. Al- 
though this amount was sent to New- 
ton in October, on October 20th hard- 
ly a grocer had enough sugar to sup- 
ply his regular trade. This, of course, 
means that certain persons are buy- 
ing more than their allotment and 
obviously the only fair way of appor- 
tioning sugar and insuring that the 
amount saved by persons that cut 
down their consumption of sugar for 
patriotic reasons will go to the peo- 
ple across the water who need it. is 
a sugar card Alfred MacDonald, stat-

“Life is first of all a sequence of 
experiences, and few could have had 
the swift onrush of new experiences 
as he. His friends remember him as a 
little pink and white hoy, modest and 
beautiful; then a youth, entering 
school life with zest; then a student 
in the university whose annals he was 
to adorn; — then all at once he became 
a man, and hearing the call of the 
ideal he started to France before we 
entered the war, working his way on 
a cattle-boat, entering the service of 
France and showing high skill and 
rare courage in the most hazardous 
branch of the military service; never 
so happy as when in the place of 
danger, bringing down plane after 
plane, decorated by the French gov- 
ernment, made a lieutenant, and at 
last dying lamented by three great 
nations. All this is, as one of his 
companions says, ‘a wonderful epic’. 
As he himself said, ‘My cup is full to 
the brim’. 

“But David Putnam went beyond 
mero sequence of experiences, into 
the region of creation which we call 
character. The way he impressed his 
associates shows this. Lieutenant 
Robertson, who was Hying with him 
when he died, says the mechanics all 
loved him. His Major says, ‘1 have 
lost a very great friend. He was still 
a modest and gentlemanly boy with- 
out a strain of conceit’. 

“Another writer from the front* 
says, ‘All the boys just worshipped 
David Putnam’; and they further show 
this by the gift of flowers in the chan- 
cel, bearing the inscription, ‘From the 
Boys at the Front’. It is more than 
reputation to be recognized by chil- 
dren. As the principal of the Israel 
Putnam School in Connecticut wrote, 
•Records of such lives do not escape 
the notice of little children’. 

“But beyond this there were deeper 
marks of a noble character. He wrote 
to a relative that he deemed it the 
highest fame to he known as his 
Father’s son. He wrote to his Mother 
that she must not make him vain 
‘People write such bewildering tilings’, 
lie said. Perhaps the finest tribute fco 
him was at a banquet in France, when 
he turned down his glass, and men 
who usually drank, out of silent ud- 
miration drank nothing that night. 

“To him there came, short though 
his life was, another human good, the 
opportunity of public service. We all 
know how great it was and the sacri- 
fice it entailed at last. He knew its 
cfangers. ‘If I die’, lie said, ‘I hope to 
die fighting’; and lie died us he iioped 
to die, if die he must, overpowered hut 
struggling to the last. It is the public 
service that calls most of us together 
tonight; for tlioso thirty broken 
enemy planes represent the destruc- 
tion of a hostile power able to do un- 
told injury to the cause Ve all hold 
>dear. David Putnam loved Franco 
j and hoped to do it a service and 
| France recognized it. And today his 
name is reverenced by the soldiers and 
j citizens of three nations, us thut of 
a gallant officer and gentleman, with- 
out fear and without reproach. 

“And finally, what about thut deep- 
est heart of him, as of all of us, that 
cries out to the infinite, and tries to 
adjust itself to the thought of God? 
He certainly penetrated deeply Into 
the human side or religion through 
his love for those most dear to him. 
There is a winning note in his more 
Intimate lettei s I b it touches one i i )• * 
a (’areas. And as to the larger phase 
of tilings, his fellows used to say t hat 
'God was on the seat witli him’. When 
he left home he wrote, ‘My soul has 
turned over lately; I am not criticis- 
ing myself, 1 am simply looking at 
myself and asking’. In one of his let- 
ters there is a parugrapli that ex- 
presses u wonderful sense of the 
mystery of space: ‘Was ever anyone 
more alone than when flying? Why it 
is wonderful, just me, my plane, the 
clouds and thetsun . . . Then you see 
a black speck and you reulize that 
there is someone else stealing your 
solitude. For iii all the vastness there 


is not room for two of us. One must 
go.’ Of the last great, mystery he 
said, ‘1 love life und 1 want to come 
home, but — if 1 am called, 1 go pre- 
pared’. It is true, as his flying com- 
panion said, ‘Dave has not died. He 
has exchanged Mortality for Immor- 
tality’. 

“When we think of this wonderful 
youth, compassing so much in twenty 
short years, — in experience, in char- 
acter,' in public service, and the wis- 
dom that knits itself to God, — we can 
but say that he was the Happy War- 
rior, a type of what man would be at 
his finest. And we thank God for his 
precious life and his sacrificial death.” 

.Mayor Edwin O. Childs 

Mayor Childs paid tribute to his 
memory in behalf of the city and said 
in part: 

“The City of Newton is proud of her 
soldiers and stands ready to honor 
them, living or dead. Today we honor 
the memory of one of our most dis- 
tinguished soldiers, a hero who has 
laid down his life. Greater honor 
Ilian this has no one, that a man lay 
down his life for his friends. He gave 
his life not only for the benefit of 
one hundred million of people in his 
own country but for the benefit of all 
mankind. This is a war to save 
civilization and therefore it concerns 
everyone everywhere. What this young 
man has done is a common experience 
in the world today. David Putnam 
gave all he had to give and his fam- 
ily have made the largest sacrifice that 
any can make for this great cause. 
A service like this should be one of 
sorrow mingled with joy; deep sorrow 
for the loss, but with joy for the spirit 
of our fore-fathers that has been 
preserved. Love for an ideal hasn’t 
perished and fidelity to a principle 
still lives in the lives of men. David 
Putnam was just such a man. 

“We see a young man grow up; his 
country calls and he enters the serv- 
ice with a smile and then he is cut 
down. The people say, what a need- 
less sacrifice, when they ought to 
speak of the joy of servide, for we 
must all die sometime and there Is no 
more glorious time to die than ill the 
present time. 

“Since hearing of Putnam’s death 
many have said ‘Why didn’t ho quit?’ 
Ho couldn’t. That is the spirit of our 
boys across the water, on land or on 
sea. That is the spirit of Captain 
I jary of our own 101st, who when 
mortally wounded said, ‘Lieutenant, 
the command is forward.’ That is the 
spirit that won the Revolution and 
made us a nation; that kept us a united 
nation In the Civil War and the spirit 
that is going to win this war and save 
civilization. The spirit which David 
Putnam inherited and of which he had 
a great measure, was the spirit of 
service which is religion In action.” 

lit.-fiov. Calvin Coolidgo 

Lieutenant Governor Coolldge said 
in part: 

“It is a great privilege to be a sol- 
dier 'Uf Massachusetts because of her 
great history in the pust. When 
David Putnam fell the great decision 
now impending hadn’t been made. He 
must have seen day ufter day the 
triumphant advance of the enemies of 
civilization, yet there is nothing to 
show lie ever faltered. There is every- 
thing to show thut his heart wus bent 
on carrying on his part until victory 
wus assured. This is representative 
of his ruce; they don’t give up when 
things temporarily are not in their 
favor. 

“War 1 h the work of young men and 
when that groat catastrophe over- 
takes a nation t he work of prosecuting 
it fulls to young men. We don’t know 
what will come out of this greut con- 
flict of the present time, but we have 
seen t ho sacrifices and we hope that 
out of it all we shall find the means of 
preventing a reoccurrence of it in the 
future; something that will make un- 
necessary such a sacrifice as l>avid 
Pulliam lias made. If we can secure 
the assurance of peace iu the future 
then the dead shall not have died in 
vain and all they have done will have 
raised the standard of the people of 
the earth to u place never eujoyod 
before.” 


Senator John W. Weeks 

Senator Weeks said In part: 

"The world Is engaged In tho groat 
est of nil wars. On the one linnd is 
greed and selfish desire for subjuga 
tlon; on the other is a contest such 
ns tho world has novor before soon for 
civilization and humanity. Tho linos 
at e sharply drawn and there can bo no 
compromise. It took a long time for 
this nation to see in this war the 
question of right from wrong. This 
young man saw it. before his country 
over became engaged in the war. 
This boy in the morning of his life 
goes forth to fight the battles of hu- 
manity and selects the most dangerous 
branch of service. Ho will always lie 
known ns one of the most skillful 
among the efficient. Thero aro many 
such in tho service. There has been 
no hesitation on the part of young 
men to respond to their country’s call 
in those days when nil the world is 
afire and there has bean no deteriora- 
tion in the qualities of mankind. For 
the mother there must be a just pride 
in her motherhood for having given 
to the world a man who has made such 
a sacrifice. 

“There is going to he n roll of honor 
Which Will in* 0110 Of tlio most cher- 
ished things for the people of the 
United States and the name of David 
Putnam will be high up on that honor 
roll and the millions of people will 
never cense to cherish the name of 
such a one.”

Word has been received by I)r. and 
Mrs. W. F. Whitney of Copley street 
that their son, Capt. Wilmot Whitney, 
was wounded a few weeks ago during 
the drive of the American forces in the 
Argonne sector. Captain Whitney, 
though wounded twice, was able to 
write home from the hospital In Paris, 
and gives a vivid account of his peril- 
ous experience.

His first 
wound was a flesh wound In the left 
arm. He then jumped for a shell hole, 
hut was hit again, the bullet pene- 
trating his shoulder. He took shelter 
in a shell hole for some time, but 
later was able to walk back a mile to 
the dressing station. After being in a 
field hospital t wo days, he was sent on 
to I’nris. where he arrived, his only 
clothing being a pair of trousers.

EDITORIAL 


One of the most important duties of 
the voters of this city next Tuesday 
is to cast, an intelligent ballot on the 
19 amendments to the Constitution, 
which have been submitted to the 
people by the recent Convention. 
There has been considerable discus- 
sion on the more important matters 
for some time, and it is evident, from 
a careful study of the matter that it 
is probably safe to accept the state- 
ments of leading members of that 
convention that 15 of the proposed 
amendments should receive the ap 
proval of the state. We can see but 
one exception to this program and 
that relates to the 19th amendment, 
fixing the number of executive depart 
ments to 20. We do not believe it is 
pood policy to place in the constitu- 
tion. something which is clearly a 
matter of business administration. No 
one knows what changes the war will 
bring about in government functions 
and we may need in the very near 
future, possibly 50 departments in- 
stead of 20. The Constitution, in our 
opinion, should contain principles and 
policies, and not concern itself with 
details. 

Hon. Robert Luce also advises a 
negative vote on the matter of re- 
cess committees, amendment No. 18, 
and this also appears to be a matter 
which should be left to the Legisla- 
ture to settle for itself. 

With these exceptions, there remain 
four amendments on which there is 
certain to be a great difference of 
opinion, viz.: 

1. The Initiative and Referendum. 

2. Control of natural recources. . 
14. Compulsory voting. 

17. Biennial elections. 

The I. and R. has been so generally 
discussed that nearly everyone has 
some idea on the matter. We believe 
this fundamental change in the frame- 
work of our present representative 
government is very much for the 
worse. Law’s can be passed under 
this scheme w’hich will be drawn in 
the interests of the labor unions or of 
the great corporations, which cannot 
be amended by any tribunal, and in 
which there will be all kinds of clever- 
ly concealed purposes. This amend- 
ment should be defeated, altho w*e 
have but little hope that it will be. 

The proposed control of natural re- 
sources is said to be a long step to- 
wards socialism, altho w’e have a firm 
belief that if it is accepted we can 
trust our Legislature to act with wis- 
dom and conservatism on such an im- 
portant matter. Again, in this case, 
we know not what the settlement of 
the w’ar will bring in its train, and it 
may be w’ise to have this authority 
■even tho it may not be necessary to 
Mse it. 

Compulsory voting appeals to many 
persons, who believe that such a 
course is the only panacea for pres 
ent indifference in the exercise of the 
franchise. To our mind the remedy 
should be in the opposite direction. 
Persons who fail to vote should have 
their names stricken from the voting 
list and be compelled to re-register 
when they desire to exercise their 
right of franchise. This can be done 
under the present constitution and we 
advise a No vote on this amendment. 
Biennial elections have been defeat- 
,. . -ed in this state by an overwhelming 
popular vote a few years ago and we 
do not believe there has been any 
change in public sentiment since that 
time. Annual elections give the peo- 
ple the opportunity to turn out in- 
efficient oficials as well as the right 
to correct any injustice w’hich may 
have been done thru a passing poli- 
tical whim. Vote No on this meas- 
ure. 

We do not believe in the proposition 
that the voters of the state should 
vote No on every one of these matters. 
It would be very poor business for the 
state to lose all the good which can 
be easily accomplished by the adoption 
of the 15 amendments on which there 
is but little question, such as the 
state budget, bill-board regulation, 
restriction of building limits, to say 
nothing of practically throwing away 
all the value w’hich we might receive 
from the investment of over a mil- 
lion dollars in the constitutional con- 
vention.

EXPERIENCES IN WAR ZONE 


Rev. Brewer Eddy Dives nn Account 

of Ills Visit to the Front, 

Rev. Brewer Eddy was the speaker 
at the meeting of the Central Club 
of the Central Congregational Church 
at Newtonville Friday night. The 
meeting was also the October social 
of the church, and joint meeting with 
| tho Women’s Association. Mr. Eddy 
gave an account of his recent visit to 
the battle fronts with other Y. M. C. 
A. representatives, and he gave some 
'further observations in the sermon 
I that he delivered in the church Sun- 
day morning . 

Mr. Eddy w’as deeply Impressed 
with the heroic spirit manifested by 
the American soldiers, and he gave 
instances of feats of valor performed 
by seriously wounded men. who sim- 
j ply would not lie still while the battle 
was going, but insisted on lighting on. 

11c found a very fine spirit of com- 
radeship among the soldiers of the 
various nations. The English and 
French admired the spirit shown by 
the American soldiers, while the Amer- 
icans felt they had n great deal to 
learn from the experience of the vet- 
erans of tho allied forces. 

He found great appreciation mani- 
fested in England of the sacrifices of 
the American people in sending across 
such groatly increased supplies of 
food. When he ate bacon at break- 
fast in England, the host would grace- 
fully acknowledge that it came only 
because the American people had 
given it up in their homes. In the 
bakeries on the fighting front he 
found great heaps of Minneapolis flour 
bags. There were no sweetless or 
meatless or wheatless days at the 
front, thanks to the co-operation of 
the people at home. 

Mr. Eddy varied his account of the 
suffering of war. by relating a few 
of its humors, and spoke particularly 
of the interest our negro soldiers cre- 
ated abroad, and 'ow their charac- 
teristic humor nmused the English 
and French. One negro rising on the 
parapet called on the Huns to come 
on and give him a chance to fight 
them. Just then a shell exploded 
near him and tore up the s-cenery gen- 
erally. When the negro picked him- 
self up all covered with dirt, he gave 
the enemy credit for a prompt reply 
to his challenge, by remarking "Dats 
what I call quick service.” 

The speaker dwelt upon the tremen- 
dous change that had taken place in 
the fortunes of the allies since last 
July, when the powers of evil seemed 
to rule the world, and it seemed al- 
most impossible to overthrow them. 
The succession of victories for one 
righteous cause proved that right and 
truth will still rule the world, and 
he called upon his hearers for the 
spirit of sacrifice and persistence that 
should assure a complete triumph.

WOMEN'S CLUBS 


Grace M. Burt, Editor. 

There is, perhaps, no more difficult 
problem Jo settle this year than to 
what extent shnll the women’s clubs 
keep to their accustomed routine ami 
how far shall they give way to the 
more pressing work of the war emer- 
gency. So far as programs have been 
received the Newton clubs seem to 
bo solving it by cutting down and 
simplifying. If one stops to consider, 
nothing remains the same today as it 
was before August 1914. and a wholly 
new set of interests have been built 
up even since we entered the war. 
These facts nlone would seem to sug- 
gest that it is impossible for any or- 
ganization to continue only along the 
lines laid down before the war, no 
matter how far in advance they may 
have behti then. Hut in the cutting 
down and simplifying another point 
must not be lost sight of, namely, that 
present Interests must not so com- 
pletely absorb the attention that the 
future is forgotten and the pnrt which 
the clubs must play in preparing the 
community for the reconstruction 
period he overlooked. In other words, 
the mother must not bo so completely 
absorbed in her "boy over there," that 
she neglects the needs of the younger 
children, who will presently take the 
places of the boys who do not come 
back. 

The best balanced program seems 
to be one which combines a live in- 
terest in the topics of the day, with 
those which will uplift and refresh 
minds tired and worried from trying 
to keep the household “swept and 
garnished.” from being neighbor to 
those in need, from doing one’s share 
in war relief work. Those who are 
continually giving out of their 
strength of body, mind and spirit, 
need more than anything else some- 
thing which will recreate their ex- 
hausted resources. May not the wom- 
an’s club as well as the church be 
one of those agencies? For such rea- 
sons as these, do not fail to have some 
programs which will be inspirational. 
The speaker before the woman’s club 
often has a better opportunity to 
preach a sermon than even the preach- 
er himself.

BOARD ON THE CURTAILMENT OF 
NON-WAR CON S T R UC T 1 0 N 


The Newton Board on the Curtail- 
ment of Non-War Construction as ap- 
pointed by the Newton Committee on 
Public Safety consists of the follow- 
ing members: Mr. Alonzo R. Weed, 
Chairman; Mr. Walter H. Barker, Sec- 
retary; Mr. Alfred MacDonald. Ex- 
officio; Mr. Horace W. Orr; Mr. A. 
Stuart Pratt; Mr. A. Dudley Dowd. 

The function of this Board is to 
recommend to the War Industries 
Board their approval or disapproval 
of all new’ construction in Newton. 
The needs of enterprises essential to 
the prosecution of the war are press- 
ing. Labor, steel, materials, fuel, 
pow’er, transportation, and capital 
must be husbanded for essential uses. 
Every citizen, therefore, is called up- 
on not to compete with the govern- 
ment for these elements by engaging 
in promiscuous building. Such re- 
pairs, alterations, additions, or new 
construction, as are necessary for im- 
mediate public welfare, must be un- 
dertaken as a measure of secondary 
defense, and so long as we have 
material, the reasonable upkeep of 
property is sound economy. 

Individuals wishing to put up new 
buildings in the City or to alter exist- 
ing buildings must file with the 
Board nil application in triplicate ami 
witnessed by a notary. These blank 
applications may be obtained from the 
Newton Committee on Public Safety 
at 893 Washington St..

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WHAT THE SOCIAL SERVICE 

DEPARTMENT OF THE 
NEWTON HOSPITAL IS 
DOING 


The Junior Longue for Newton Hos- 
pital Social Service met Tuesday af- 
ternoon, October 22nd, nt tho New 
Church Parlors, Newtonville. The 
purpose of the league Is to support 
the Social Service Department of the 
Hospital ami the function of the So- 
cial Service Department is to supple- 
ment the work of doctors and surgeons 
when needed so that all social ob- 
stacles preventing a patient’s recov 
cry may be removed as far as pos- 
sible. 

The department was first organized 
in 1013. Our new Social Service dl 
rector. Miss Grace E. Miller of Waban 
is a graduate of the Boston School 
of Socinl Work and has done ad- 
vanced work in Medical Social Serv- 
ice at tho Massachusetts General 
Hospital and Boston Dispensary. 

She gave a report of a brief statis- 
tical study of the work of the Depart 
ment from the first of May ibis to 
the first, of September. During these 
four months, 64 patients have been 
referred to her for some sort of so- 
cial supervision. These families re- 
quired a total of 221 outside visits. 
Because of the great distances in 
Newton and the limited public trans- 
portation the work could never have 
been done without the use of a bor- 
rowed automobile. The immediate 
need of supplying the department 
with a machine is apparent. 

She closed her report with a few 
illustrative cases. The most interest- 
ing perhaps at the present time is 
the story of an Italian family which 
was brought to her attention during 
tho recent epidemic. Both parents 
and the oldest child of seven were ill 
with influenza. There was no one in 
the home to feed or clothe the three 
younger children or to wait upon 
the sick patients. 

Neighbors and relatives were either 
afraid of the disease or had their own 
responsibilities and could not help. 
Their family physician recommended 
hospital admission but the parents 
would not consider it because of the 
children. At this point the doctor ap 
pealed to Social Service. Miss Miller 
called immediately. She found the 
man and child in bed, the woman 
crawling about trying to wait upon 
the whole family. It was quite ap- 
parent that this little mother, who 
spoke no English and depended so 
completely upon her husband for In- 
terpreter was the one who most op- 
posed hospital care. When she real- 
ized that there was some one who 
would look out for her children she 
no longer resisted and within two 
hours the sick patients were admitted 
by the Red Cross Emergency Hospi- 
tal and the West Newton Neighbor- 
hood House had opened its doors to 
the three remaining well children. 
These latter were watched carefully 
for any suspicious symptoms and in 
this particular instance all eventually 
developed the disease and were trans- 
ferred to the hospital. At this writ- 
ing the family is reunited with the 
exception of one child who was seri- 
ously ill but has now passed the dan- 
er point. It is a question whether 
the spread of the disease could have 
been checked by immediate removal 
of the first sick patient. 

This family is only one of many who 
were helped by Newton Hospital So- 
cial Service during the crisis and to- 
day it is most satisfying to receive 
expressions of gratitude from those 
people who were then so helpless.

PREPARING DRAFTED MEN 

Newly Appointed Board of Instruction 
Meets (’lass A Registrants 

A meeting was held at Players’ 
Hall. West Newton, last night, for 
about 100 men of Class A in the draft 
who will soon he called out, and who 
were addressed by representatives of 
the Board of Instruction of Newton. 
Gen. James G. White presided. He 
spoke of the duty of the soldier and 
purpose of this hoard of instruction. 

Hon. Clmrles E. Hatfield spoke of 
the interest felt by tho community in 
every man who goes away. They can 
fool that they have the country back- 
ing them up. 

Joseph B. Jamieson spoke of the 
matter of allotments and pnyments to 
families, and the help the Red Cross 
gives to families of men in the ser- 
vice. Cnpt. Charles M. Ford talked 
about the value of the military drill 
the men will receive, and of the help 
tho State Guard can give them. School 
Superintendent U. G. Wheeler spoke 
of the facilities tho Newton schools af- 
ford to men about to enter the ser- 
vice. 

All the men present were registered, 
and a questionnaire was filled out in 
regard to the educational qualifica- 
tions of the men wishing to enter the 
night school. 

The instruction bonrd will empha- 
size particularly the matters of al- 
lowances, allotment of pay. hygiene, 
military drill. It is very possible that 
before any of the men leave for camp 
they will be required to appear at 
least three times before tho branches 
of this board giving instruction in 
American aims, etc. Provision will be 
made for instruction of men who can 
not read and write, and those who 
wish instruction in the mechanical 
trades and shop work will be encour- 
aged to attend evening school. 

The purpose of this hoard of In- 
struction is to help all the selectives 
to go to camp well prepared for the 
work they have to do. Most of them 
have had no millitary training at all. 
and have no good idea why they go 
and what they are to do after they get 
there. Many go unwillingly. A 
man’s mental attitude affects his work 
in camp, arid sundry small ailments 
become serious when nurtured by a 
wrong attitude. Thus the efficiency 
of the army is affected. Experience 
hns shown that these elements of in- 
efficiency can be a>ostly removed by 
personal instruction. This is now 
being organized all over the country 
on a large scale, by order of the pro- 
vost marshal general. 

At the time of their medical exami- 
nation. the selectives are assembled in 
small groups for personal interview. 
This work being in charge of Hon. 
Charles E. Hatfield. Perplexities 
cleared up, and the men are en- 
couraged to think of the value 
of the experience they are going 
to have, and the chances for promo- 
tion. The selected men will bo or- 
dered to meet from time to time in 
groups for instruction as follows: — 

To consider the provision the gov- 
ernmerit makes for the protection and 
welfare of disabled soldiers and in the 
event of death of their families. In- 
formation on these points neutralizes 
family opposition. Also in regard to 
the government provision for allow- 
ances and allotments to dependents. 
This relieves feeling in the soldier’s 
home and inspires loyalty to the gov- 
ernment. This group is in charge of 
Mr. Jamieson. 

Instruction in the American war 
aims, and character of camp life, nnd 
the necessary character of the Amer- 
ican soldiers, in charge of Mr. Kidger. 

Sexual restraint and the avoidance 
of liquor as a patriotic obligation, in 
charge of Dr. Lowe. 

Preliminary military drill, in charge 
of Capt. Ford. 

Americanization. 'removal of illiter- 
acy, teaching of English to those who 
do not understand it well, in charge of 
Mr. Wheeler. Ten minute talks by 
selected speakers will review and sum 
up the courses.

welfare of men and dependents; Hor- 
ace Kidger. Newtonville. war aims, 
methods, and ideals; Dr. Fred M. 
Lowe, West Newton, hygiene; William 
I). Nugent. Newtonville; Ulysses G. 
Wheeler, Newtonville, Americaniza- 
tion; Gen. James G. White, Newton 
Centre.

TECHNICAL HIGH SCHOOL NOTES 


CHRISTMAS PRESENTS FOR 
SAILORS 


Tho Newton Chapter of the Red 
Cross has nothing to do with the send- 
ing of Christmas presents to sailors 
in the service of the United States 
navy. It docs have a great deal to do 
with the sending of Christmas pres- 
ents to soldiers and the rules the 
government has made for it to carry 
out and enforce were printed in Tho 
Graphic last week. Though it has no 
part in the sending of presents to 
sailors it gives here the government 
rules in regard to such presents and 
advises those who intend to send pres- 
ents to men in the Navy cut these 
rules out ami keep them. 

Packages forwarded by parcels 
post for men in the navy must comply 
with the Postal regulations und should 
lie enclosed in substantial boxes with 
hinged or screw top cover to facilitate 
opening und inspecting. 

All boxes shipped by express are 
limited to twenty pounds in weight, 
should measure not yioro than two 
cubic feet in volume, be of wood, well 
strapped and have a hinged or screw 
top to facilitate opening und inspect- 
ing. 

All mail matter should be addressed 
as now prescribed by the Postal reg- 
ulations. All express packages should 
bo forwarded Jn care of Supply Officer, 
Fleet Supply Base, 29th Street and 
Third avenue, Soutii Brooklyn, N. Y. 

No perishable food product other 
than those enclosed in cuns or glass 
jars should tie pucked in parcels post 
or express shipments. 

All packages must be plainly mark- 
ed with the name and uddress of the 
sender together with a notation in- 
dicating tiie nature of the contents, 
such as "Christmus box", or ‘‘Christ- 
mas present”.

SUGAR CARD SYSTEM

ed that ho believes that when this 
system is placed in operation from 
ten to fifteen thousand pounds of 
sugar per month will be saved in this 
City. 

It was announced by the local food 
administrator today that the allotment 
of three pounds per month is official 
and customers can get the entire 
month’s allotment at one time. 

Anyone interested in methods of 
using economical substitutes for sugar 
in preserving should consult Miss 
Weeks. 

The Newton board of food adminis- 
tration expects every grocer in the 
city to come at once to their headquar- 
ters at the office of the Newton com- 
mittee on public safety, Newtonville, 
and obtain supply of cards and cou 
pons. Grocers will pay for these in 
cash at the time of receiving them, at 
the rate of $1.00 a thousand coupons. 

Children, even if very young, are 
considered consumers of sugar under 
these rules. If any member of the 
household is obtaining less than half 
his meals at home, he must not be in- 
cluded among the number for whom 
the allotment of sugar is asked. 
Sick or elderly people requiring an ad- 
ditional allotment should have some 
representative consult tho food ad- 
ministrator on their case. Grocers 
will be held responsible for the legi- 
bility of the cards. If any coupons 
are lost they cannot be replaced. 
Grocers are requested to distribute all 
their November allotment on this sys- 
tem. Cards must be returned by the 
grocer on or bofore November 10. 

It was announced in the daily pa- 
pers this morning, that the ration had 
been increased by Mr. Hoover to three 
pounds per person per month.

Interesting Report ol the Good Work Done by 
the Red Cross Chapter 


The Newton Red Cross Hospital, 
onducted at the Woodland Park for 
le care of victims of the grip, during 
lio iwenty-nine days of its existence, 
rom September 27 to October 25, in- 
lusive, cared for one hundred and 
eventy patients, of whom twenty-six 
ied. The largest number of patients 
der its care on any one day was 
.Ixty-flve on October 17. 

The hospital was made ready and 
Vmed in less than forty-eight hours 
fter its establishment was decided 
ipon, and it ran smoothly and efll- 
•iently from the time of the admission 
£ Its first patient to the time of its 
ischarge of its last one. 

The big, outstanding, encouraging 
act in connection with the Red Cross 
lospital is that it was an object les- 
-on to Newton in what Newton can do 
or itself. The Newton Chapter of the 
ed Cross, which was the moving 
gency in the establishment of the 
1 Cross Hospital, is an organization 
f Newton pepple, with Newton men 
vnd women as its officials, and sup- 
ported by funds made up of part of the 
membership dues from Newton mem- 
bers and contributions from generous 
itizens. The Red Cross Hospital was 
therefore a Newton institution estab- 
lished by Newtonians and made pos- 
ible because in the Newton Chapter of 
he Red Cross Newton had an eiilcient 
rganization ready to meet immedi- 
tely the emergency created by the 
_ ip epidemic. 

The establishment and work of the 
led Cross Hospital is a part of New- 
on’s story of the war and is best told 
jy the official reports as made to the 
.,’ewton Chapter of the Red Cross. 

,, The special meeting at which it was 
ecided to establish the hospital was 
leld at Talbot House, Newtonville, on 
Vednesday evening, September 25. 
Dr. Irving J. Fisher was made clerk 
f the meeting. Of that meeting Dr. 
Fisher made the following report. 

“Dr, Fisher’s Report 
t A meeting was held at the Newton 
Red Cross headquarters, September 25, 
1918, at 8 P.M. for the consideration of 
establishing an emergency hospital to 
care the overwhelming number of 
eases of spidemic influenza in the city 
of Newton. 

•Those present were: Mr. Charles E. 
Kelsey, chairman; Mrs. Albert P. Car- 
eer, Mrs. Irving J- Fisher, Mrs. Vernon 
’ll. Swett, Mrs. George H. Talbot, Mrs.

It was decided at this meeting to 
pay nurses wages equivalent to those 
they wore getting in private work; 
charity cases were to be taken care of 
as per arrangements in vogue at the 
Newton Hospital, and members of the 
Newton Hospital staff were to he 
asked to act as visiting physicians to 
the Emergency Hospital. 

Mr. William C. Bray kindly offered 
from the Newton Hospital the loan of 
available equipment and supplies. 

Through General White the Constab- 
ulary volunteered its services for gen- 
ernl assistance. 

Mrs. Morton Cobb offered to help by 
securing volunteers from members of 
home nursing classes. 

Dr. Curtis offered the services of the 
school nurses as long as the schools 
remained closed, an.l when the schools 
opened, If further neecssity required, 
two of the nurses would still bo avail- 
able. 

Services were offered by the New- 
ton Hospital Aid Association, and the 
Newton Red Cross Motor Corps was 
placed at our disposal. 

The meeting adjourned with the un- 
derstanding that the work of estab- 
lishing and equipping the Newton Red 
Cross Emergency Hospital was to be- 
gin on the following morning, Septem- 
ber 26. with the hope of opening it for 
patients September 27, 1918.

The Hospital had been running a 
few days only when it was realized 
that for the direction of its work a 
committee must be named. Of that 
committee Mr. H. H. Kendall was the 
chairman. In a report to the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Newton Chapter 
Mr. Kendall, a few days before the 
Hospital closed its doors, told of the 
work it lmd done. 

ChnJrniun Kendall’s Report 

On Tuesday evening, September 24. 
our chairman, Mr. Kelsey, was advised 
that there was urgent need of more 
hospital accommodation for influenza 
patients than could he afforded by the 
utmost efforts of the Newton Hospital. 

A conference with Mr. Bray, the 
Newton Hospital, on Wednesday noon, 
made clear the pressing need of help, 
and a group of interested workers met 
at the headquarters at 8 o’clock, 
Wednesday evening, to decide on ways 
and means. 

The Neighborhood Club offered its 
clubhouse and had already started 
fires therein. Mr. Frost suggested the 
Woodland Park Hotel building and, 
for Dr. Winslow, offered its free use. 
The Brae Burn Club offered to release 
Mr. Southall to organize the domestic 
department, kitchen, etc.

Under the energetic leadership of 
Mr. Henry J. Nichols, chairman, and 
Messrs. James A. Stafford and Wil- 
liam D. Nugent, vice chairmen, a live 
committee is In charge of the work 
of raising Newton’s quota of $300,000 
for the United War Work Campaign, 
to begin next Monday.

It Is expected that at least 
1500 children will be enrolled in this 
movement. The Church of the Sacred 
Heart at Newton Centre has set a 
splendid example along this line by 
pledging itself to have a child behind 
ever yservice flag on its banner, ap- 
proximately 150.

I DEATH OF MRS. LOUISA MITCHELL

! Mrs. Louisa S. Mitchell, widow of 
| Austin R. Mitchell, died at her home 
1 on Walnut street. Newtonville, Tues- 
j day, after an illness of many months, 
at the age of S7. She was a native of 
Cummlngton, Mass., and had lived here 
some 30 years, previous to which she 
was for some time a resident of Bos- 
ton. Her husband, who died some 15 
years ago, was-Jnterested in the to- 
bacco business. Mrs. Mitchell was the 
last of her family leaving no near rela- 
tives. and was a quiet and home-lov- 
ing woman. Funeral services were 
held this morning at 10.30, Rev. Rufus 
H. Dix officiating, and burial was at 
Newton Cemetery. 


The big feature in the election on 
Tuesday for Newton people was the 
candidacy for re-election of United 
States Senator John W. Weeks of West 
Newton, and it is needless to say that 
his defeat is felt more keenly here 
than in any other part of the state. 
That Newton, to some extent, reflected 
the general sentiment of the state to- 
wards the Senator is shown by the 
fact that Mr. Coolidge for governor 
received 99 more votes than Mr. Weeks 
and indeed, received 12 more votes in 
Mr. Weeks’ home precinct than the 
Senator himself. 

Newton had but little interest in the 
remainder of the ticket, as Representa- 
tive Thomas Weston, Jr., of West New- 
ton was unopposed for state senator. 

Hon- Robert Luce for member of 
Congress also received a larger vote 
than Senator Weeks, but his opponent 
ran behind his ticket about 200 votes, 
thus giving Mr. Luce a larger majority 
than either Mr. Coolidge or Senator 
Weeks. 

Apparently little stock was taken in 
the admonition of Mr. R. L. Bridgman 
of Auburndale and others to vote NO 
on the various amendments to the 
state constitution, all of the questions, 
save that relating to the initiative and 
referendum and compulsory voting re- 
ceiving an affirmative vote, most of 
them being decided by about three to 
one. The initiative was defeated here 
by 1881 to 3239. while compulsory vot- 
ing was negatived 2152 to 2166. 

On account of the number of ques- 
tions on the bajlot the returns were 
very late in reaching City Hall, the 
last one being received at 12.30 o’clock 
Wednesday morning. 

The election was marked by unus- 
ually heavy voting during the morning 
hours, although the total votes cast, 
5953, is only 76 per cent of the regis- 
tration.

Newtonville Worker* (Jot Together

There was a rousing meeting at the 
Newton Club Friday night to cele- 
brate the success of the village in 
going so far above its quota on the 
Liberty l»an drive.

Mrs. Woolman is sent here by the 
government, and has first-hand infor- 
mation which will guide us in our se- 
lection of materials for the winter. 
Credit will be given to those who com- 
plete the course successfully. 

Mrs. Woolman says “800,000,000 
pounds of wool are required for the 
United States soldiers in one year. 
Only 285,000,000 pounds are produced 
in our country and a part of this is 
Merino wool, which is too soft for tlip 
soldiers’ use. 

If all the wool in the world were 
equojly divided each person would 
have 14 ounces. 

"If wool were not reclaimed many 
times, the scarcity of it would be even 
greater than at present." 

All persons having clothing prob- 
lems and materials on hand which 
they wish to put to good use should 
benefit by the instruction which is 
available for all Interested.

50 lbs. 25c; 100 lbs. 50c; delivered: 
100 lbs. 75c. 

Coal in bags sold by grocer or other 
small distributor at his store: 25 lbs. 
20c; 50 lbs. 35c; 100 lbs. 65c; deliv- 
ered: 25 lbs. 25c; 50 lbs. 40c; 100 lbs. 
75. 

Bituminous, per net ton delivered. — 
Our committee find It difficult to es- 
tablish a uniform price for soft coal by 
reason of its varying cost. A uniform 
price of $lt» per net ton delivered is 
recommehded and should generally 
prevail, excepting on special lots that 
show excessive cost— when a slight in- 
crease inay he charged, based on cost 
per net ton at dealer’s yard plus rea- 
sonable profit for delivering. 

In conjunction with a special wood 
committee, our committee recommend 
tho following prices for wood deliv- 
ered to consumer at point accessible to 
truck or team: 4 foot length, $16 per 
cord; sawed $18 per cord. 

The shortage of egg and stove sizes 
leads us to urge the using of furnace 
or broken coal when large heaters will 
allow its use.

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TIIE EMERGENCY HOSPITAL 


(Continued from Pago 1) 


Mr. Marsh volunteered to assume 
the organization and direction of the 
business end of the Hospital, and Mrs. 
Wilson, who had been, as Miss Harvey, 
head nurse and acting superintendent 
at the Newton Hospital, accepted the 
organization and supervision of the 
nursing force. General White offered 
tho services of the Constabulary to as- 
sist, and Bp. Fisher agreed that the 
medical staff would not be found want- 
ing. Mr. Bray offered any and all 
supplies, equipment, and help which 
the Newton Hospital could give, and 
Dr. Curtis, for the board of health, 
offered the school nurses, the ambu- 
lnnco, and hearty co-operation. 

All felt that immediate action was 
necessary, nnd after accepting, in the 
spirit In which they were made, the 
several offers of service, and asking 
Mrs. Swet't, Mrs- Fisher, and Mrs. Car- 
ter to appeal for beds and bedding to 
tho several branches In Nowton, the 
meeting adjourned at about 9.30. 

Thursday morning a detail from the 
Constabulary reported at the building, 
cleaned the lower floor, unused for 
yoars. Windows were washed, a tem- 
porary kitchen improvised (the old 
kitchen has been torn down), gas 
stoves set up, supplies of beds, bed- 
ding, blankets, mattresses, linen and 
everything necessary, began to arrive 
from tho collectors in the several 
wards. Cooks and maids appeared. 
Tho Motor Corps was in attendance, 
and carried and delivered. Telephones 
were installed. Gowns, masks, and 
medical supplies, food, utensils, and 
helpers in abundance appeared as if by 
magic. Order developed from seem- 
ing chaos, and at 5 o’clock on Thurs- 
day afternoon the report went out 
“The Newton Red Cross Emergency 
Hospital is ready for patients.” 

By Friday night, we had 31 beds oc- 
cupied, on Saturday 50, and on Sunday 
52, and more calls than could be re- 
sponded to. 

On Saturday, it was evident that the 
work called for responsible direction, 
and the chairman appointed a commit- 
tee of live to be responsible for the 
work, and to manage the hospital. 
The committee, subsequently con- 
firmed by the directors, was: H. H. 
Kendall, chairman, Mr. Frank Remick, 
Gen. Jas. O. White, Mtb. Morton Cobb, 
and Mrs. George M. Angler. 

Sunday noon the omnmittee met at 
the Hospital and decided that more 
room was needed, and an appeal for 
the use of the second story, reserved 
by Dr. Winslow for pupils of Lasell 
Seminary, was made. Dr. Winslow 
said, “Gentlemen, 1 have been expect- 
ing you. ’ Take all you need.” This 
made it possible to provide for such 
patients as could bring nurses and 
thus be cared for in private 'rooms, but 
it was impossible to provide extra 
nurses from the Hospital. 

At first we were greatly handi- 
capped by a shortuge of trained nurses 
and the committee wishes to record 
its deep appreciation ot the splendid 
devotion of women who, having been 
trained as nurses, had retired from 
active service, and in homes of their 
own were devoting their lives to their 
families and children, but ut our call 
closed their homes, sent children to 
stay with friends, turned (with con- 
sent, it is true) husbands loose to for- 
age for themselves, und gave them- 
selves to the public service in our hos- 
pital for days and weeks. We have 
no fit words to voice our admiration 
and gratitude. The medical staff has 
given the care and attention neces- 
sary. Dr. Fisher has been in charge 
al the building, but all who sent pa- 
tients have given unremitting care. 
In 25 days, we have treated 168 pa- 
tients, have discharged cured 114, and 
have now, October 23, 28 in the hos- 
pital. Many patients came to us well 
udvanced with the disease, and we re- 
gret to report 26 deaths. We have had 
us high us 65 patients, and until within 
a few days had not less than 60. 
Serum was administered to all who 
came in contact with the sick, uud 
while there have been some cases of 
the disease among our workers, they 
have been few and light. 

No one not conversant with the 
working of an institution of this kind 
can imagine the multiplicity of details 
which require attention, or the varied 
calls upon those in executive posi- 
tions. Mr. J. S. Marsh, who has been 
the managing dirfictor, has been inval- 
uable. He has been the man to whom 
all have turned, and to his patience, 
skill and business ability, we are. and 
shall he, indebted for an accurate and 
careful statement, financial and sta- 
tistical, of tho work of tho Hospital. 

Mr. Southull built a kitchen in a 
sewing room, cleuued house, found a 
chef, acted as purchasing agent und 
caterer, and not only promised every- 
thing needed in his line, but did it, und 
did it well. 

Mrs. Angler and Mrs. Cobb speTit 
most of their time at the Hospital for 
the first two weeks, and were ready on 
call at aU times. One, or more, 
of the committee has been at the Hos- 
pital every day. 

Volunteer helpers came forward to 
assist in nursing and ut the desk in 
ample numbers, and we were not ablo 
to use all who offered to help. We are 
greatly indebted to them all. The se- 
rious character of the sickness mude it 
important that we should have expe- 
rienced and trained nurses so far as 
we could get them. Most of these it 
has been necessary to pay, but their 
service was none the less a worthy 
one, and we are glad to recognize it. 

Of the devotion of those who left 
their homes and children to tho cure of 
others to give themselves to this ser- 
vice, whether paid or unpaid, we can- 
not speak too highly, and we would 
be glad to report them all by name, 
were it possible to do so. 

The Newton Constabulary is a body 
of business men, organized under mil- 
itary discipline, to fill a gap in our 
line of defence occasioned by the entry 
of the Stule Guurd into active service. 
They uro ull busy men, and have their 
own interests to care for, but there 
has been no day or night since our 
Hospitul was conceived thut a detail 
from the Constabulary has not been 
on duty there. They cleaned the 
building, they collected the offerings 
of supplies, they acted us orderlies iu 
tlie ward. Willi masks and safe- 
guards they have borne the sick and 
the dead, and with military prompt- 
ness and efficiency they have been and 
done all thut melt should do uud be in 
such an emergency. 1 do not think 


the Hospital could have done Its work 
without them. General White has 
been with them dally In an unflagging 
devotion and Interest. 

As soon as the word went forth of 
our needs, contributions began to pour 
in. Faster than wo could collect them 
our friends offered all that was need- 
ed, and had we hod time, it is probable 
that everything needed could have 
been had from our citizens. As it. wsr, 
much had to be purchased and will 
remain tho property of tho Chapter, 
ready for another emergency, here or 
elsewhere. The care and distribution 
of ward and hospital linen, laundry, 
etc., has been completely administered 
by Mrs. Peabody, who cook this ser- 
vice from Mrs. Fisher soon after the 
Hospital was in working order. 

A very valuable assistance has been 
the Motor Corps. On duty early and 
late bringing in workers, carrying pa- 
tients, at times driving a truck, even 
an ambulance at need, there has al- 
ways been someone at our door to go 
or come. Mrs. Talbot and her cap- 
able, business-like assistants, with 
their ndmirable system and willing 
helpers, have been of great service. 

The Hospital will complete its work 
in a few days now. Woodland Park 
will be a memory — a grateful memory 
to those who have been Its Red Cross 
guests. Few who have been there but 
will think, as they pass its gates, of 
the white flag with its Geneva cross 
which hung af its door, a symbol of 
that worldwide organization for which 
we have worked and planned, always 
heretofore as for a distant and out- 
reaching service, a giving to the needy 
in other lands, other cities, other 
places. 

Today Newton has seen and realized 
in her own borders what the Red Cross 
means, what it is, what it can do. 
Surely, the Newton Red Cross Emer- 
gency Hospital could' not have been 
equipped, manned, organized in so 
prompt and efficient a way, as it has 
been, if there had not existed an or- 
ganized body of workers, command- 
ing the confidence ot the community 
and its material support. Everyone 
has responded to our appeals, every- 
one was willing to do his utmost. To 
praise one is to make an invidious dis- 
tinction when all have been ready. 

This experiment has cost something, 
but your committee believe it worth 
all it has cost.

HONEY AS A SUBSTITUTE 


The price of honey prevents its be- 
ing used freely as a substitute.

Sift together 
the flour, soda, and aniseed. Combine 
all the ingredients. Drop from a 
teaspoon onto a buttered tin and bake 
in a moderate oven.

There were many phases and angles 
to the contest last Tuesday which en- 
tered into the defeat of Senator John 
W. Weeks for re-electeion. 

Besides the keen disappointment 
which we. his neighbors and friends, 
feel in the fact that the Common- 
wealth did not appreciate his con- 
structive ability, his unusual common- 
sense and judgment and his extraordi- 
nary capacity for work; besides the 
deliberate misrepresentation of his ac- 
tions and votes, and the stupid misun- 
derstanding of his position on public 
matters, and besides the lowering of 
the dignity which should surround the 
Presidential office to a partisan level, 
we believe that the big, overwhelming 
fact which tire election produced, is 
that in the tremendous problems 
'which must come with the close of the 
war, and the subsequent reconstruc- 
tion period, the nation will not have 
the services of one of the best, if in- 
deed he is not actually the best quali- 
fied man in the country, to guide and 
advise in their solution. 

These problems include the slowing 
down of the present rapid tendency 
towards socialism, overmental con- 
trol of public utilities, and the un- 
scrambling of the railroad situation, 
complicated to the highest degree by 
the present administration, the rights

One seldom uses the term "together” 
without associating it with I>r. Halo 
of revered memory, for he. perhaps 
earlier than nnyono else emphasized 
the grent value of doing things to- 
gether. Since the war began It seems 
ns if hts preaching was beginning to 
henr fruit, for never before have 
differing forces so sunk their in- 
dividuality and come together to ac- 
complish the one important end. tlio 
winning of the war. We may have 
called it by more high sounding terms 
of co-operation, co-ordinatton and the 
like, but it has been in reality the 
good old Anglo-Saxon work, "to- 
gether,” which has characterized the 
action of the American people once 
they set their minds and hearts upon 
accomplishing the making of the 
world safe for democracy. It was not 
until the Allies united their forces 
under the command of Marshal Foch 
that real progress has been made and 
so It has been in other matters per- 
taining to the war. 

Next week in the United War Work 
Drive comes another example of the 
wonderful togetherness of the forces 
working for the socinl, mental, and 
spiritual well-being of the boys both 
here and overseas. Truly the lion and 
the Inmb are lying down together. 
Stories of how the Catholic, the Pro- 
testant. and the Jew have worked in- 
terchangeably among the boys are too 
familiar to need any repetition. The 
fact remains they are doing it, all t£e 
time. Under these conditions nothing 
could be more appropriate than that 
the securing of funds for all these ac- 
tivities should be done simultaneously, 
— together. Each organization is do- 
ing its work effectively and it must be 
continued many months even were 
peace to come tomorrow’. 

The educational side of the library 
work is an important and far-reach- 
ing one, the full significance of which 
may not have been fully appreciated. 
It is not merely books of fiction simply 
for the entertainment of the boys that 
are demanded, but much more largely 
the expensive scientific and technical 
works from which they can get in- 
formation which will help them to ad- 
vance themselves, now while they are 
still in the army, and later on when 
they come back once more to civilian 
life. 

In the last drive it was merely an 
opportunity for a good investment for 
ourselves. In this one it is a good 
investment for our hoys. Let us re- 
member, that and give just as much 
and even more than at first it seems 
possible.

ALDERMEN MEET 


What started out to be an ordinary 
routine meeting of the aldermen last 
Monday night, soon proved quite inter- 
esting and some important, matters 
wore finally settled, after months of 
consideration. 

At a hearing held on a proposed 
change ef ward lines between Precinct 

2 of ward 4 and precinct 3 of ward 5 

residents of both precincts appeared IqJ 0 lic has not dealt with the Protestant; 


fafvor and in opposition. Messrs. E. R.' 
Allen, W. A. Loud, O. C. Iximhard, A. 
W. Holland and I)r. O. A. Lothrop 
spoke in favor saying in brief that this 
part of the city was socially as well as 
physically allied to Waban. They at- 
tended its churches, schools and clubs 
and thought they ought to be voters In 
that village. The voting place at 
Lower Falls was out of the way for 
them and one man had part of his 
mail sent to Lower Falls, while part 
came thru Waban. They said that all 
the residents of the disputed territory 
hut one had signed the petition. Later 
the City Clerk read a letter from 
Messrs. Enholm and Dennis requesting 
their names withdrawn from that 
petition. 

Mr. Gr M. Heathcote led the opposi- 
tion and pertly told the hoard it could 
do as it pleased, inasmuch as the law 
allowed pfecinct lines to he changed 
only in years of the state census (1925) 
and It would be necessary, thereSor to 
go to the Legislature if this petition 
was granted. And if it did go to the 
Legislature Mr. Heathcote said the 
real fight would be put up there. Mr. 
Alfred Murray also spoke in opposition. 

Another matter which caused debate 
was the refusal of the Finance com- 
mittee to recommend the retirement of 
Police Officer Henry L. Bates, after 20 
years of service. Alderman Angler 
said the committee believed this pen- 
sion should he considered a reward 
for faithful and efficient service and 
that, this man was not worthy to re- 
ceive it. Alderman Hollis said only 
vague charges had been made but he 
had never seen any reason why this 
pension ought not to be granted. 

Presiderit Early took the floor to say 
that there was no question as to the 
physical disability but the law was not 
mandatory — and in his opinion the 
Finance committee deserved the thanks 
of the tax payers for standing out on 
this request. He claimed that the offi- 
cer did not have a good record, that he 
had run up bills at the various stores 
and that he ought not to be rewarded 
with a pension. Alderman Angier read 
a not over enthusiastic letter from 
Chief Mitchell and the position 'of the 
committee was sustained. Alderman 
Hollis alone voting No. 

There was also a long and tedious 
discussion over the matter of bathing 
facilities at Crystal Lake and other 
parts of the city, the matter coming 
up in the form of a majority report 
favoring no action in regard to a bath- 
house at Crystal Lake and a minority 
report favoring an inexpensive bath- 
house for local use only. A motion to 
refer the whole matter to the Planning 
Board, or to the 1919 hoard, was de- 
feated and the majority report was 
adopted by a vote of 11 to 6. 

Mayor Childs sent in recommenda- 
tions for various small appropriations 
including $100 for care of ( insecure 
building on Pleasant street, and the 
sale of the old Ash street school house 
at Auburndale or ^200 to shutter its 
windows, $1000 was also requested for 
private tree work by the Forestry 
Dept, and granted. 

F. Gasbarri was granted leave to 
withdraw on his claim for abatement 
of drainage betterment, John F. Ma- 
guire, Prince street was granted a 
gasolene permit and C. A. Ferson, Win- 
chester street a permit for a 3-car 
garage. 

A. S. McPhee asked for a license as 
second hand dealer and various ap- 
portionments were made of street bet- 
terments. Residents of Brewster and 
Carver rdhds asked for abatement of 
betterments levied on account of street 
constructions. 

The West End Street Railway Co. 
was granted until Nov. 1, 1919, in 

which to complete work on the loop 
at Lake street terminal. 

The following appreciation was of- 
fered by Alderman Angier and adopted 
by unanimous rising vote. 

The heavy burdens which war con- 
ditions have imposed on the people 
of this city have been greatly aug- 
mented the past few weeks by the se- 
vere epidemic of intluenza. With hun- 
dreds of cases of illness and with 
nearly 200 deaths, a situation was 
created which taxed all the resources 
and reserve power of our citizenship. 

Two organizations rendered es- 
pecially valuable work in this contest 
with disease and death. The Newton 
Chapter of the American Red Cross 
deserves the gratitude of all our peo- 
ple for its splendid work in establish- 
ing, equipping and maintaining the 
Emergency Hospital at the former 
Woodland Park Hotel where over 170 
patients received the best of care. It 
has commanded our admiration, both 
for its unequalled readiness for serv- 
ice and its efficiency of organization. 

The thanks of the city are also due 
the members of the Newton Constabul- 
ary for the valuable work done by 
them in connection with tho opera- 
tion of Die Emergency Hospital. Tho 
spirit which leads men in all condi- 
tions of life to the cheerful perfor- 
mance of unusual and oft-times men- 
ial tasks is not merely tho perfunc- 
tory fulfillment of official duty but is 
a noteworthy expression of American 
character of which we may all he 
he proud.

SCHOOL NOTES 


The largest post graduate class since 
the course was established, which reg- 
isters now thirty-one members, is do- 
ing regular full day work in short- 
hand, typewriting, bookkeeping and 
other business subjects. At the pres- 
ent rate of progress they will complete 
the course and be ready for secretar- 
ial positions before the close of the 
school year.

The 
highest salary made by anyone was 
$24.12 a week. The total amount 
earned by the class was $4,888.55, of 
which $2,168.95 was saved.

SEltGT.-MAJOR ALFRED 1L 

mcintyre 


Faiges, France, 
September 17. 1918. 

This laftt week I can imagine that 
you have been elated by the news of 
the American victory in the St. Mihiel 
seotor. We are all delighted about ft, 
and inclined to regret we could not be 
in it, but are stuck back here in the 
training area. I can pretty safely say 
that I am likely to be here at least 
three months longer, though that must 
not he construed as meaning that all 
my friends will he. I wish I could 
tell you all about what It appears the 
future holds for the men of the regi- 
ment, but at present that is not per- 
missable. 

Josh Bodfish, your favorite of the 
crowd, and I spent the last week-end 
very pleasantly together at Montlucon, 
quite a distance south of here. We 
found a very decent hotel, where we 
got a double room for fourteen francs, 
two fine featherbeds, electric lights, 
running water — real luxury. (We got 
a real bath.) 

Our table d'hote dinner at five 
francs each was excellent, and on Sun- 
day we located a fine restaurant where 
we ate hielon and scrambled eggs and 
cold ham to our heart’s content. We 
saw an American movie, and played 
billiards, so we f, id not have much 
time for sight seeing. 

On the 18th the Headquarters Co. 
had an anniversary of which I enclose 
a souvenir which you see is auto- 
graphed by tiie officers of the staff, 
headed by Brig-Gen. A. Wright, and 
the officers of the company. Ball 
games and field sports, a real banquet, 
and a band concert, with Chinese lan- 
terns hung around, and all the villag- 
ers around to make it a pretty scene. 
Of course the feed of roast chicken, 
pie and ice cream appealed most. Bill 
Corrigan (Reg. Postal Ser.) ran the 
affair and handled it splendidly, and 
the cooks put in two hard days’ work. 
The officers of the staff and the corn- 
puny hud a table in the field; mine wub 
a wheelbarrow.

D1L CHIKUltG IN RUSSIA 


Dr. Michael Chlrurg of Ashton Park 
spoke Tuesday evening, November 5th 
at the Base Hospital Y. M. C. A. hut 
at Camp Devens before more than 400 
men and officers on the important serv- 
ices Russia has rendered to the cause 
for which we are fighting. Personally 
Dr. Chirurg does not believe that the 
Bolsheviki regime will be long lived, 
claiming that eighty per cent of the 
population of Russia, who are the con- 
servatives and are the backbone of the 
country, see and understand that the 
fate of Russia depends on keeping 
laith with the Allies. 

The Doctor claimed that Russia mo- 
bilized, at the beginning of the war 
13,500,000 of their sons, that 2,000,000 
are under the sod, that 2,000,000 more 
were in the prison camps of Germany 
and Austria, and 2,000,000 more are 
crippled, maimed and blind. 

Dr. Chirurg said that he has heard 
people blaming Russia for her present 
plight — especially in blaming the Rus- 
sians for their defection from the 
lighting front, it should not be forgot- 
ten, the Doctor said, that the military 
service Russia has given in the past 
two years of the war literally saved 
the Allies from defeat. If Russia had 
not played a brilliant part in 1914 and 
1915, we should never have had cause 
to criticise her now — France, Great 
Britain and Italy would have been at 
the mercy of the Hun long ago and 
America facing an unequal struggle 
for her very existence, the Doctor 
claimed. 

He pointed out that it was due to 
rapidly mobilization of the Russian 
Army invading East Prussia caused 
Germany to withdraw two army corps 
from the West, and this gave the 
French the opportunity and they stuck 
and won, the battle of the Marne and 
Russia made it possible. The Doctor 
claimed not to recognize these services 
nor to appraise them at their true 
value, would be unjust to our former 
Ally, and unworthy to ourselves. The 
opportunity is ours, Dr. Chirurg said, 
to repay Russia for what she lias done 
by restoring her to herself, while at 
the same time serving our own inter- 
ests by foiling the German purpose. 
It is u unique opportunity, he said, 
and we should let neither socialism 
nor pacifism prevent us from seizing it. 

Speaking of Lenine and Trotzsliy, 
the Bolsheviki leaders, Dr. Chirurg 
said that these two worthies are hard- 
ly kin of men, who died upon barri- 
cades for freedom’s sake, to the men 
and women who dared to keep liberty 
alive in the Czars domain, when dis- 
covery meant death or worse, or the 
valiant of many lands who preferred 
death to dishonor or surrender, while 
these two Bolsheviki Knights huve 
turned over forty million Russians to 
German task masters and thousands of 
square miles of the fairest lands in all 
Russia to the German Empire. 

The world could have looked with 
admiration upon men of any revolu- 
tion, Dr. Chirurg claimed, who went 
down with colors flying, fought to the 
last against any enemy that sought to 
enslave them, and dying showed the 
world how glorious was their cause. 

Kerenski fulled because he was 
weaker than we knew; Lenine and 
Trotyski have failed because their 
own safety and their insistence upon 
the promulgation of their individual 
theories meant more to them than the 
life of Russia. 

In conclusion Dr. Chirurg said that 
President Wilson was the only one 
who saw the upprouching calamity in 
Russia, and strove in all Ills power to 
show the Russiun people that Amer- 
ica was ready and willing to stund 
shoulder to shoulder with them in 
fighting for tho Democracy that was 
dear to them. 

And now when (lie American troops 
an- in Russia fighting for the delivery 
of tiie Russian people from the Iluus 
and Bolsheviki. Dr. Chirurg said that 
he cun see light and a free Russia.

AMBULANCE EXPERIENCES 

Private Clark Alvord Tells How It 
Feels At the Front 


The following letter has been re- 
ceived from Private Clark Alvord, of 
the United States Ambulance service, 
who is a son of Ralph F. Alvord of 
Woodcliff road, Newton Highlands: 

Somewhere in France, 
October 6, 1918. 

Dear Dad: — 

The letters all come at such oppor- 
tune times when I am most lib-the 
mood to hear from home, or Just re- 
turning from a long trip. Well, we 
are right in it, over here now, it makes 
anything we ever did in Genoa look 
like a rest camp. The Allies are mak- 
ing the Germans mark time for fair. 
Don’t see how they (Germans) can 
stick it out much longer, although I 
have gotten over the habit of expect- 
ing the war to end tomorrow. The 
Americans with whom we have the 
most to do are making a reputation for 
themselves, believe me. You feel as If 
you ought to be fighting right with 
them, and then again you find your- 
self taking a different look at it. It’s 
hard to know your own mind, but take 
it from me you cannot appreciate what 
a terrible, foolish, uncivilized thing 
war is until you see all the suffering it 
causes. When you walk across some 
of these quiet fields and woods all so 
unsuggestive of war, you think the 
world must be crazy to be fighting as 
it is. It’s enough to make a nut out 
of a man if he tries to dope it out, and 
yet you feel so sure you will keep 
doing your bit until the Boche is 
beaten propel-, of course. The most 
important thing is to see that after 
this war none shall ever occur again. 
Anyone that has seen this one won’t 
urge another, I bet. 

Our section has been driving right 
up to the front for wounded, thus get- 
ting a little taste of shell fire, etc. 
Some Interesting to watch a Hun try 
to get one of our balloons or feel out 
our artillery with his shells. Often 
we pass right under our guns which 
nearly knock you off the road if there 
isn’t one firing on each side to keep 
your ambulance in place. Then is 
when one is seized with the import- 
ance of winning the war at any cost. 
We are driving almost continually 
night and day. I am feeling well and 
am perfectly comfortable. None of us 
are looking forward to winter, how- 
ever, and long already for a bit of that 
Genoa heat, which we disliked so much 
when there.

DISTRICT NURSES’ MINISTRY 

Helped Allay Epidemic Fear and Relieve Distress 
Annual Meeting 


The annual meeting of the Newton 
District Nursing Association waB held 
Monday at the Newton clubhouse, with 
the president, Mrs. H. P. Converse, in 
charge. The old officers were contin- 
ued in office for another year. 

The people of Newton will be inter- 
ested to hear what Miss Givan, ^he 
District Nurse, has to say of her work 
during the past year. 

' "In presenting the annual report of 
the district nursing for the year 1917- 
1918, it will bo noted that the work has 
not differed materially from that of 
preceding years. The activities un- 
dertaken in the earlier years have 
been continued along lines which have 
become fairly well crystallized and 
with which you are all familiar, 
briefly the work may be considered 
as: — 

Nursing care of the sick. 

Instruction of the patient and mem- 
bers of his family in matters of health, 

Co-operation with health authorities 
,and social agencies in improving 
i health conditions. 

The persons reached by district 
1 nursing care are very largely members 
of the wage-earning group. About 75 
per cent of our patients are female. 

♦ The maternity service has perhaps 
always ueen the most important part 
of our work. During the past year, 
we supplemented the regular mater- 
nity service, whenever possible, by the 
addition of a prenatal service. This 
i consists of giving the mothers two 
visits of instruction prior to maternity. 
The instruction and education which 
.the nurse can give at such times re- 
I suits in many more of our mothers 
'taking proper care of themselves, in- 
suring proper attention through preg- 
nancy, and helps mothers to make 
suitable arrangements for adequate 
care at the time of confinement. 

Innumerable forms of chronic dis- 
eases which have been unsuitable for 
hospitals, but which could be attended 
*to in their own homes, have been 
cared for. These cases include cancer 
in many phases, paralysis, chronic 
(i rheumatism, ulcers, etc. 

I Again, cases frequently occur where 
I medical aid has been called In so late 
; that any attempt to move the patient 
' *to more favorable surroundings would 
j probably cause a fatal ending to the 
illness. Here the nurse, in spite of 
disadvantages, is often able to make 
I the patient more comfortable and im- 
j prove conditions generally. 

Many homes are kept together and 
j untold misery prevented by the head of 
I *the house being able to remain as a 
j« moral support to the rest, gome in- 
stances might be quoted where the 
j presence of the father or mother, even 
j though very ill, has been the means of 
| keeping order and regularity in the 
j home, while without this the whole es- 
i (ablishment would have been broken 
i Up. The moral advantages, especially 
I where there are young children, can 
| hardly He overestimated. 

! During the past few months we have 
I had many interesting patients under 
our care: 

I We were called one morning to visit 
I a mother and new baby in a very dis- 
( mal house in one of the poorer dis- 
I tricts. Sounds of quarreling children 
came from every room as we entered. 


The halls and stairs were very dark 
and dusty. The mother’s room was 
up two flights, and contained only a 
stove, a broken chair, a table, and a 
most uncomfortable bed. Children of 
all ages were running noisily in and 
out of the room. The new baby had 
arrived shortly after 2 o’clock in the 
morning, and it was now after 11 
o’clock. Nothing had been done for 
either the mother or b%by since the 
visit of the doctor in the early morn- 
ing. The mother was bathed, her hair 
combed, and her bed made as comfort- 
able as a very scant supply of bed 
linen would permit. The baby was 
then oiled and bathed beside the 
kitchen stove, and dressed with what 
few articles of clothing the nurse was 
able to collect, belonging mostly to 
the older children. The following 
morning the nurse brought with her 
clothes for the baby and a nightgown 
for the mother, who expressed her ap- 
preciation by bestowing many bless- 
ings upon her. 

Several weeks ago we visited a pa- 
thetic case: — An old lady 76 years of 
age, suffering from cancer of the 
breast. The only other member of the 
family was her 90-year-old husband, 
who was so deaf that he was unable to 
hear even a knock at the door, and so 
feeble he could do little in the way of 
caring for his sick wife. They told us 
in the course of our visit that their 
only child had died in the "old coun- 
try." We were able on our visits to 
make our patient more comfortable by 
bathing and rubbing her aching limbs, 
and by fresh dressings over the wound. 
She seemed to look forward to the 
visits of the nurse, for seldom did any- 
one call except the doctor. Each visit, 
however, found her in a weaker con- 
dition, and finally after attending her 
for about three weeks, one morning we 
were told that she hnd passed away 
during the night. 

A quaint old Irish lady, who claims 
to be 103 years old, had the misfor- 
tune to fall downstairs while walking 
in her sleep .breaking her leg near the 
hip. Not having sand bags with which 
to hold the leg in corerct position, we 
improvised by padding bricks with 
pieces of flannel and placing these on 
either side of the leg. 

As she was obliged to lie absolutely 
flat on her back for eight weeks, we 
supplied her with a ruber ring, and 
this, together with daily alcohol rubs, 
prevented the forming of bed sores so 
likely to occur from constant pressure. 
The bone gradually knit, and after 
about the ninth week, she was allowed 
to sit up out of bed, and now gets 
around slowly by means of a cane. 

A short but gratifying case was that 
of a little three-year-old Italian boy 
whose foot and leg were badly burned 
by pulling a boiling coffee pot olf the 
stove. The first few dressings were 
extremely painful, but the little fellow’ 
was very patient, and in about ten 
days the burn had almost entirely dis- 
appeared, leaving little or no scar. 

During the early part of the summer, 
visits were made daily on a five 
months old Polish baby. This child 
had never been healthy, and appeared 
to be mentally deficient. Its hands 
and legs w’ere deformed at birth, and

MANY VOLUNTEERS 

Emergency Hospital Splendidly Supported 
in this City 

The list of those who served at the 
Newton Red Cross Hospital during 
the grip epidemic is a list of men and 
women who, ut a time of emergency, 
by their work and their efforts made 
possible hospital care for many strick- 
en with the disease. 

The women volunteers, the Red 
CrosB Motor Corps and the members 
of the Newton Constabulary all helped 
to transform the Woodland Park in a 
few hpurs into a hospital and then 
helped to carry it on sucessfuliy for 
weeks. 

Of the volunteer nurses Miss Maida 
and Miss Marguerite Flanders had the 
honor of t einr the first. They served 
on both day a.id night duty for several 
days. Against the names of some of 
the records remarks like these: — ’in 
moderate circumstances, gave the 
greater part of her time at exceptional 
sacrifice,” "served for several days 
leaving her home to come,” "excellent 
worker,” “left home, giving entire 
time, placing her child with friends,” 
“faithful worker.” Four of the nurses 
had to give up because of contracting 
cases of influenza, three because of 
colds and one because of tonsilitis.

WAR FUND LAGGING 

Only $75,000 of a $300,000 Quota 
Pledged to Date 

Nowton is lagging far behind on 
th? work of raising $300,000 for the 
United War Work Campaign, the fig- 
ures announced this morning by 
Comptroller William H. Zoller show 
that only $75,000 has thus far been 
pledged and the end of the campaign 
will take place Monday night. 

There are various reasons why the 
fund has gone so slowly, the principal 
one being the diversion caused Mon- 
day and Tuesday by the celebration of 
Victory day. In addition the people do 
not seem to realize that this splendid 
work of caring for our boys “over 
there" must go on regardless of the 
cessation of hostilities. The men will 
be In camp for at least another year 
and will need the comforts possible 
with this money far more than if they 
were actually on the firing line. 

The villages of Newton, West New- 
ton, Newton Highlands and Upper 
Falls are showing the best returns 
thus far, but every worker for the 
fund must show, even in those villages 

Among the large individual sub- 
scriptions obtained for the War Work 
drive are the following: Charles E. 
Riley, $5000; Mrs. Frank A. Day, 
$5000; M. L. Madden. $2500; James E. 
Clark, $2000; Joseph B. Jamieson, 
$1500; Frank M. Sheldon, $1250; pu- 
pils of the Allen military school gave 
$225 in cash and several hundred dol- 
lars in pledges within a quarter of an 
hour. 

There was a fine meeting Sunday 
night at the Central Congregational 
Church, Newtonville, in aid of the 
War Work Drive. The Constabulary 
band marched to the church, accom- 
panied by the Newtonville Company 
of the Constabulary, and the Boy 
Scouts, and the band played the war 
songs. 

The leading speaker was George R. 
Chapman, financial secretary of the 
British Y. M. C. A., who gave 
a vivid account of the condition 
In the trenches and the war 
work. He told how the English 
and French watched very closely 
the work of the American boys when 
they first came into the trenches, and 
how pleased they were when our boys 
not merely did what they were told to 
do, but always went on and did more. 
He described the great achievement of 
the conquest of the Argonne forest by 
the American troops. Military experts 
had always said it would be impossible 
to take this strong position and had 
felt it would be necessary to go around 
it. The American bo^ went through 
it, in spite of its horrible difficulties. 

Mr. Chapman has been decorated by 
King George with the Order of the 
British Empire. 

Charles D. Kepner. Jr., who has been 
with the American Y. M. C. A. for the 
French soldiers, gave an interesting 
account of this work and of how great- 
ly it is appreciated by the French. 
Rev. Mr. Ross, pastor of the Methodist 
Church, offered prayer, Lloyd W. Al- 
len. chairman of the Newtonville Com- 
mittee. presided, and urged support 
of the War Work drive.

MORE GOOD WORK 

Newton Constabulary Shows Its Mettle at 
Emergency Hospital 

The performance of duty by the 
Newton Constabulary during the in- 
fluenza epidemic is beyond praise. The 
Emergency Hospital at the Woodland 
Park Hotel, Auburndale, conducted by 
the Newton branch of the Red Cross 
through a sub-committee, could never 
have been as successful had it not 
been for the aid rendered by mem- 
bers of the Constabulary. Over 80 
per cent, of the members performed 
duty. 

The honor of opening the hospital 
and doing the necessary work of 
cleaning the building and preparing 
for the patients belongs to Company 
F, Auburndale, the first company to 
respond for service on September 26. 
The duties of the Constabulary offi- 
cially ceased at noon Friday. October 
25. but members of Co. E. West New- 
ton. volunteered to remain on duty 
until the hospital had been thoroughly 
cleaned up, and all beds, bedding, sup- 
plies of every description, medicines, 
surgical appliances and stores had 
been disposed of, so that the last 
member of the Constabulary ceased 
work on Sunday, October 27. 

The members served as ambulance 
drivers, stretcher bearer*, orderlies 
and nurses. Many of the men served 
two. three, and in some cases, four

NEWTON REJOICES FOR VICTORY 

Parades, Victory Meetings, School Exercises, 
Noise and Jollifications. Liu Thoroughly 
Taken off. 


Newton celebrated the great newB 
of victory with unparallelled enthu- 
siasm. The ringing of bells, tooting 
of whistles, and Joyous chimes began 
telling the people at 6 o’clock that the 
longed for news had come, and every- 
one knew what it meant. The city 
immediately began to celebrate. Very 
little work was done on Monday and 
Tuesday, and the city gave itself over 
to a spontaneous outburst of joy. 

Nineteen locomotives at Riverside 
roundhouse blew’ off their whistles at 
one time when the news first came in. 

The employees of the Aetna and the 
Saxony Worsted Mills were among the 
first to start the parading. They tra- 
versed the streets at Nonantum and 
Bemis, and made .Mayor Childs an 
early call at 7 o’clock. 

About 100 of the Saco-Lowell shop 
employes at Upper Falls got out short- 
ly after 6 o’clock and marched through 
the streets. The biggest celebration in 
the city took place at Auburndale 
Monday evening. Foreseeing that 
good news was soon coming, commit- 
tees were appointed last week, and 
arrangements made for a fine demon- 
stration. It was called the biggest 
parade Auburndale has had for 20 


years. W. J. Spaulding was chief 
marshall. The Constabulary band 
furnished music, and the Auburndale 
Constabulary turned out. Teacher* 
and students of L&sell seminary took 
part, and the school children and 
teachers of the village. The surgical 
dressings workers, the workers for 
the French wounded, the Boy Scoots 
also Joined the line. It was estimated 
that there were 1500 in the march. 
The Lasell girls used the torches that 
they have for class day exercises, 
which made a brilliant appearance. 
Red fire was freely burned. The line 
marched through Auburn and Maple 
streets, Woodland road, Hancock, 
Fern, Central, Lexington, Bourne, 
Wolcott, and other streets and Com- 
monwealth avenue. 

There was a float carrying flags of 
our allies, on which Mrs. Royal posed 
Tor "Victory”, and two seminary girls; 
were dressed to represent France and 
America. Arrived at Nye Park at the 
roll of honor, the patriotic songs were 
sung and Rev. Dr. George S. Butters 
made a few remarks.

The following sentences from the 
opening chapter of Billy Wellman: 
hook with the above tttle indicate the 
spirit of one of the boys whom Newton 
is proud to honor, and who has shown 
the world what an American lad can 
do. 

"I write this in no spirit of blood 
thirstlness or bravado. 1 have more 
reason than most for wanting to see 
the war end. and my hope that it may 
not. until 1 am able to get back into 
the fight among the clouds, is based 
upon the firm belief that nn early 
peace would mean but one thing — vic- 
tory for the Hun. 

And 'peace without victory.' or any 
peace short of a complete and crush- 
ing victory for America and her allies 
would spell a world catastrophe. 

The story of my year in the French 
service is not to be in any sense 
treatise on what a Prussian victory 
would mean to civilization, but, before 
I have finished my narrative, I hope 
I shall haw shown you in some meas- 
ure why I feel as I do. 

This is my primary object in writing 
it: the secondary one, is in order that 
those who chance to read it may have 
a fuller conception of what air fighting 
means and is, for it has already be- 
come a great factor In warfare, and 
will, 1 firmly believe, become the 
greatest factor in achieving the ulti- 
mate decision. 

Finally. 1 hope that the story of my 
experiences and battles may — in some 
measure — 'stiffen the sihews and sum- 
mon the blood' of 'the youth of Amer- 
ica. so that all who are able may go 
and do likewise, and in fuller measure 
than has yet been able in my case.” 

The book, which contains the narra- 
tive of a year’s experience in France, 
has an introduction by Mr. Eliot H. 
Robinson of this city, and is published 
by the L. C. Page Co. of Boston. 

It certainly should be on the library 
table of every Newton home.

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The Newton Chapter of Red Cross, 
like Red Cross Chapters all over the 
country, has been ordered from Na- 
tional Headquarters to stop the niak 
ing of surgical dressings. 

The calling off of Surgical Dress- 
ings making is due to the fact that 
there are in Red Cross warehouses in 
France and in the United States an 
ample reserve for every contingency 
which may arise. 

The conditions In the countries of 
our Allies arc such that Red Cross 
commissions abroad send work of the 
unlimited need for garments for civi 
linn relief. Refugee work at this time 
is the emorgency. On account of the 
coming winter, a rapid production of 
refugee garments will mean Infinitely 
greater service in saving life than any 
other type of work, one garment now 
will he of more value than many gar- 
ments In three or four months. 

The Newton Chapter believes that 
as soon ns the Surgical Dressings 
workers realize the need for refugee 
garments they will enlist their serv- 
ices in the work. 

In connection with the order to. stop 
the making of surgical dressings and 
the call for work on garments came 
this message from the War Council 
of the American Red Cross: 

"On February 10 last year, nearly 
six weeks before the United States de- 
clared war. National Red Cross Head- 
quarters advised its Chapters to pre- 
pare for war. That which has fol- 
lowed In the record of the Red Cross 
is helping to win this war and to re- 
lieve the suffering growing out of it, 
constitutes something of which every 
Amer^an citizen has a right to be 
proud. Every American Red Cross 
worker must feel a sense of gratitude 
in having had a share in it all. 

The moment is now come to prepare 
for peace. Actual peace may come at 
any moment: it may be deferred for 
some time. Until real peace is here 
there can be no relaxation in any Red 
Cross effort Uicldent to active hostili- 
ties. 7 

But even nrith peace, let no one sup- 
pose that the work of the Red Cross 
is finished. Millions of American boys 
are still under arms. Thousands of 
them are sick or wounded. Owing to 
the shortage in shipping, it may take 
a year or more to bring our boys home 
from France. But whatever the time, 
our protecting arms must be about 
them and their families over the whole 
period which must elapse before the 
normal life of peace can be resumed. 

Our soldiers and sailors are enlisted 
until the Commander in Chief tells 
them there is no more work for them 
to do in the war. Let every Red Cross 
member and worker showxour return- 
ing soldiers and sailors that to care 
for their health, w’elfaro and happi- 
ness. w’e are enlisted for no less a 
period than they are. 

The cessation of war will reveal a 
picture of misery such as the world 
has never seen before, especially in 
the many countries which cannot help 
themselves. The American people 
will expect the Red Cross to continue 
to act as their agent in repairing 
broken spirits and broken bodies. 
Peace terms and peace condi- 
ditions will determine how we may 
best administer to the vast stricken 
areas w’hich have been harrowed by 
war, and in this great act of mercy, 
the heart and spirit of the American 
people must continue to be mobilized 
through the American Red Cross. 

On behalf of the War Council, we 
accordingly ask each member of our 
splendid body of workers throughout 
the land to bear in mind the solemn 
obligation which rests upon each one 
to “carry on”. We cannot abate one 
instant in our efforts or in our spirit. 
There will be an abundance of wo** 1 ' 
to do, and specific advises will be 
given, but even at the moment 
peace let no Red Cross worker falter 
Our spirits must now call us to 
show that it is not the roar of can- 
non or the blood of our own alone 
that directs our activities, hut that a 
great people will continue to respond 
greatly and freely to its obligation and 
opportunity to serve mankind.”

after an operation for contracted mus- 
cles had been placed in splints. Owing 
to tho child’s unhealthy conditions the 
woundR had never healed, and daily 
dressings were necessary. After Rome 
weeks the mother learned to dress and 
care for the wounds herself, and the 
nurse’s visits have been less frequent. 

When Spanish influenza became epi- 
demic in the Newtons, calls for the dis- 
trict nurse became equally epidemic. 
Two nurses were soon put out to han- 
dle these special cases, and many sad 
as well as successful experiences were 
met with in a day’s work. 

We would more often than not find 
whole families sick, from father down 
to the youngest child, this usually in 
the very crowded foreign settlements. 
Neighbors not afflicted with the dis- 
ease themselves, were so terrified that 
they did not feel able to render any 
aid and, like the priest and the Levlte, 
passed by on the other side, lest they 
also might become victims. 

Sometimes we would find one or two 
little children, apparently well, keep- 
ing house and trying to take care of 
the whole family. 

Had it not been for the splendid aid 
of the Social Service workers and the 
R#d Cross, our efforts in such cases 
would have been almost in vain. In 
these cases the Social Service depart- 
ment arranged with the doctors for the 
transferring of the sick members of 
the family to hospitals, and found tem- 
porary homes for the well children 
until their parents could be discharged 
from hospital care. 

It was during this epidemic that the 
Red Cross Motor Service came so won- 
derfully to our aid. A car was sent 
every morning at 8 o’clock and every 
afternoon at 2 o’clock to convey the 
nurses to almost every part of Newton, 
and thus much time was saved between 
calls. 

Many of our calls presented circum- 
stances beyond our power to help, and 
we could only -give cheer to the be- 
reaved people. One call in particular 
stands out in our minds; so pathetic 
and yet so very sweet. We were 
called to an Italian family by a Met- 
ropolitan Insurance Company agent, 
the card reading: “Three children very 
sick.” During the lapse of time be- 
tween the mailing of the card and re- 
ceiving it at the hospital, the youngest 
child, one year old, had died. The 
father, unable to get anyone to help 
him lay out his little baby, had dressed 
her daintily in white, covered with the 
customary Italian wreath and veil and 
scattered over the little veil and in the 
little hands were what we would call 
pink and white Jordan almonds, but 
known to these people as Italian con- 
fetti. The other two children, who 
had light cases, we were able to make 
comfortable, and they were up and 
about by another week. 

But all our cases were not hopeless 
and sad, for many times by carrying 
out the orders left by the doctor, we 
were able to reduce the fever and bring 
comfort. 

As we look back upon it all, it seems 
as if the most comforting thing done 
by the entrance of the district nurse 
into these houses was the allaying of 
fear. 

Among the poor foreigners this very 
contagious disease, with its sudden 
deaths, seemed to them like some 
Black Plague, which was beyond, not 
only their power, but understanding, 
and to know that we dared to enter 
their houses and were not afraid, 
seemed to take one-half the terror 
away, and they were willing to learn 
from us the necessary instructions and 
precautions. 

In many houses the patients were 
too sick and weak to permit of very 
much being done for them, but just a 
moment’s call was made to note the 
patient’s condition and see that the 
doctor’s orders were being carried out 
and that good ventilation was being 
maintained. 

During this epidemic the well-known 
District Closet was as resourceful as 
ever, and how glad we were to have 
this to draw upon, when we so often 
found our pneumonia patients in cold 
rooms, wearing short-sleeved cotton 
nightgowns, and little children obliged 
to keep their underclothes on for want 
of a warm sleeping garment. 

Not only have the poor people been 
glad of the services of the District 
Nurse Assocaition this fall, but many 
of our calls have come from the better- 
olf families, where we were able to 
help at least for a little while each day 
until a permanent nurse could be se- 
cured. 

1 cannot conclude without referring 
to the kind co-operation of the hospi- 
tal authorities in our work through- 
out tiie year. The keen interest shown 
by tho pupil nurses in their district 
work in itself so solitary, so without 
the stimulus of a big corps of fellow- 
workers, in the bustle of a public hos- 
pital, requires the inspiration of a 
genius of nursing and lives in which 
human sympathy has so large a share 
that patients cease to be mere “cases” 
and may rather be termed the friends 
and children of these servants of the 
poor.”

EDITORIAL 

The greatest war in the history of 
the world is virtually at an end and 
there is good reason for the delirium 
of Joy which swept over the entire 
country when the glad news of the 
armistice was heralded by whistles 
and hells in the early hours of Mon- 
day. Most of us have felt the war 
only in our eating and drinking, with 
some annoyance over coal and light, 
and we have contributed but little, 
save perhaps in Liberty bonds and to 
assist the Red Cross and allied organ- 
izations. But there have been mil- 
lions of men and women in this conu- 
try who have always had fear clutch- 
ing at their hearts on account of hus- 
band. sw’eetheart, father or brother 
“i?Ver there.” For them the casualty 
list in the morning paper was always 
a serious affair, and for them the glad 
news of Monday will be a joy for- 
ever. 

But let us not forget in this gen- 
eral rejoicing, that there are some 
among us who know that their loved 
ones will not return, for they have 
laid down their lives that the world 
might be free. But it was a glorious 
cause, and as the years pass by, what 
they have accomplished will become 
clearer and clearer, until those who 
mourn today will rejoice tomorrow. 

Let us thank God. therefore, both for 
the living and for the dead, for both 
have been true Americans and real 
men. 

It might be well for us, in these 
days of rejoicing over the end of the 
war, to take account of stock and 
learn just how much America really 
put into the great battle for democracy. 
Figures show that ten millions of per- 
sons are dead as a result of that war 
of which the American casualties 
which also include the wounded, were 
less than 100,000. It is undoubtedly 
true that America was the last straw 
which broke the German camel’s back, 
but beside what France and England, 
has done, our own part in this great 
fight is comparatively meagre. Let us 
therefore, not arrogate to ourselves, 
as many are now’ doing, the entire 
-credit for winning the war, but re- 
member that the heroic Belgian army, 
which held back the German hosts for 
a memorable ten days in 1914, and the 
French army under Joffre, who fought 
the first battle of the Marne, are the 
real factors in saving the w'orld from 
German domination. “Lest we forget. 
Lest we forget.” 

The close of the war will undoubt- 
edly curtail some of the local activi- 
ties due to war conditions, but we 
earnestly hope that some of the or- 
ganizations which have done so much 
to weld our people together as they 
have never been together before, will 
continue their existence in some form 
which will allow mutual work and co- 
operation in public affairs. The Con- 
stabulary, for one, ought not to dis- 
solve. It can be a made a pow’er for 
good in this community and should 
be continued. 

The long list of volunteer workers 
at the recent Emergency Hospital, 
which we publish this week indicates 
In no uncertain manner the wide- 
spread spirit of service which exists 
among us.

TWO ex-premilhs in cabinet 


Situation in British Politics That Has 
Never Befoffe Occurred Is Among 
the Possibilities. 

Herbert II. Asquith, former premier, 
is often mentioned ns n possible nddl« 
tlon to the present cabinet. The Man- 
chester Guardian points out that If this 
happens Lloyd George will have two 
former prime ministers among his sub- 
ordinates. There Is no former instance 
of this state of things in modern his- 
tory, and it Is n long time now since an 
English government contained in n 
secondary place even one former pre- 
mier. 

The classical case occurred about the 
middle of Inst century, and Is furnish- 
ed by the game of see-saw which was 
played by Lord John Russell and Lord 
Palmerston. In the government of 
1840-52 Lord John Russell was prime 
minister and Lord Palmerston foreign 
sccretnry, and in the government of 
1859-05 their two positions were ex- 
actly reversed. 

It was Lord John Russell’s excep- 
tional fate to be prime minster from 
the age of fifty-four till thnt of sixty, 
to be In and out of subordinate office, 
under Lord Aberdeen and then under 
Lord Palmerston, from sixty to seven- 
ty-three, and at that age to be prime 
minister again. 

If Lloyd George gets Mr. Asquith as 
well as Mr. Balfour he will have all the 
living former premiers except one, the 
exception being Lord Rosebery, whose 
period of office — 15 months — was so 
short as to compare with the mete- 
oric premiership of the age of Can- 
ning. 


FLASH LIGHTS IN UNISON 


Fireflies Seem to Have an Understand- 
ing as to When to Begin 
an Illumination. 

Various observers testify to the fact 
that myriads of glow worms very oc- 
casionally indulge In synchronous flash- 
ing with very beautiful effect. It Is 
thought by some that this phenom- 
enon Is occidental, although In this 
light some cases would seem Incred- 
ible. 

John V. Purcell of Washington, 
D. C„ records thnt In the town of Co- 
tnbato, Island of Mindanao, P. I., a few* 
years ago there were two trees about 
the size of apple trees and perhaps a 
hundred yards apart, and every eve- 
ning these were filled with fireflies 
w’hlch flashed in unison, first one tree 
lighting up and then the other. There 
must have been several thousand In- 
sects In each tree, yet the synchronism 
was so perfect that rarely or never 
did a single firefly flash at the wrong 
time. 

“To the best of my recollection the 
illumination period lasted about two 
or three seconds and the dark periods 
perhaps twice that long. I can posi- 
tively vouch for the accuracy of the 
foregoing, for it seemed so strange and 
produced so beautiful nn effect that I 
thought It one of the most remarkable 
things in the Philippines, and It made 
a deep Impression on me.” 


War Brings Peace ,to New York. 

All Is peace In New York’s toughest 
district since the wur. A year or so 
ago any person who wandered through 
the "Gas House” district, on First ave- 
nue from Seventeenth to Twenty-sec- 
ond street, at night usually came awny 
minus his watch and roll and with a 
battered countenance. Many were the 
actual and alleged breaches of the 
peace laid to the young mnnhood of 
this section of the city. It run the 
gamut of everything from riot to mur- 
der. Today all this is changed. Since 
the “Gas House” gang has donned the 
khukl there Is an air of refinement and 
culture In the district. Men neigh- 
bors meet on friendly terms and 
clothes-line fights and feuds between 
the women are only memories. Gone 
Is the old order of things material. 
Fights huve given way to celebrations 
in honor of the lads from the district 
now fighting in France. There are 
171 of them from this section and 
the other night a service flug was un- 
furled. It showed five gold sturs. 
Two thousand men, women and chil- 
dren, many of thorn mothers and fa- 
thers, lifted their voices in u pean of 
consecration. 


Twice Cited for Bravery. 

To have been cited by the French 
for bravery twice since his arrival In 
France In January Is the record of 
Professor Stephen II. Bush of the 
University of Iowa. In the wake of 
the first official announcement came a 
lengthy cablegram with the detuils of 
his second cltution. "Courage und ten- 
acity in bringing In wounded over ex- 
posed places” were conspicuous on the 
part of Professor Bush, who Is work- 
ing for the Y. M. C. A. with the Mo- 
rooean divisions. 

The cahlegruin further declares that 
the “French ure devoted to Professor 
Bush and the other Y. M, C. A. work- 
ers In his division und are gaining a 
high opinion of Americans through con- 
tact with them.” Professor Bush Is 
head of the department of romance 
languages at the university. — Iowa 
University News Letter.

UN ITS WAY TO SCRAP HEAP 


Dialect Known as “Pennsylvania 
Dutch” Bids Fair Soon to Be a 
Thing of the Past. 

"Pennsylvania Dutch,” that curious 
combination of German, English and 
Yankee, which since Revolutionary 
times has developed In parts of Penn- 
sylvania nnd Ohio, Is going Into the 
discard. For more than n century It 
has been growing Just ns languages 
always grow, with use. It 1ms cor- 
rupted words, made words, created 
forms, one might sny a grammar of 
Its ow’n. It has not, It Is true, pro- 
duced a literature. But It has been the 
speech of a considerable number of 
persons In their homes. It long since 
censed to be recognizable ns German, 
nnd English it never wns. In It, stu- 
dents tell us. are mingled German, 
English, Welsh, French nnd even Gne- 
llc words. 

“Pennsylvania Dutch” has been the 
dialect of those Gcrmnn disciples of 
Peter Menno who entne to America, 
some of them In pre-Revolutlon days, 
seeking religious liberty nnd political 
freedom. Some of these went Into 
Ohio during Revolution days, others in- 
to Canada, some as late ns Civil war 
days. Their religious beliefs contrib- 
uted to Isolation. And they were large- 
ly nn agricultural people. 

Now the word has gone forth among 
the Mennonltes thnt It Is no longer 
patriotic to speak “Pennsylvania 
Dutch,” and os fast nnd ns thoroughly 
as possible these unbelievers In war are 
discarding the speech of childhood nnd 
home associations. The task Is not nn 
Impossible one to them, since all or 
nearly all of them have had some ex- 
perience In the common schools. From 
among them 8,000 young men have 
gone oversens to fight the oppressors 
of their ancestors and the barbarians 
who threaten their own liberties. 

The banning of “Pennsylvania 
Dutch” Is nn Impressive object lesson 
to all Americans. Let’s all resolve to 
speak English. — Detroit Free Press. 


TAJIRI GRADUATE OF YALE 


New Mayor of Tokyo, Japan, Finished 
His Education in Great Ameri- 
can University. 

Viscount Innjlro Tnjlrl, newly elect- 
ed mayor of the city of Tokyo, Japan, 
is a graduate of the class of ’79 of 
Yale university, where he specialized 
In economics, finance, politics and his- 
tory, says Christian Science Monitor. 
Returning to Japan, he wns appointed 
a secretary In the department of 
finance and also to a chair In the Im- 
perial university at Tokyo. Subse- 
quently he was director of the bureau 
of the national debt, banks and reve- 
nue. 

In the course of time he was admit- 
ted to the house of peers, ond wms vice 
minister of finance, first In 1892-1897, 
and again In 1898-1904. He was mude 
a baron In 1895 and a viscount In 1907. 
More recently be has been chief of 
the bourd of audit. To knowledge of 
the technique of banking, national 
finance and International credit the 
viscount adds Interest in and mastery 
of natural science, and in both fields 
he Is an authority. 

His selection as mayor comes after 
a long and futile effort of the munici- 
pal assembly to agree upon a candi- 
date chosen from the runks of poli- 
ticians or ordinary clvllluns.

The time which every sobered 
thinking person realizes is the most 
critical of all. Every speaker voices 
the feeling thnt the pence which is to 
come must he one which will make 
sure that this hideous thing can never 
happen again. While the conference 
is going on public opinion must be 
working for that object. We must see 
to it that it is a righteous peace, and 
yet at the same time that justice Is 
done our enemies. To some it may 
seem a time for relaxing of our efforts, 
but in reality it is a time for greater 
stringency, for think of the hosts of 
starving people who must be fed. If tho 
spirit with which we went into the 
war is to be maintained. It must be 
done in the spirit of Him who said, "If 
thine enemy hunger, feed him." 

There yet remain many things to be 
done in this country in order to be 
ready for peace when it really comes. 
Our own industrial conditions must be 
purged and set in order, capital and 
labor be brought to a better under- 
standing of one another, our foreign- 
born inhabitants must be made Amer- 
ican citizens, not in the artificial sense 
merely of becoming naturalized, but 
made true Americans. And along with 
these is another question dove-tailing 
with them., is the placing of women in 
their rightful status. These are the 
problems awaiting us. Let them be 
settled in no uncertain manner.

The present duty is 
to establish a just and righteous 
peace. The most critical years of the 
world’s history are those which are 
to follow the declaration of peace. The 
speaker paid high tribute to the work 
of Mr. Hoover. He quoted a French 
soldier as saying that the United 
States of America came to assist the 
United States of Europe in helping es- 
tablish tho United States of the 
World. 

Rev. George W. .Tones and Dr. 
George T. Smart both spoke. Lieut. 
WilEon, U.S.N., after sixteen months’ 
experience, voiced his greater appre- 
ciation of Americanism. J. B. Studley 
of the Village Improvement Associa- 
tion told of the medals which his or- 
ganization has decided to present each 
Newton Highlands boy who served in 
the war, and of the tablet containing 
the names of all Newton boys which 
will he erected jointly by the Im- 
provement associations. 

Mrs. Louis H. Marshall, president of 
the Women Associates, closed the 
program with an account of the wo- 
men’s share in doing for the boys. 


State Federation Fall Meeting 

A rich program fraught with prob- 
lems pressing for solution character- 
ized the meeting of the Massachusetts 
State Federation of Women’s Clubs 
held at Marlboro on Wednesday of this 
week. Following as it did the two 
days’ celebration of the victory of the 
Allied forces, some of the ardor was 
still in the minds and hearts of both 
speakers and audience, as well as 
voiced in tho singing of "The Star 
Spangled Banner” and “The Battle 
Hymn of the Republic.” 

The word of welcome was filled with 
cordiality, the president- of the Wo- 
man’s Club, Mrs. Arthur C. Lainson, 
adding to it the regret that they had 
not been allowed to do more. 

In her response Mrs. Herbert J. 
Gurney struck her customary High 
note of service expected from the club 
women in this glorious time, remind- 
ing them that amidst this storm of 
enthusiasm we must come down to the 
saner things and "carry on.” That it 
is going to require the honest, heart- 
felt, unselfish sacrifice of all, if right- 
eous honor, peace and happiness are 
to reign throughout the world. ."To- 
day I’ll carry on, carry on!” 

Mrs. Thomas Allen of the New Eng- 
land Division of the Red Cros, made 
an earnest plea for workers at their 
headquarters, 1000 Washington street, 
Boston, in fitting out comfort kits 
and in assembling parts of garments 
sent out to chapters to be made, 
rather tedious, but imperative, work. 
She stated that the work on surgical 
dressings will cease immediately, as 
so large a store is already on hand, 
but the sewing must continue for a 
long time to come. 

Mrs. S. V. It: Crosby, who has been 
a canteen worker at the French Foy- 
ers des Solduts, made an earnest plea 
for the United War Work Drive. She 
told of her own experiences with the 
boys as she met them, of the need for 
continuing this work until the boys 
come home. They get very homesick 
when they are not busy and now that 
the fighting has ceased and they huve 
more time, it is going to be of even 
greater importance. 

Mrs. George T. Rico then gave a 
stirring address on the problems of 
"Women in Industry.’’* She is vice- 
chairman of tho department of Wo- 
men in Industry of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense, and through her inves- 
tigations of 750 factories of the coun- 
try speaks out of a full heart not 
evading unpleasant conditions which 
she^herself has Been. The problems 
before us are ones that take brain 
and not emotions, she said. She puid 
high tribute to the work which Mrs. 
Thayer and Mrs. Gurney have accom- 
plished in the Council of National De- 
fense. Her own committee Is putting 
a bill in the legislature providing for 
tho registration and licensing of day 
nurseries, which Bhe appealed to the 
clubs to support. She expressed her- 
self as terror stricken at the thought

of the problem* this country is up 
n gainst in the demobilizing of the 
army nnd in the demobilizing of tho 
women, and straightening out tho at- 
tending industrial problems. 

Tho afternoon session opened with 
organ music and violin selections with 
orgnn nceompunlment, as well ns one 
or two selections in which the au- 
dience spontaneously joined In tho 
singing. 

In speaking of tho Endowment Fund 
Mrs. Whiton stnted that there are still 
126 clubs who have not repsonded in 
any way. Tho total amount so far 
rnised Is a little more than $6000. 

The speaker of the afternoon was 
Dr. Georgo Nnsmyth, who under tho 
topi(\ "Labor after the War^J” dis- 
cussed tho program of the new British 
Lnbor Party. Commenting upon the 
subject upermost in everybody’s mind 
he said, that tho victory could never 
have been won without two forces, 
that of labor and thnt of the women. 
Amid our rejoicing we must hnvo a 
Rense of responsibility. Ho advocat- 
ed celebrating it well, for we shall 
never have another such a one to cel- 
ebrate. Tremendous problems lie im- 
mediately before us. If we are to get 
through without a class war, we ought 
to study what labor desires. Tho 
British Labor Party has voiced the 
lqngings of labor all over the world. 

Tho first point Is the enforcement of 
a national minimum of food of the 
necessaries of life, of education, of 
health, of leisure, a more comprehen- 
sive Insurance plnn. Second, for more 
control over conditions by labor itself, 
or more democratic methods. Not labor 
working by itself nor capital by Itself, 
but both sharing tho responsibility. 
Labor says it has been possible for an 
army to be fed and equlppel, ealh man 
sharing equally with the other. What 
can he done for an army, can be done 
for the whole country. The third 
point Is the use of surplus wealth for 
social purposes. A great housing 
campaign is proposed to give English 
people decent places in which to live, 
and other projects which will benefit 
the masses and not the few. 

In closing Dr. Nasmyth touched up- 
on the present problems before the 
world and hinted at their solution in 
tho establishment in a great federation 
of the world, with International Court, 
Congress, Commissions, with justice 
for the small as well as for the great 
nations. 

The convention adopted resolutions 
of courtesy for the hostess club nnd 
rose for a moment with bowed heads 
in memory of the brave boys who have 
"gone West," nfter which the meeting 
closed with singing "Praise God from 
whom all Blessings Flow."

F. 8. Wheeler, Jn, of Naval Reserve 
Gives Ills Experiences 

E. 8. Wheeler; Jr., of tho United 
States Naval Reserve, has written to 
hl8 father, E. S. Wheeler of Centre 
street, a letted descriptive of his life at 
Bordeaux, France, where he 1 b a mem- 
ber of the provost guard. Mr. Wheeler 
went over on the Covington, which was 
torpedoed and Bunk on July 1st. 
Twenty-eight of the tallest men of the 
crew were taken, including Mr. Wheel- 
er, to serve on this guard. Mr. Wheel- 
er gives an account of the new bar- 
racks enjoyed by the boyB, which the 
Red Cross, Knights of Columbus, and 
Young Men’s Christian Association co- 
operated In furnishing. Mr. Wheeler 
writes as follows: 

Oct. 22, 1918 

Dear Father: 

Well at last our Police Barracks are 
in commission. The chateau, as we 
call it, was officially and formally open- 
ed yesterday and yesterday noon we 
had the first real navy chow that we 
had tasted for many months, and be- 
lieve me It was good. The ceremonies 
began In the morning and we all stood 
at attention, the bugler blew the first 
call for colors. We had belts and leg- 
gins, rifleB and fixed bayonets and by 
the Bize of tho crowd of Frenches 
standing outside the gates watching 
us I guess we looked pretty nifty. 
When the bugler blew colors the 
brand new flag started up the pole and 
we all came to "Present Arms.” At 
the some time Miss Ruth Waterbury, 
an American Red Cross nurse christ- 
ened the front steps with a bottle of 
Champagne. It’s a wonder that 
when the bottle broke there wasn’t a 
wild rush to lap up all the good cham- 
pagne that was going to waste. Why 
some of the boys were watching it 
drip down the front steps with their 
mouths watering. After the ceremony 
was over we bolted for the mess hall 
and dived into the chow. I won’t 
bother to tell you what we had to 
eat for I have mailed to you the print- 
ed program of the day’s events and 
you can read for yourself what a good 
meal we had. You will notice on the 
menu that my name is missing, but 
I am in on it Just the same. The 
dizzy yeoman that printed it, did it in 
such a hurry that he left out six 
names. I hope the program reaches 
you all right. Say father, I think 
that you would be interested in a news- 
paper that is given out over here. It 
is an official American newspaper 
named the Stars and Stripes. I am 
going to get one every week if it is pos- 
sible and send the copies to you. So 
yhu may expect the first one to ar- 
rive shortly after this letter. It has 
all the news first hand and is interest- 
ing all through. 

In our barracks, we have among 
other things, a recreation room. It 
relives the monotony for us when we 
don’t feel like going to the city and 
it is always the scene of some activity. 
By degrees we have got it furnished 
and now that it is finished we certain- 
ly enjoy it. We came by the furnish- 
ings in different ways. The Red Cross 
was the first contributor. They gave 
us three hundred francs’ worth of fur- 
niture in the way of two wicker 
lounging chairs, a dozen sofa pillows, 
six wooden chairs, and two pine writ- 
ing tables. They also started us out 
with twenty-five magazines.. The 
Knights of Columbus also chipped in. 
They presented us with checkers, chess, 
dominoes, and four decks of cards. 
The Y. M. C. A. and the Red Cross 
both gave us writing paper and I am 
writing on some of the R. C. paper 
now. We also have a fairly good 
piano which was rented at twenty-five 
francs a month. We each gave a franc 
and paid for two months rental. That 
completes the list of what we have in 
our recreation room at present, but I 
suspect that in a short time we will 
have more. That’s pretty good for a 
starter though, don’t you think so? 

I have found that Frank McCarthy 
has left for the front; he left four 
duys ago. His company is going to a 
supply station somewhere back of the 
lines. This is of course, what I heard, 
so I naturally can’t verify the state- 
ment.

Base Hospital, No. 6. 

September 26, 1918. 
Dear Major Barnes: — 

Your letter came to me here after 
travelling all over France visiting the 
various hospitals, and I was sure glad 
and proud to hear from you all. 

Have recovered entirely from my 
hurts and today will go before the ex- 
amining board for classification, then 
back to duty somewhere, although I 
doubt thpt I shall return to the regi- 
ment as I have been told that I am 
unfit for combat duty, the injuries to 
my arm and hand being such that I 
have little control over them when it 
comes to holding anything of weight. 

However, I can have few regrets as 
the men of old C are all doing their 
best, which means the best in France, 
and I am sure those that come hack 
will be a credit to the city as well as 
those who fall. We have not had a lot 
of casualties up to this time, and we 
have had more than our share of the 
promotions earned from strange offi- 
cers, as I have never really been in 
command of the old outfit since coming 
over. 

Two have already been commis- 
sioned over here, and practically all 
the sergeants of Co. C are old Newton 
men, one sergeant was nominated to 
go to the sch.ool for candidates but was 
badly wounded on the eve of his de- 
parture. The Colonel told me that he 
had recommended him for a commis- 
sion on account of his courage and 
knowledge, without going to the 
school. 

Lieutenant Edmunds was trans- 
ferred to the other regiment of our bri- 
gade, and has made good from the 
start; he is a very brave officer, and is 
making a fine record. Have not seen 
Lieutenant Barrows since last January 
before we went into the line; under- 
stand that he is on duty in the S.O.S. 
somewhere. 

The situation in the old company did 
not suit me for a long time, but the 
arrival of a new captaiu fixed that; 
have just met one of the captains here 
and he tells me that at last they are 
over. Hope that I can see them before 
long. 

In closing let me thank the members 
of the Association for their good 
wishes. I hope that by the time you 
have your next outing that I shall have 
the pleasure of sitting down with you 
again.

Suppose we send 10,000 bombing alr- 
plnnos over Germany. They alone will 
not win the war. Ten thousand or 
fifty thousand tanks alone will not win 
the war. A thousand land battleships 
[ or a thousand other fearful land cruis- 
ers alone will not win the wnr. Rain- 
ing denth and destruction upon the 
civil population ns n rule has only one 
result : It Inflames the people to 
greater deeds, to greater sacrifices, to 
greater hate, to greater determination 
to win the war. Frnnce, England and 
Italy are shining examples of this. No, 
nny one Invention Is not likely to win 
the war. Some day, perhaps, someone 
will Invent an atomic ray which is 
cnpnble of pulverizing whole regiments 
at n stroke. Nothing of this sort is 
impossible. But it is not very prob- 
able. Rather it Is the whole-hearted 
devotion of the noncombntants to a 
great nnd just cause that will win the 
wnr. The nntion that can throw Into 
the scales the greatest amount of war 
implements, the heaviest weight of 
metal, the greatest amount of fighters, 
coupled with a prodigious use of all of 
the best wnr Inventions, will win in 
the end— providing that every man and 
woman behind the lines constantly 
thinks and dreams of war and victory 
and Is prepnred to put every last ounce 
of strength as well ns all worldly be- 
longings Into the righteous cause with- 
out stint or restraint. The greatest 
war invention Is the fiery, undying will 
to win. — Electrical Experimenter. 

FEW STATE LINES CHANGED 

Sentiment Has Proved Too Strong, 

Even When Good Business Rea- 
sons Could Be Advanced. 

From time to time proposals are 
made to change the boundaries of 
states. One is the scheme to transfer 
a part of western Florida, extending 
for 150 miles on the sea coast, to the 
state of Alabama, and another project 
is to annex the northern neck of Idaho 
to the stute of Washington. 

In support of the proposed change 
in each case the chief argument ad- 
vanced is that it would place the re- 
gion to be transferred in the state 
with which it Is most closely allied in 
interests. Most of the business of Pen- 
sacola, the lending city of west Flor- 
ida, is with Alabama, and If it were 
a part of that stute its importance 
would doubtless be heightened. It is 
also considerably nearer Montgomery 
than Tallahassee and nearer Birming- 
ham than Jacksonville. 

Proposals for rectifying boundaries 
as well as for dividing states have 
been many, the changes actually made 
few. » Where historic associations 
gather around a divisional line they 
are not easily effaced, whatever may 
be the commercial considerations work- 
ing in that direction. In cases In which 
railway connections have made the 
business relations of a region closer 
with another state than with its own 
the remedy is found in the construc- 
tion of new lines. Political geography 
enters somewhat into railwav build- 
ing.

works under war conditions. He also 
spoke warmly of the work done by 
the Knights of Columbus and the Sal- 
vation Army. Rev. Dr. Edward M. 
Noyes spoke of the great need, now 
that the reaction after victory will 
come, that provision be made for the 
moral welfare of the men. He felt 
that the seven organizations gain 
much added strength by uniting in 
this joint effort. Congressman-elect 
Robert Luce presided and spoke 
briefly. There was congregational 
singing led by John Daniels. 

Lasell Seminary exceeded its quota 
of $2000 for the war work drive in a 
one-day campaign. The amount was 
raised by pledges from the faculty, 
students, and employes. Dr. Winslow 
was chairman of the executive com- 
mittee, and the faculty was represent- 
ed by Miss Rand and Miss Packard. 
The Misses Alden, Abrams, Rowe, and 
Wieder, represented the students, and 
the Misses Genn, Fairbrother, Keyes, 
and Mr. Harper had charge of the em- 
ployes. Booths were arranged in the 
hall where subscriptions were taken 
through the day. Early in the eve- 
ning posters designed by the students 
and employes were auctioned off‘ by 
Misses Rowe and Kuhn. In the Anal 
spurt the girls responded with every- 
thing from pennies to Liberty Bonds, 
and at 8 o’clock Wednesday night the 
total was $2098,16. 


DRAFT (ALLS CANCELLED 


All local draft calls were cancelled 
Monday, on orders from Washington 
following the armistice news. The 
local hoard had been ordered to fur- 
nish 207 men. All but three of those 
called for Tuesday presented them- 
selves, but they were excused, and 
those due to go today will he similar- 
ly allowed to return home. 

The local hoard do not know wheth- 
er there will ho any more calls or not. 
The Navy and the Marine Corps are 
still taking in men. 

The President asks all the regis- 
trants 37 and over to return their ques- 
tionnaires, not filled out. All others 
are expected to fill out their question- 
naires at once and send them in. 

The draft hoard’s work with the 
men under 37 is to go on just the 
same as before, so far as now known. 
Eight men ordered to appear at New- 
ton hospital this week for examination 
have failed to appear. These will be 
dealt witli as deserters by the police 
just as before.

SCHOOL

Food Conservation committee a con- 
ference was held yesterday afternoon 
in Bigelow School hull. Mrs. Sidney 
L. Peterson, who presided, gave no- 
tices concerning classes in tiie study 
of nutrition and kindred problems, to 
be arranged under the direction of the 
States University Extension work. 
Mrs. li. W. Dresser of the Nationui 
Civic Federation gave u talk upon the 
What, Why and How of Food Conser- 
vation, in which she suggested uiuny 
of the less expensive articles whicli 
give the same amount of nutriment as 
those wo have been accustomed to eui 
and gave many helpful points in the 
planning of menus. An open confer- 
ence followed conducted by Mr. F. H. 
Tucker of the Public Safety Commit- 
tee. The necessity of saving all pos- 
sible food tile coming winter was em- 
phasized; we must save all along the 
line and can’t forget our Job for one 
minute.

the great work that had been dono, 
and called attention to the responsi- 
bilities of the future. E. J. Winslow, 
president of the Village Improvement 
Society, had charge of tho affair. 

In the afternoon nt Upper Falls, a 
big parade was had with about 1600 In 
line. About everyone along tho line 
of march Joined in and the line pro- 
ceeded to the Playground whore Mayor 
Childs delivered an address. Alder- 
man Harry L. Cook had charge, IxjuIb 
Lupin, Robert Sawyer, and Miss Nina 
Porter assisted in arranging the af- 
fair. Miss Burrow's took the part of 
the statue of Liberty. The Knights of 
St. George nnd the French Society 
sent large delegations to the line. 

Impromptu celebrations wore going 
on all day Monday nnd Tuesday, with 
plenty of noise nnd fun among tho 
children. Automobiles, carriages, 
wngons and street cars carried flags. 
A favorite method of celebrating was 
to tie together big tin cans nnd drag 
them behind an automobile. Efllgles 
of the Kaiser were dragged about the 
street and lgnomlnlously hung. A 
number of false Are alrms wore rung 
in, a form of celebrating that makes a 
lot of trouble and expense. 

There was a hastily arranged cele- 
bration Tuesday night at Bray Hall, 
Newton Centre, that drew out 800 peo- 
ple, who rocked the hall witli their 
enthusiasm. The Constabulary band 
furnished music, and the Newton Cen- 
tre Constabulary turned out. Maj. De 
Mille acted as marshal, and the parade 
stopped at the Samuel Smith house 
and sang America in honor of the man 
who wrote It. Then the crowd ad- 
journed to Bray Hall where Dr. George 
L. West presided. 

Rev. Edward T. Sullivan gave an 
address on the need of success for tho 
war work drive, how this kind of work 
would be more needed than ever now 
thnt the boys had ceased to have Ber- 
lin as their objective. Edward Mc- 
Glynn of Newton Centre recited ‘‘In 
Flanders Fields.” The audience sang 
war songs with tremendous enthusi- 
asm. 

The Village Improvement Society 
and War Work Drive Committee ar- 
ranged the affair. 

The Italian Aefugees Society of New- 
ton Centre paraded the streets both 
Monday and Tuesday evenings. The 
Kaiser was hung, burned in' efligy, and 
subjected to all kinds of execrations 
and indignities, to the general satis- 
faction of all. 

All the schools took notice of these 
great events. On Monday the Classl 
cal High school assembled at 8.30, and 
sang "Praise God from whom all 
blessings flow.” Then they saluted 
the flag and sang the Star Spangled 
Banner and the Marsellaise. The 
French anthem was sung with great 
spirit. Principal Enoch C. Adams 
gave a five minute talk on the great 
historic ‘occasion. Cheers for the al- 
lied nations were led by several of 
the boys, and America was sung. The 
meeting was very enthusiastic. 

The Vocational High School had an 
address by Mr. Henry I. Harrlman 
president of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce, who spoke at the Monday 
morning assembly, emphasizing the 
idea that this is the greatest day in 
the history of the world, and he also 
spoke of industrial changes after the 
war. Several patriotic selections were 
sung. The pupils were called to the 
hall by a bugler from the soldiers at 
work on the barracks. 

The Technical High School did its 
celebrating by holding a meeting Wed- 
nesday in the interest of the United 
War Work Drive. Rev. Rufus H. Dix 
of the Universalist Church explained 
the disposition of the fund, and urged 
the co-operation of the students in col- 
lecting it. Miss Louise Stuart a mem- 
ber of the junior class, read an ac- 
count of an incident "over there,” 
showing the contrast between the way 
the Germans treated the children in 
Belgium nnd France, and the way the 
Americans treated them. Miss Stuart 
read the story very sympathetically, 
and all were glad that in this country 
our children are safe from these ter- 
rible scenes and are tenderly cared 
for. 

The Bigelow school began Monday 
by having war songs and the signifi- 
cance of the event was set forth. In 
the afternoon the school, joined by the 
Underwood school, inarched to the li- 
brary grounds, where the 500 children 
sang the war songs, making a most 
Interesting scene. Then the line 
inarched hack to the school and were 
dismissed. The Bowen school pupils 
gathered in their hall, sang songs, had 
poems read, and talked on the mean- 
ing of the victory. Nutlonal and pqmi- 
lar songs were sung. At the Burr 
school Mis. F. H. Stewart, who has 
charge of the Vivtory Girls in all New- 
ton, spoke on their work. Mrs. Sur- 
heck, in charge of the Auburndalo 
group, told what they were doing. 
Two minute speeches were mude by 
pupils covering all soven societies 
uniting in the war work drive. George 
R. Chapman of the British Y. M. C. A 
gave an address or the work of the 
associations. The teachers went 
about to the various rooms and gave 
brief talks on the event and there were 
war songs. The Claflin school assem- 
bled in their hall, and had war songs 
and discussed the victory. 

The Franklin school sang patriotic 
songs and then marched to the Com- 
mon where the flag was saluted and 
a 1 1 sang the "Star Spangled Banner.” 
There werj cheers for tho President 
and the generals. In the afternoon 
there was an impromptu play called 
“Columbia and her Aides,” In which 
several of the pupilH took parts sym- 
bolical of tho Y. M. C. A., Knights of 
Columbus, Hebrew Welfare Board, 
Salvation Army, etc. The Hamilton 
Bchool bus patriotic songs und talked 
over the day. The Hyde school par- 
aded through Walnut, Forest. Lincoln, 
Woodward streets, Erie avenue. Car 
ver road, und back to the school, 
where they listened to a talk on the 
war. The horace Mann school sang 
patriotic songs and the principal. Mr. 
Frunk Carr spoke on the wht. The 
Mason school sung popular war songs 
and the principal. Mr. Samuel B. Paul, 
gave a talk on the war. "America the 
Beautiful’’ und "Tho Star Spungled 
Banner” were sung. 

The Pierce school listened to an ad- 
dress by Rev. J. Edgar Park, and there 
were patriotic songs. They paraded 
to the Common, led by two drum 
corps formed by the school pupils.

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BOY SCOUTS WIN MEDALS 


Mayor Childs Decorates Boys for Work for 
Third Liberty Loan 


The miserable weather last Sunday 
afternoon kept many persons away 
from what was a most interesting ser- 
vice at the Central Congregational 
church at Newtonville. Those who 
did attend witnessed an impressive 
sight in which over 100 Boy Scouts 
took part and heard interesting and in- 
spiring addresses from Hon. S. L. 
PowerB, Mayor Childs and Hon. Sew- 
ard W. Jones. 

The occasion was the presentation 
to the Scouts of medals won for se- 
curing ten subscriptions to the Third 
Liberty Loan of last spring, and which 
for various good reasons had been 
postponed until this late day. 

The Scouts marched to their seats 
in the church headed by the national 
colors, and which were guarded by 
different details at the chancel thruout 
\he service. 

Mr. John H. Eddy of Newtonville, 
president of the Norumbega District 
of Boy Scouts, presided, and the first 
speaker was Scout Commissioner J. 
C. Irwin, who congratulated the boys 
briefly for their good work and espe- 
pially thanked those boys .who were 
unable to obtain subscriptions enough 
to deserve a medal. 

Hon. Seward W. Jones, chairman of 
the Liberty Loan Committee for New- 
ton gave some impressive figures 
, showing that the Boy Scouts in the 
'four campaigns had secured a total of 
$532,400, with 3943 subscriptions in 
the Norumbega district of Newton, 
Wellesley and Needham, and of which 
3097 subscriptions with $420,650 was 
f in Newton itself. The United States 
had raised about $17,000,000,000 in 
Liberty loans. Mr. Jones said, with 
an average of $170 for every man, wo- 
man and child, Newton had raised 
$21,000,000 of this sum, or an average 
-of about $500 for each man, woman 
rand child in the city. 

Mr. Powers said that it was an in- 
spiration to look into the faces of the 
boys who were banded together for 
service. He reminded the boys that 
they were living in the greatest era of 
the world’s history when great things 
t were being done. Mr. Powers told 
how the whole country was united to 
win this war, how we had learned to 
respect all our fellow-citizens, and 
predicted that we would all be better 
men and women after such a service. 
The sacrifice has been great, but the 
fruits of this war will be enjoyed by 
, centuries yet to come. 

Mayor Childs was unusually elo- 
‘ quent, and said in part that we were 
just learning what true Americanism 
really means. He congratulated the 
boys that they had had a part in this 
great victory, and predicted that they 
would all be proud that they had ren- 
dered the country some service during 
'the crisis In its history. He asked the 
boys to take the word GROW for an 
emblem, saying that its letters stand 
for Go Right on Working.

Splendid Service Rendered During 
Influenza Epidemic 

At this time when the good work 
performed at the Red Cross Hospital 
is being summed up and put on rec- 
ord for the citizens of Newton to read, 
it is fitting to make some mention of 
the faithful work done by the Motor 
Corps. The Captain of the Corps was 
present at the meeting at which the 
Hospital was decided upon, and of- 
fered the use of the Corps. From that 
moment until long after the Hospital 
closed its doors the Corps waB hard 
at work. Errands of all kinds were 
done — beds and bedding, blankets, 
linen, etc., offered by people through- 
out Newton, hospital supplies from 
Boston, food, ice, etc., were collected. 
When the ambulance was not neces- 
sary patients were carried In cars to 
and from the hospital. Cars were on 
duty from before Bunrise until into the 
night ready to perform any call which 
came, carrying nurses, bookkeepers, 
dishwashers, and all other workers 
back and forth. From ten to fourteen 
cars were used each day, the regular 
members of the Corps being aided by 
the generous service of many emer- 
gency drivers. Busy business men 
took the long evening hours, school 
teachers and students gave a large 
part of their enforced vacation, and 
many people gave the services of their 
chauffeurs, who were most kind and 
willing to help in every way. 

To those who aided in this manner- 
regular, reserve and auxiliary cars — 
the Motor Corps extends its thanks 
and its appreciation of their earnest, 
patriotic efforts. 

This emergency is over, but the daily 
work of the Corps goes on. Distribu- 
tion and collection of Red Cross ma- 
terials to the scattered workrooms of 
the city, home service, district nurs- 
ing, clinic calls, must be filled. More 
than ever with the reorganization of 
all work on a peace basis, with the 
inevitable tendency to relax effort now 
that the strain is over, the Corps must 
continue its service to the commu- 
nity. The Motor Corps will welcome 
to its membership those who can give 
either their personal service or the 
use of their cars. 

As testimonials to the work which 
it did at the Red Cross hospital the 
Newton Corps treasures these two let 
ters, one from the chairman i.f the ex 
ecutive committee in charge of the 
hospital, and the other from the head 
of the medical staff.

United War Work Campaign a Great 
Saccess in Newton

The United War Fund campaign in 
this city, as elsewhere, is officially 
closed, but it is impossible at the pres- 
ent time to give absolutely reliable 
figures, although it is known that the 
amount in the city is well over $300,- 
000, and will probably reach $325,000. 
The delay is largely due to the credit* 
to be given the various villages from 
subscriptions made in Boston and 
other places, and it not attributable to 
local conditions, although there are 
some stragglers, as usual, in making 
final reports. 

One of the big features of the cam- 
paign, although not one that brought 
in as much money as it did enthusi- 
asm, was the splendid work done by 
Mrs. Frank H. Stewart of Newton Cen- 
tre with the Victory GirlB, and Mayor 
Edwin O. Childs with the Victory boys. 
These girls and boys pledge them- 
selves to earn and contribute at least 
$5 for the War Fund before March 1. 
There were 862 girls and boys estimat- 
ed at the beginning of the drive, while 
the final figures show 1546 girls with 
$7236.20, and 1032 boys with $4820.75.

The session of the aldermen on Mon- 
day night was enlivened by an active 
discussion of the street railway prob- 
lem, with particular reference to the 
service between Newtonville and New- 
ton Centre, which was recently dis- 
continued by the local company. A 
majority of the finance committee re- 
ported in favor of making an appro- 
priation, under the authority of a re- 
cent statute, equal to the amount of 
the excise tax assessed against this 
company in Newton, amounting to 
nearly $6000. This appropriation to 
be paid in monthly instalments when 
other municipalities in the territory 
served by this company had made sim- 
ilar contributions, making a total of 
$12,000 in all. The monthly instal- 
ments to continue so long as the com- 
pany operated a half hourly service 
between Newton Centre and Newton- 
ville. 

Alderman Angier opposed the com- 
mittee recommendation as it would 
not solve the problem and might not 
even help the company. 

The Newton Centre line was not the 
most expensive line in the city, and if 
relief was granted for this line, what 
would prevent the company from dis- 
continuing service on the more impor- 
tant line between Watertown and 
Upper Fall*, where the loss in opera- 
tion was much more. Mr. Angier be- 
lieved that the state should grant re- 
lief first, and he did not favor drop- 
ping $500 a month and be no better 
off six months hence. He also sug- 
gested that if this precedent was es- 
tablished the Edison company might 
come in later and ask that its non- 
paying extensions be financed by the 
city. 

Alderman Harriman said that many 
street railways had been built which 
ought not to have been constructed. 
But, having been built, people had es- 
tablished their homes and are depen- 
dent upon the service. We should 
consider this kind of service, there- 
fore. similar to the rural delivery of 
the postoffice department. The ques- 
tion comes down to this — whether we 
shall allow the service to be discon- 
tinued or whether we should give 
some assistance. The whole car ser- 
vice in Newton shows a net loss of 
about $7000. with only one regular 
line a paying proposition. If com- 
pany goes out of business the city 
will lose the excise tax anyway. Mr. 
Harriman argued also ^that the excise 
tax was a tax primarily based on the 
profits of the street car business, and 
as there were no profits in this case 
the tax ought not to be levied, or at 


least ought to be rebated as suggest- 
ed. Alderman Cole said that all the 
street railways were in a desperate 
financial condition and higher farm 
will not solve the difficulty. They are 
“hamstrung’’ by the cost of wages 
and materials. The municipalities 
served must help if the service is to 
be continued. He believed it would 
be a good investment for the city, 
which would have ample control thru 
the plan of monthly contributions. 

Alderman Angier did not believe the 
aldermen were competent to solve the 
difficulty, and Alderman Harriman re- 
plied that we could only learn by ex- 
perimenting. 

Alderman Allen thought it a bad 
precedent to establish, and he was re- 
luctant to make up a deficit in aay 
public utility out of the public treas- 
ury. The street railway ought not tt> 
sell its commodity at less than cost, 
and expect the public to foot the bilhL. 
The report was finally accepted by a 
close viva voce vote. The matter now 
goes to the Mayor to make a definite 
recommendation for an appropriation 
to carry this action into effect. 

All the members but Alderman 
Blake were present, and there were 
two unopposed permits for gasolene 
heard at the opening of the session. 

Amos M. Leonard and Hugh E. De- 
vine were granted auctioneer licenses. 
Masten & Wells Firew'O’-ks company 
were given another year to manufac- 
ture fireworks on Needham street; A. 
S. McPhee was licensed as a second- 
hand dealer at Newtonville; and the 
gas light company was granted per- 
mission to open Commonwealth ave- 
nue for a gas main. $1000 was voted 
for coal for the fire department; $200 
for workmen’s compensation; $1500 
for state aid; $250 for forestry work; 
$500 for street department automo- 
biles; and $625 for interest. 

The buildings commissioner was au- 
thorized to have the old Ash street 
school house torn down; and gasolene 
permits were granted Carrie T. Schir- 
mer. Wachusett road, and George S. 
West. Chestnut Hill road. 

A resolution by Alderman McCarthy 
that all new streets shall hereafter be 
named for the men from Newton who 
had died in the German war. was 
unanimously adopted. 

Alderman Nichols called attention 
to the adoption of the constitutional 
amendment authorizing the creation 
of building zone*, and the legislative 
committee was requested to consider 
and report what action should be 
taken. 

The board adjourned at 9.36.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE LECTURE 

John C. Lathrop* C.S.B., Speaks to Large Audience 
on “Salvation Through Spiritual Sense" 


The lecture announced for last Mon- 
day evening drew a large audience 
completely filling the hall and stage, 

nd overflowing into the Sunday School 
room. Mr. Lathrop is one of the more 
.newly appointed lecturers, and pre- 
sented the subject of. Christian Science 
from a point of view that was full of 
freshness and interest. 

Mr. William F. Ferrin. the First 
Reader of First Church of Christ. 
Scientist, Newton, Introduced the lec- 
turer in these brief words: 

Friends: — The grent value of a 
Christian Science lecture is the cor- 
recting of misapprehensions about 
Christian Science, and false concepts 
of God. man. and the universe. 

The Christ, Truth, spoken by the lec- 
turer is to nwaken human thought to 
a clearer sense of the omnipotence of 
good, and to show* in some degree how 
God’s law of Love operates in human 
affairs. 

Mr. Lathrop’s lecture in full is as 
follows: 

Christian Science was discovered 
by Mary Baker Eddy fifty-two years 
ago. Thirteen years after the discov- 
ery the first “Church of Christ, Sci- 
entist.” was organized in Boston. 
Massachusetts. Since then nearly 
eighteen hundred organized churches 
or societies have been established 
over the world, forty-one cities each 
containing two churches or societies, 
and twenty-four other cities each con- 
taining from three to eighteen 
churches or societies. At the Wednes- 
day evening meetings held in these 
churches and societies over ten thou- 
sand people each week publicly and 
voluntarily hear grateful testimony 
to the healing and regenerative bene- 
fits they have, received through Chris- 
tian Science. Scores of additional 
carefully authenticated testimonies 
appear weekly and monthly in the 
Christian Science Sentinel and The 
Christian Science Journal. If these 
are some of the present fruits of 
Christian Science, Mrs. Eddy asks in 
her book. ‘‘Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures" (p. 349), “what 
will the harvest be, when this Science 
is more generally understood?” 

Discoverer and Founder 

I first met Mary Baker Eddy twen- 
ty-two years ago, when, on leaving 
the business world to embark in the 
practice of Christian Science, she in- 
vited me to visit her at her home in 
Concord, N. H. In those early days 
there were conflicting stories afloat 
about Mrs. Eddy, and so I decided to 
keep on. as it were, my ‘‘business 
spectacles,” look at her through them, 
and thus not be fooled by any pos- 
sible personal influence. Great was 
my relief and satisfaction on meeting 
a person who did not at all accord 
with what I had hoard. I found my- 
self in the presence of a person of 
marked gentleness and refinement, 
whose manner wa3 quiet, modest, and 
deeply sincere, who spoke with great 
earnestness, continually referring to 
God with such unusual trust and 
conviction that my thought soon left 
her personality and did not return to 
it. I discovered that instead of her 
human personality dominating me, 
something entirely above the human 
was governing Mrs. Eddy, and in turn 
strongly impressing me. I remember 
she answered some difficult questions, 
and her simple, unhesitating, strong, 
and certain manner convinced me that 
she was not depending upon her mor- 
tal self or human will for knowledge, 
but that her wisdom was the outcome 
of her implicit spiritual faith in God. 
Those who knew Mrs. Eddy best never 
had but one opinion about her abso- 
lute reliance upon the divine Mind for 
every daily move. I may add, merely 
in the way of confirmation, that in 
after years it was my privilege for a 
period of time to be a member of Mrs. 
Eddy’s household, when I possessed 
every opportunity of watching her 
daily habits, which I found to be as 
honest and consistent in spiritual 
guidance and practice as were the 
fruits in abundant and beneficent re- 
sults. What I then witnessed con- 
firmed what had gradually been for- 
mulating in my consciousness, namely, 
that spiritual Truth has always been 
revealed to those who were most spir- 
itually minded, und that Mrs. Eddy’s 
natural love for God and His laws en- 
abled her to understand and reveal 
both to this age. And so what I then 
saw answered conclusively to me an 
old question. Was Mrs. Eddy com- 
missioned by God or by man? And if 
by God, can God make a mistake? 
Gratitude opens the door to spiritual 
understanding, whereas harsh judg- 
ment closes this door. Gratitude for 
the lives of great people, rather than 
opposition to their work and doctrine, 
constitutes the open door to spiritual 
understanding. History shows that 
those who profited most through the 
unselfish and noble lives of great men 
and women were those who were most 
deeply touched by a sense of gratitude 
for those lives. Noble motives will 
prepare one's thought for spiritual 
discovery, and thereafter the honesty 
and verity of Mrs. Eddy’s great dis- 
covery will never he doubted. 

Right Viewpoint 

There are in the world today, as 
there ulways have been, many diversi- 
ties of human opinions or points of 
view. Once succeed in changing a 
person’s point of view and you give 
him a wholly different outlook}, as 
when you change his point of view 
from west to south or from west to 
eaHt. Suppose a person, who. from 
birth had been taught to wear blue 
glasses and to view the world through 
them, after twenty-five years of con- 
tinual use of blue glasses, were told 
that everything is not blue, hut white 
and gold and green and brown, it 
would he difficult for him at once to 
credit the truth and change his way 
of thinking. If he were told to take 
off those useless and disfiguring 
glasses and have a look at things as 
they really are, he would reply, “You 
are mistaken, I have ulways seen the 
world this way. and so has every one 
else I know Of course the world is 
blue, and not green and brown and 
white and gold." That persoi ’a point 
of view would need to be changed. It 


is certain ho saw everything wrongly, 
but was ignorant of it. 

Most persons today are wearing 
“blue glasses” and do not know it. 
These are mental glasses through 
which they see the world, not as it 
really Is and was created, but os their 
educated point of viow has made it 
to them, and according to prevailing 
opinion, they will insist on seeing it 
so until they take off their "blue 
glasses" and change their point of 
view. Changing their point of viow 
will change everything for them, and 
if their new viewpoint be correct, tho 
outcome will be an ever-increasing 
degree of harmony, health, and hap- 
piness. Only proof and demonstra- 
tion. however, convince us which point 
of view is right and which is wrong. 
Words only serve to awaken us and 
show the way. 

There is little difference of opinion 
about the fact that mortals need a 
clearer way and a truer point of view. 
All agree that the world seems to be 
about as full today as ever of sin and 
foar, hatred and jealousy, impurity 
and disease, vanity and selfishness, 
and that calamities, tumults, and wars 
have not substantially decreased up 
to the present hour. Surely It is too 
late now to believe that the cause of 
these evils can he traced to the great 
source of infinite purity and goodness, 
the one eternal and immutable Spirit, 
called God. Surely intelligent people 
do not any longer believe that God is 
the cause of human discord and suf- 
fering. any more than they believe 
that the principle of mathematics is 
the cause of the failures of pupils to 
understand and prove its unchanging 
rules. An ignorant sense of the rules 
prevents the principle of mathematics 
being correctly proved, and, just so. 
it is today discovered by all fair- 
minded persons who have removed 
their "blue glasses" that it Is an ig- 
norant material sense of God and His 
spiritual rules, which results in fear 
and disease, selfishness, war, calam- 
ity, and death. The way of health 
and harmony, the way of true prayer 
and salvation, lies along the path- 
way of a right understanding. This 
right understanding comes through 
thfe study and practice of Christian 
Science, and in the measure that it Is 
attained it constitutes a spiritual 
sense of God. The chief purpose of 
this lecture is to consider and. so far 
as the time allotted and the speaker’s 
ability permit, to reveal this true 
sense in contradistinction to the claims 
and evidence of the false material 
sense or the material point of view. 

When, as a business man, I attended 
my first Christian Science meetings 
and understood very little of the talks 
which went clear over my head, I de- 
termined that if ever in the future I 
spoke publicly upon the subject, I 
would couch my remarks, as it were, 
in the plain language of the street, so 
that the business man and other peo- 
ple could comprehend Christian Sci- 
ence. But as one’s thought changes 
from the material viewpoint to the 
spiritual, the latter becoming more 
and more natural and simple, one is 
inclined to forget those early resolu- 
tions. Besides, as the spiritual idea 
is so exactly opposite to the material 
belief, it is difficult always to express 
the higher idea in ordinary material 
terms so as to make it comprehen- 
sible from the material point of view. 
Jesus once said. "No man putteth new 
wine into old bottles.” He used par- 
ables and similitudes to help reveal 
the spiritual idea. We are therefore 
confronted with the happy task of at- 
tempting to change your thought about 
matter and evil by the employment 
first of human reason, afterward de- 
pending upon divine revelation and 
demonstration awakening in your 
thought the true spiritual idea of God, 
man, and the universe. 

Matter 

A friend of mine once said, “I rec- 
ognize the power of the human mind 
over the body, and I recognize matter 
also.” Matter is actually the greatest 
humbug in the world, as the world will 
sometime discover. Probably no other 
kind of ghost hus fooled so many peo- 
ple, or deceived them so badly. Para- 
phrasing the saying of' a famous 
American, matter may fool some of 
the people all of the time, and all of 
the people some of the time, but it can 
no longer fool all of the people all of 
the time. To the five material senses, 
matter seems to be very real, but mat- 
ter is not at all what it seems to be; 
material scientists will tell you this. 
Its claim of possessing life or intelli- 
gence or substance is now found to be 
absolutely false. Under increasingly 
powerful inangifylng glasses its na- 
ture as substance continuously 
changes, and its original form and 
character are reduced to the minute 
forms called ions and electrons, and 
the latter in turn are reduced to what 
practically is material energy or mind. 
Here material science finds itself halt- 
ed by a great gulf, which it never will 
be able to bridge and continue farther 
with material reasoning or material 
knowledge. Under a very strong mag- 
nifying glass the particles of mutter 
are seen to be constantly changing 
and moving about, as though at war 
with each other. This is actually the 
fact, and it has been taught in the 
schools that the material body under- 
goes a complete renewal once in seven 
yearH.* Tills period of time has in re- 
cent years been gradually reduced, an 
eminent French scientist, Camille 
Flammarion, reducing the time by 
more than one-half, und quite recently 
a scientist has announced that this 
bodily change takes place once in two 
months. If this be a fact, it makes a 
total of just six distinct material 
bodies that you and 1 have exhibited 
during the past year. And we would 
ask, by the way, what has become of 
those so-called chronic, diseases which 
you thought you had two, four, or six 
months ago? Surely they were not in 
matter. 

And so matter is discovered through 
human reasoning to he quite a differ- 
ent substance from what it appears 
to the material senses to be, and to 
possess no life or no intelligence of 
its own. And as material energy or 
mind, it is found to possess a very 
false sense of life und intelligence. 


Then it must follow that if matter has 
no life or intelligence of its own, it 
can have no sensation. Matter as 
flosh or blood, nerves or arteries, can- 
not ache, swell, harden, or bo dis- 
eased; matter can form no opinion or 
report no messago, for It is found to 
he a dream suhstnnee, which seems 
very real but which is not. Nonintel- 
ligent matter is not a lawmaker nor a 
,lnw breaker ,for as it is without mind, 
it can impose no laws whatevor upon 
man. Matter is said to he largely im- 
pregnated with germs and microbes. 
Bad germs aro said to cause diseaso 
and good germs to be hecessary for 
health. As matter is found to be un- 
intelligent and unreal, there can be no 
bad gorms or good germs; then there 
Is nothing to fear or honor in this di- 
rection. 

Material Senses 

As for the five material senses 
through which mortal mind substan- 
tiates matter, these five senses are 
correspondingly fallacious and ephem- 
eral. Matter having no intelligence 
cannot of itself see, hear, taste, touch, 
or smell. Innumerable illustrations 
could be cited proving that material 
eyes do not see, nor the material or- 
ganism of the ear hear, etc. Hundreds 
of times daily you do not see what the 
eyes are looking at, because the 
thought has been distracted by some- 
thing else. Dreams are splendid illus- 
trations to prove this. Eyeglasses, 
which are carefully placed outside be- 
fore the eyes, should be fitted to the 
thought, and not to senseless matter. 
Just so with the hearing. A few min- 
utes ago your ears did not hear that 
noise on the street, simply because 
your ears do not hear. Your thought 
or consciousness was on and hearing 
this lecture. Many times while eating 
a meal, sometimes of many courses, if 
your thought be distracted by absorb- 
ing conversation, you will taste little 
or nothing you have eaten. Does not 
all this prove that your consciousness 
of sight, your consciousness of hear- 
ing, taste, is the only sight and hearing 
and taste that you have, and until you 
learn the truth about sensation, this 
consciousness is mortal mind and not 
matter. 

Mortal Mind 

Mortal mind is nothing more or less 
than the false belief that there is life, 
intelligence, and substance in matter. 
What is left of mortal mind after all 
its false material beliefs have been ex- 
posed and reversed? It will not have 
a foot left to stand upon. Its fraudu- 
lent character will be laid bare to the 
world. Its finite, limited, self-centered 
beliefs are without Principle, there- 
fore constitute selfishness, and from 
these selfish, wilful thoughts pro- 
ceed .all the discord, disease, and 
death which afflict mortals. Did not 
St. Paul call death “the wages of sin"? 
Jesus denounced the devil, or evil, as 
a liar and the father of lies. A lie was 
never the truth, and can never reverse 
the truth, but truth uncovers a lie and 
destroys it. Thus it is discovered that 
sin and evil, in other words mortal 
mind, never had a real origin or exist- 
ence, is really not mind, but is simply 
error of belief. Now let it be under- 
stood that it is not the painful sensa- 
tions of this false material sense 
which make it subtle or dangerous, but 
rather its pleasant sensations. But 
that kind of sensation which inevitably 
results by reason of its falsity in men- 
tal discord and suffering, is not a per- 
manent and satisfying pleasure. There- 
fore, it is not a pleasure to gratify the 
false deceiving senses, but it is a 
pleasure to master and overcome them. 

The Reality 

And so we turn from the falsity to 
the reality. Dreams in sleep, no mat- 
ter how real or alluring they may 
seem, do not get us anywhere. We 
must awake and be quickened to make 
progress. The only way to reason 
away error is to demonstrate the truth. 
Human consciousness awakened to the 
truth will cause error to fall back 
upon and destroy itself. Jesus said, 
“It is the spirit that quickeneth; the 
flesh profiteth nothing.” God is Spirit, 
as the Bible teaches, and Christian 
Science reveals that He is the only 
Spirit, or Mind. But how to be quick- 
ened by God, especially in the hour of 
trial, is the question. The Scriptures 
declare that God is too pure to behold 
iniquity, and that a falsity cannot he 
beholden by the divine Truth is now 
quite apparent. Then if God, Spirit, 
canndt be seen or approached through 
the material senses, through what hu- 
man avenue can He be reached and 
His infinite blessings be bestowed? 
The unswer to this preeminent ques- 
tion should now be more simple. If 
God, the divine Mind, is to be reached 
through thought only, as many believe, 
what other channel of thought exists 
after the material has been eliminated? 

Spiritual Sense 

There is scarcely a normally minded 
mortal who holds not daily some 
thoughts of truthfulness, sincerity, 
faith, hope, couruge, affection, purity, 
honesty; in other words, some unsel- 
fish thoughts, which cannot be called 
material, but which point thought 
higher to a universal good. Every one 
knows thut these and kindred thoughts 
bring satisfaction und happiness and 
lead to better things. Turning away 
from matter and self, moved by some 
motive for the universal good, is to 
touch the divine principle of being, and 
is to gain some sense of Spirit, or God. 
This sense, which all normal mortals 
possess to some extent, even though 
they may' be ignorant thereof, is known 
in Christian Science as spiritual sense, 
and it is the wuy through which man 
knows God. and is known by Him. 
Christian Science serves to awaken 
these thoughts und motives, and by 
means of them to educate and encour- 
age until the spiritual sense of things 
is discerned and begins to be demon- 
strated or proved by overcoming the 
false evidence of the materiul senses, 
especially when thut evidence is in the 
nature of fear, sin, and disease. Spir- 
ituality, or spiritual sense, may he 
thus awakened and may become a very 
common or generul sense. In fact, the 
true sense of Spirit is real common 
sense, even us the sense of mutter is 
found to be nonsense, and Christian 
Science is but unother name for this 
common sense law of life. Mrs. Eddy 
defines Christian Science in her "Kudi- 
iiiental Divine Science” (p. 1) as “the 
law of God, the lav of good, Interpret- 
ing and demonstrating the divine Prin- 
ciple und rule of universal harmony.”. 

Divine Principle 

The apostle John, than whom no dls- 1 



ciple of Jesus made clearer the spirit- 
ual rules of life said: “God is love; and 
he that dwelleth in love dwelleth in 
God, and God in him.” He that dwell- 
eth in love, purity, honesty, unselfish- 
ness, knoweth God and is expressing 
God, whereas he whose thought is a 
channel for “the lust of the flesh, and 
the lust of the eyes, and the pride of 
life, is not of the Father,” as John de- 
clares, "but is of the world. And the 
world passeth away, and the lust 
thereof: but he that doeth the will of 
God abideth for ever.” This “will of 
God" is known in Christian Science 
also as the will of Principle, the will 
of the one Mind, Truth, Life and Love, 
for if the will of matter or the flesh 
is proved to be an erring sense forc- 
ing mortals into tormenting fears, in- 
cessant troubles, subtle sins, distress- 
ing disease, and direful death, then the 
will of divine Principle, when properly 
proved, produces the opposite y*esults, 
and awakens mortals to moral cour- 
age, increasing purity, abounding 
health, unlimited harmony, and eternal 
Life. 

Its Practical Application 

Granting, then, as all Christians do, 
that God is the one infinite Spirit, or 
Mind, the omnipotent All-in-all, the 
question arises, that all-absorbing 
practical question which vitally inter- 
ests all mortals, How is this divine 
Principle of the allness of good to be 
applied in the lives of mortals? How 
is it to save us from the fears, wicked- 
ness, and suffering continually expe- 
rienced in mortal life? Christian 
Science answers that as tffe means is 
plain, the method is equally so. To 
begin with, the reference already made 
to the pupil applying the principle and 
rules of mathematics to overcome er- 
ror, is a fair illustration of how God 
and His spiritual laws should be ap- 
plied in the minds of mortals to over- 
come there the errors of existence. 
The truth about the principle of mathe- 
matics dawns upon the striving 
thought of the pupil, and in this ratio 
tho error disappears; just so, the truth 
about the infinite Principle of Life, 
God, the truth that Spirit is infinite 
and omnipotent, dawns upon the recep- 
tive thought, and exactly in the same 
ratio do the discordant and false mate- 
rial beliefs of life in matter vanish. In 
mathematics this is called demonstra- 
tion, and it is called the same in Chris- 
tian Science. To demonstrate the all- 
ness, omnipotence, and perfection of 
divine Principle, therefore, becomes 
the whole duty of mankind, and in pro- 
portion as this is done, the lives of 
mortals are brought into harmony with 
God, and salvation and perfection are 
attained. No movement should he 
made, no work undertaken, no thought 
should be given to the body, no thought 
projected into consciousness, before it 
is first weighed by spiritual Truth and 
Love and not found wanting. 

Prayer 

This method of believing and affirm- 
ing with absolute certainty that God is 
just what the Bible implies Him to be, 
namely All-in-all, and believing, as 
Jesus taught, that the things one right- 
eously asks for shall come to pass, in- 
dicates something of the true nature of 
prayer according to Christian Science. 
Proving the divine Principle of his 
being in the destruction of sin. sick- 
ness, and death is a practical and cer- 
tain illustration of true prayer which 
should appeal to every earnest Chris- 
tian. Instead of being prayerless, as 
some have imagined, Christian Scien- 
tists, in so far as they practice their 
Science, live lives of continual prayer. 
They pray morning, noon, and night; 
they pray before they work, eat, or 
sleep. The Christian Scientist prays, 
not to beseech the infinite to grant 
s-me personal desire, or to inform the 
All-wisdom of something God does not 
already know, but he conscientiously 
affirms the truth of being, and denies 
the errors of belief, opens one door of 
his thought and shuts the other, until 
harmony, health, and peace are 
brought into und govern his conscious- 
ness und his prayer has been an- 
swered. This pruyer is not, therefore, 
u blind belief in a personal deity, nor 
a wavering faith in a fur-away, mys- 
terious God, but <t is a faith which 
lias advanced to spiritual understand- 
ing, and become settled, certaiu, und 
alwuys available. 

The Ulble declares, "Ho that cometh 
to God must believe that he is, and 
that ho is a rewurder of them that 
diligeutly seek him." Salvation does 

I uot follow a blind personal belief in 
a personal God or a persouul savior; 
if it did, we should not be admon- 
ished to work out our owu salvation, 


or be told, "He that overcometh shall 
Inherit all things." This work of 
overcoming can only effectively be 
done according to a divine Principle 
and rule, and this Principle and rule*’ 
must sooner or later be understood by 
each individual in order to “put off 
the old man with' his deeds" and in- • 
habit the kingdom of harmony. Blind 
faith is ignorant of sin and how tcx| 
handle it; it knows not how to un- 
cover and rebuke error, therefore this 
fatal omission prevents the answer to 
its prayers. Blind faith accomplishes 
some measure of good; good motives 
could hardly fall to reap some reward, 
but mental blindness, Mrs.^Jddy ex- 
plains, "clings fast to iniquity’* 
(Science and Health, p. 448), and 
naught else than enlightened spiritual 
understanding will uncover and de- 
stroy the manifold delusions of sin, 
sickness, and death. 

Disease and Its Remedy t 

Gaining an understanding of Spirit 
and the omnipotent power of spiritual 1 
laws, and an understanding of the 
false nature of matter and of mortal 
mind and material laws, the seeker 
is armed successfully to cope with 
any human discord. Is it then sur- 
prising that he should presume to at-* 
tempt to heal disease as well as sin? ,» 
What Is disease that it should elude 
the minister and be assigned to the 
physician, and what is sin that it 
should defy the physician and be al- 
lotted to the minister? From whence 
originated both? From God? No, 
neither the one more than the other. 
Jesus’ identical handling of sin and 
disease should long ago have con- ‘ 
vinced the world that they have aa 
identical source. Centuries ago Da- 
vid wrote: "Fools because of their 
transgression, and because of their 
iniquities, are afflicted. . . . Then they 
cry unto the Lord in their trouble, 
and he ... sent his word, and healed 
them, and delivered them from their 
destructions.” Christian Science lias 
undeniably demonstrated that much 
of the so-called chronic and incurable 
disease is caused by hidden or willful 
sin, and very few physicians today 
will contradict this. Then it is true 
that they both have their origin in 
thought; their cause cannot be in 
matter, since matter is nonintelligent. 
Their remedy is that power which will 
permanently heal *the thought-cause, 
and this remedy is the Word of God 
scientifically understood, which, in 
the words of the Bible, "is quick, and 
powerful, and sharper than any two- 
edged sword, piercing even to the di- 
viding asunder of soul and spirit, and 
of the joints and marrow, and is a 
dlscerner of tho thoughts and intents . 
of the heart.” 

My friends, to one who has proved 
this truth for over a quarter of a cen- 
tury, as I have done, and witnessed 
the Principle of Christian Science heal 
nearly every known disease and sin, 
this is not a theory but a fact. It can 
no longer he sa'id, as was stated in the 
"Medical Record." that it 1 b doubtful 
whether the sum total of diseases is 
uny less than it was before the medi- 
cal profession reached its present high 
standing, and that "in the opinion of 
some medical men diseases are on the 
increase." Mrs. Eddy writes in Sci- 
ence and Health (p. 404), "Healing the 
sick and reforming the sinner are one 
and the same thing in Christian Sci- 
ence. Both cures require the Bame 
method and are inseparable in Truth,”. 
This cannot longer be doubted when 
spiritual sense versus material sense 
is clearly understood. Fear and sin, ' 
Christian Scienoe teaches, are ele- 
ments of all disease, and fear is the 
cause of the majority of human trou- 
bles. The understanding of Christian 
Science prevents fear and heals fear, 
and in this ulone Christian Science is 
a priceless benefaction to the human 
race. Established on the rock of spir- 
itual understanding, you will no 
longer fear “the fury of the oppress- 
or," or what mortal man or mortal be- 
lief can do unto you, for possessing 
consciously the sense of divine reality* 
and protection, “where is the fury of 
the oppressor?” 

Fallacy of Human Will, mind Faith 

Christian Science teaches that the 
real power in the universe is necessa- 
rily Spirit, Mind, God, und that in the 
final anulyals, whatever the tempo- 
rary evidence may be to the contrary, 
there really cannot be any other 
power than God. If mutter in its dif- 
ferent forms cunnot cure the sick, no 
more cun its false und suppositional 
uieutul cause, mortal mind or human 
(Continued on Puge 3.) * 
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will, do so, both being the same In 
quality and powerless. The human 
will expresses the selfish, aggressive, 
and therefore false nature of mortal 
mind. This false mentality appears 
to control human beings and human 
destiny, but Christian Science shows 
that in proportion as the evidence of 
the material senses, when it testifies 
to sin, disease, or any discord, is ques- 
tioned and rejected through an under- 
standing gained only by Christian 
Science, then a higher sense of being, 
purely educational and more nearly 
spiritual, supplants the false control 
and establishes an improved condition 
of mind and body. How much better 
it is for any human being to educate 
himself in this, the spiritual way, than 
to follow the narrow, limited systems 
in vogue! Human experience shows 
that these do not tend to encourage 
and build up the better side of human 
character, and that the effect of mere 
mortal mind influence upon mortals is 
stupefying and degrading rather than 
elevating and inspiring. Human will 
has no more intelligence or power to 
heal the sick than matter has, for they 
are kindred and inseparable from the 
beginning. A falsity may seem at 
times to change another falsity, but 
this appearance is deceptive or mes- 
meric. In the words of Jesus, “the 
last state of that man is worse than 
the first." One error cannot destroy 
another error. 

What is called the influence of the 
human will is aggressive, not Chris- 
tian, and is known as mesmerism or 
hypnotism. It is the very opposite of 
the uplifting and strengthening na- 
ture of spiritual thought or divine 
Mind, which awakens, upbuilds, and 
regenerates. The healing action of 
Christian Science is the exact opposite 
of systems founded upon the use of 
blind faith and human will, and as the 
beliefs of mortal mind are legion, 
such systems are legion in name and 
variety. Departing in a degree from 
matter into the realm of mind, their 
methods would sometimes deceive the 
unwary, who may associate them with 
Christian Science, but material sense 
cannot possibly be related to spiritual 
sense, nor be a departure therefrom. 
This wide distinction must be clearly 
understood, as it will be in the pro- 
portion that the oneness and allness 
of divine Mind are discerned, and this 
Principle and operation of Christian 
Science are demonstrated. Then it no 
longer can be thought that the oper- 
ation of Christian Science is the mere 
parrotlike act of saying there is no 
sickness, or that trouble is nothing. 
Sin und disease cannot be cured by 
any such method of superficial and 
shallow suggestion. Suggestion is an 
implement of the human will, and 
does not destroy the cause of disease. 

Operation of Christian Science 

The operation of Christian Science 
in hdaling disease and overcoming sin 
is the action of the divine Mind, God, 
the Principle and power of the uni- 
verse through good thoughts, that is, 
thoughts which, admitting that they 
have action and power, are equally 
good for everything and everybody in 
creation. These thoughts come to a 
human being througn the* study of 
Christian Science, and reveal this di- 
vine power which is omnipotent, and 
make this divine power available in 
proportion as it is understood und 
accepted by means of such thoughts. 
In this sense, und in this sense alone 
is the operation of Christian Science 
the operation of good thought on evil 
thought, true thought on error, and 
the effect is the same as the effect of 
an all-powerful positive upon its neg- 
ative, us, for instance, the effect of 
light upon darkness. As light is re- 
flected from the sun and annihilates 
darkness, just so the qualities of di- 
vine Truth and ^.ove are retlected by 
oue'u purified consciousness, and pen- 
etrate und destroy any dark, evil, dis- 
eased, or fearing condition of thought 


in human consciousness. It is the 
realization of the allness and omnipo- 
tence of Spirit or divine Mind which 
constitutes this spiritual reflection, 
and when spiritual reflection heals 
the sick or the sinner, error and evil 
are cast out, and the cause and the ef- 
fect of the disease are then, and only 
then, fully and permanently destroyed. 
Spiritual reflection will uproot and 
entirely remove what willful sugges- 
tion only smooths over or changes into 

different evil form. 

The relapse of disease and its con- 
tinuance in new forms, a difficulty so 
prevalent and mysterious under ma- 
terial modes of treatment, is now un- 
derstood, and such experiences are 
not possible when divine Principle 
has destroyed the evil thought-germs 
of mortal mind. It is also under- 
stood in Christian Science that acute, 
chronic, and organic forms of disease 
are only in essence more or less 
deeply seated states and stages of 
mortal belief, which require in a like 
degree more positive and radical spir- 
itual realization to heal. 

Jesus the Way-Shower 

My friends, Jesus once said to his 
followers, “He that believeth on me, 
the works that I do shall he do also; 
and greater works than these shall he 
do." It is quite universally accepted 
that Jesus did his healing works 
through spiritual means and methods, 
through his spiritual understanding 
of God, and not by means of drugs, 
blind faith, or will power. Surely 
Jesus meant that his followers should 
understand what he understood and 
work as he worked. Otherwise how 
could he be the Way-shower? He 
must have regarded sickness as men- 
tal, the same as he regarded sin, and 
he cast them both out of mind, as 
when healing the palsied man, he said, 
"Thy sins be forgiven thee,” and to 
the man who had been physically in- 
firm, "Sin no more, lest a worse thing 
come unto thee." If Jesus understood 
that his Father was our Father, as he 
declared, he certainly knew that this 
spiritual Father was the one Spirit, or 
Mind, and desired that his followers 
have this same Mind that was in him- 
self. Moreover that they employ the 
intelligence and understanding of this 
divine Mind to overcome every ill. 

Jesus daily proved the divine Prin- 
ciple of his being, the oneness and 
allness of divine Mind, by casting out 
the sins and errors of mortal mind, 
and it was the cross or burden of his 
career that his mission to humanity 
was so little comprehended, and that 
they were unready to understand the 
“many things” of the kingdom of 
heaven, which he strove by parable 
and similitude to teach was within 
them, a condition of Mind here and 
now, and not a condition of matter to 
be hoped for hereafter. Is it not prob- 
able that Jesus would experience the 
same anguish could he be here in the 
flesh today, witnessing the terrible 
hatred, conflict, want, and woe con- 
suming the world simply because 
most mortals have failed as yet to un- 
derstand the mesmeric nature of ma- 
terial sense in its subtle, selfish, wil- 
ful, and autocratic processes? It is 
indeed encouraging that the leaven 
of divine Principle in the spirit of 
world-wide justice and individual lib- 
erty is seen to be overturning and 
uniting in one Mind the people of the 
earth. Is not this a forerunner of the 
eventual dawning in every conscious- 
ness of the love and purity, the heal- 
ing and peace, of the impersonal 
Christ. Mrs. Eddy maps the way to 
this universal harmony when she says 
in Science and Health (p. 467), “It 
should be thoroughly understood that 
all men have one Mind, one God and 
Father, one Life, Truth, and Love. 
Mankind will become perfect in pro- 
portion as this fact becomes apparent, 
war will^cease and the true brother- 
hood of man will be established." 

Jesus ami the Christ 

Among the many remarkable state- 
ments in the writings of St. Paul is 
this one, “Henceforth know we no 
man after the flesh: yea. though we 
have known Christ after the flesh, yet 
now henceforth know we him no 
more.” This would seem to mean that 
Paul recognized two distinct charac- 
ters, namely, a temporal man, Christ 
after the flesh, or Jesus, and the real 
man. Christ after the Spirit, or Christ 
the Son of God. It was thus that 
Jesus seemed to recognize himself, as 
when he spoke of himself as the son 
of man cr of Mary, who had come in 
the flesh to he the Way-shower, and 
as Christ the son of God, one before 
Abraham with the Father, who as the 
spiritual idea of God was to be mani- 
fested through the spiritual conscious- 
ness of Jesus, and save Jesus from 
the sins of the world. 

This is the teaching of Christian 
Science which removes the mystery 
and confusion from mortal’s belief in 
this wonderful dual personality, and 
distinctly separates the spiritual from 
the material, which is a vital idea for 
all men to understand and demon 
strate. Christian Science teaches that 
each mortal must awaken and dis- 
cover in himself the spiritual idea, or 
Christ, which is “born, not of blood 
nor of the will of the flesh, nor of the 
will of man, but of God.” This idea 
of man is thq true man, the Christ 
man, the image and likeness of God. 
our real selfhood. The Christ, Truth, 
in human thought, in the measure that 
it is gained and maintained is the 
same spiritual consciousness which 
enables one to enst out orror and to 
heal the sick. Then it cun never be 
said that Christian Scientists do not 
recognize Jesus, or that they “do not 
pray to Christ.” On the contrary, 
Jesus is accepted more clearly and 
gratefully than ever before for Just 
what he claimed himself to be, und 
for his selfless and matchless mission 
to mankind. As for praying to Christ, 
they do us Jesus did, that is, pray 
through the Christ, ruther than to the 
Christ. Every good thought of Chris- 
tian Scientists in their continual 
prayers must reflect the Christ, Truth, 
for the Christ is the active idea of 
Spirit, which destroys error and in- 
harmony and brings an answer to 
their prayers. 

The reverence which Christian 
Science bestows upon the ideal Christ, 
and upon Jesus, the highest human ex- 
ample of the perfect man, is impress- 
ive und practical. Christiun Science 
teaches that the Christ is mude maul 
fest through our improved human 
thoughts, through those qualities of 
affection, humility, faithfulness, pa 
tience, compassiou. temperance, mor- 
ality, which uro stepping stones out of 


matter into Spirit. Human thought? 
must be Improved, they must become 
wise and constructive, and these suc- 
cessive rounds of the ladder must be 
mounted step by step before complete 
reality is reached. It may be added 
that the textbook of Christian Science, 
“Science and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures” by Mary linker Eddy, 
mentions Jesus’ name four hundred 
and thirty-four separate times, and 
Christ two hundred and five additional 
times. Indeed Mrs. Eddy’s veneration 
of Jesus has been most evident to all 
who have known her, and long ago she 
established a rule Incorporated in the 
by-laws of The Mother Church that 
“careless comparison or Irreverent ref- 
erence to Christ Jesus is abndrmal in 
a Christian Scientist, and is prohibit- 
ed" (Manual, Art. VIII, Sec. 3). The 
gentle, patient, compassionate, selfless 
Savior will through Christian Science 
become to posterity a mightier and 
more practical example because Chris- 
tian Science is helping to explain what 
Jesus meant when he said, “That 
which is born of the flesh is flesh; and 
that which is born of the Spirit is 
spirit.” Science and Health (p. 25) 
says, "The divinity of the Christ was 
made manifest in the humanity of 
Jesus." 

The Bible 

It is not to be wondered at that a 
fleshly sense has during the material 
ages crept into the Bible and partially 
obscured the original divinely inspired 
meaning of the Scriptures. The same 
scientific separation between the spir- 
itual Christ and the personality of 
Jesus, which must be made when read- 
ing about Christ Jesus, naturally must 
be definitely made between Spirit and 
matter when reading the entire 
Bible. Then the healing and saving 
currents of true spirituality will be 
discerned on every page, and the dear 
old Bible, which to so many has been 
an ancient writing, thought by them 
to be now inconsistent and impractic- 
able, will be found to be the same in- 
spired Word of God, and it will be on 
every man’s table, his chief guide to 
eternal Life. 

Science and Health and .Mrs. Eddy 

The key which unlocks the inspired 
meaning of this guide is rapidly at- 
taining its rightful place in the 
thoughts of men. Mrs. Eddy named 
this key “Science and Health with Key 
to the Scriptures.’’ This inspired book 
requires when reading it the same 
definite separation between Spirit and 
matter to he made as does the Bible; 
then it will be understood and this un- 
derstanding will heal the reader, as it 
has done in innumerable cases. Some 
familiar words and terms used in 
Science and Health may at first seem 
incongruous, and this is, as Mrs. Eddy 
has explained, because she found in 
material language a great scarcity of 
words to express the right spiritual 
idea, but had to use such words as 
were available. 

A wrong sense has often been taken 
of the true meaning of Christ Jesus 
and of the Bible. This is also the case 
with “Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures." for such is the per- 
versity and tenactiy of the material 
mind, and if this material and per- 
sonal judgment has influenced thought 
toward Science and Health, it is not 
surprising that it has done likewise 
toward Mrs. Eddy herself. Prejudice, 
ignorance, and distrust, however, give 
way before the facts. Those so erro- 
neously influenced, who afterward 
come to know Mrs. Eddy, invariably 
experience a total change of feeling. 
How true are her written words. “It 
is self-evident that the discoverer of 
an eternal truth cannot be a temporal 
fraud" (Miscellany, p. 143). 

Salvation 

And now, my friends, for a complete 
exposition of Christian Science, we al- 
ways recommend the inquirer to read 
the Christian Science textbook, “Sci- 
ence and Health with Key to the Scrip- 
tures.” This book can be obtained at 
any Christian Science reading room. 
Science and Health should be read 
at first slowly, and if read w r ith 
humble, hungering, and thirsting de- 
sire to know the Truth, the accurate 
statements therein will quickly appeal 
to the reason and hold the interest, 
until tlie reader gradually discovers 
for himself the divine Principle and 
rules of right thinking which heal and 
save. Heaven is not a region nor 
locality to be entered physically, but 
it is a state of purified consciousness, 
a state of spiritual understanding, n 
salvation from sin, sickness, and death 
Death, devil, hell, sin, disease, and 
disaster are the experiences of "the 
old man," which St Paul insists must 
be “put off.” Christian Science shows 
that they are not the facts of being, 
but are only illusions of material con- 
sciousness which must be worked out 
of, and in the ratio that this is done, 
salvation is attained. Will you choose 
the material, afflictive, and perishable, 
or will you choose the health-giving, 
joy-inspiring, and permanent? "Choose 
you this day whom ye will serve; 
whether the gods which your fathers 
served thut were on the other side of 
tiie flood, or the gods of the Amorites, 

... as for me and my house," said 
Joshua, "we will serve the Lord.' 
Christian Scientists are the most joy- 
ous people in the world, because they 
strive to serve the Lord in Truth and 
spiritual understanding. But they 
know that they do not serve the Lord 
by going to sleep at their posts, or by 
crying "peace, peace; when there is no 
peace," or by ignoring, excusing, or 
evading evil in any form. Girt with 
the 8W’oril of Truth and Love, a Chris 
tian Scientist as a Christian soldier 
marching as to war. goes forward into 
1)01116 to vanquish the Goliath of ma- 
terial sense. Clad in the armor of 
spiritual understanding, roused to the 
demands of divine Principle, he wres 
ties valiantly with the foe of imper- 
sonal error from within and from 
without, and. having done all, he 
-stands, until error, having no further 
support, surrenders, und destroys it 
self. This spiritual consciousness is 
the real vision, and "where there is no 
vision," the Bible says, "the people 
perish." This power of spiritual con 
sciousness is a present reality and f 
present possibility. The vision “shall 
speak, and not lie," says the prophet, 
"though it tarry, wait for it; because 
it will surely come," aud this "accept 
ed time," Paul Baid. is now. “Now is 
the duy of salvation," and it will be 
experienced by you according to your 
wiilinguess and readiness to receive it 
"For the earth shall be filled with the 
knowledge of the glory of the Lord, as 
the wuters cover the sea."

EDITORIAL 


The success of the United War Work 
Campaign in this city is largely due 
to the splendid work done by the in- 
dividual solicitors under the direc- 
tion of the captains and chairmen of 
the different villages. And this in 
torn is largely due to the careful or- 
ganization which had been 'built up 
by the general committee, headed by 
Mr. Henry J. Nichols and assisted by 
Messrs. James A. Stafford and William 
I>. Nugent Special praise is also due 
to Mrs. Frank H. Stewart for the ex- 
traordinary success with the Victory 
Girls movement and to Mayor Childs 
for similar work with the Victory 
Boys. A total subscription of over 
$300,000 from this city is truly re- 
markable and emphasizes anew the 
fact that in the work of caring for our 
boys across the water there is neither 
Catholic nor Protestant. Jew nor 
Gentile, but all are true Americans. 
So be it. 

Mr. William H. Zoller, the comp- 
troller of the committee is entitled to 
more than a word of praise, for his 
task has been most difficult. With 
hundreds of subscriptions continually 
coming in from volunteer workers in 
all manner of shape many of them in 
small amounts, it is no small job to 
keep accurate accounts, care for the 
money and see that each village is 
given proper credit. Mr. Zoller has 
performed excellent work under these 
trying conditions and fully deserves 
the gratitude of the community. 


We do not believe the community as 
a whole realizes the serious condition 
of the street railways of the state in 
.-general and of the local companies in 
particular. The recent street railway 
strike here gave us some idea of the 
-condition which would arise if street 
railway service was discontinued or 
abandoned, but much of that incon- 
venience was discounted on the ground 
p£ patriotism and would not be en- 
dured as an ordinary matter. The 
public ought not to expect the finan- 
cial interests of the community to con- 
tinue to furnish it with transporta- 
tion either at cost or at a loss, and 
tthat is exactly what is being done to- 
fciay. The solution is taxing the best 
minds of the country and will prob- 
ably be reached only through a series 
of experiments, as Alderman Harri- 
man so clearly states. It certainly 
will not be reached if nothing is at- 
tempted or nothing done, and certainly 
will not be reached if the foolish bug- 
bear of "precedent” is made a stumb- 
ling block. We are up against a con- 
dition and not a theory, and we thor- 
oughly believe that every possible ex- 
pedient should betried before we sink* 
to the level of public ownership of our 
transportation facilities, with all its 
political possibilities and high cost of 
service. 


Alderman McCarthy has struck a 
popular chord in suggesting that the 
new streets of the future should be 
named after the men who have laid 
down their lives for the country. And 
yet a resolution of that kind is of 
little real value, for it will only have 
effect during the life of the city gov- 
ernment which acted upon it and fu- 
ture city governments cannot be 
bound by what the aldermen did last 
Monday night.

FATAL TROLLEY ACCIDENT 


Mrs. Achsah II. Kendall of Institu- 
tion avenue, Newton Centre, was 
killed and Mrs. Emma S. Preston of 
Chester street. Newton Highlands and 
Mrs. ljavinia Sahlin of Newbury ter- 
race. Newton Centre, wore injured in 
a serious street railway accident 
which took place Wednesday evening 
at the Lake Street car station on Com 
monwealth avenue. 

The police say that failure of the 
car’s airbrakes was the cause of the 
accident. The car, in charge of Motor- 
man Fred Patient. 301 Washington 
street. Brookline, had been shifted on 
the switch tracks 100 feet from the 
waiting room. Motorman Patient was 
changing the trolley for the intown 
run when the car unexpectedly start- 
ed. It quickly gathered headway on 
the steep incline above the station 
and smashed into the light building, 
toppling two trolley poles on its way.

Mrs. Preston suffered a fracture of 
the left leg and scalp wounds and Mrs. 
Sahlin. was lacerated on the cheek and 
head. . 

Henry Centre was standing on the 
platform when the car struck the 
waiting room. His injuries were not 
serious. 

No passengers were aboard the car 
when it started, and as the motorman 
was outside working with the trolley, 
it was empty when it struck the wait- 
ing room. Elevated officials gave no 
explanation of the cause of the acci- 
dent, For an hour after the accident 
traffic was tied up on the lines near 
the Lake street station.

PROFESSOR TALBOT’S LECTURE 


Red Cross Audience Told About 

Chemistry and the War and Enter- 
tained with Striking Experiments 

Dr. Henry P. Talbot in his lecture, 
Wednesday evening, at the Newton 
High School, for the benefit of the 
Newton Chapter of the Red Cross, 
told of the importance to the world 
of nitrogen both in times of peace 
and times of war. Nitrogen is the 
chief element in fertilizers as well as 
in most explosives. It is the element 
that increases the fertility of the 
earth and assures good crops and at 
the same time the element that enables 
man to.send through the ajr for many 
miles, with deadly accuracy, death 
dealing shells and bombs. One of the 
fruits of the war is that the chemists 
have developed methods which wiM 
make the world fairly independent of 
the natural deposits which have 
sources of nitrogen and will enable it 
by modern chemistry to draw upon the 
inexhaustable supply of nitrogen in 
the atmosphere. Great plants have 
been and are being built which will 
make commercial use of these methods 
and furnish the country with nitrates 
for use in agriculture and in the mak- 
ing of explosives. Dr. Talbot gave the 
audience practical illustrations of the 
comparative rapidity of the combus- 
tion of gun powder, gun cotton and 
smokeless powder. He gave an idea 
of smoke screens by starting a minia- 
ture one on the platform, he burned 
flare and signal powders and illus- 
trated the use of tracer bullets. In 
explaining incendiary bombs, some for 
use in setting fire to fields of grains 
and others to set fire to buildings, his 
demonstration of the intense heat of 
burning thermite was particularly 
striking. In holders, swinging from 
the same standard, four small iron 
crucibles were ranged one above the 
other with a graphite crucible be- 
neath the lowest one. A small amount 
of thermite in the top crucible was 
set afire and almost instantly the bot- 
tom of the crucible melted away like 
butter and ran a molten stream 
through the bottoms of the other three 
the whole mass dropping into the 
graphite crucible. In explaining gas 
and gas masks Dr. Talbot with the 
stereopticon illustrated the way in 
which gas attacks were made and also 
illustrated tho construction of gas 
masks. Tho doctor exhibited a 
number of masks and Dr. Maguire 
gave a practical demonstration of 
the way in which the masks are 
worn so as to be in readiness 
and of the rapidity with which 
one can be put on when the word of 
warning is given.

The problems ahead of us must be 
solved by the community working to- 
gether and cannot he by any one 
group. She told of the new’ hoard 
which Is looking to keep tabs on all 
employees and thereby ultimately dc 
awnv with what is called "the turn- 
over” of labor. Records are to be 
kept so that it will he impossible for 
great bodies of workers to leave ono 
town nnd go to another because higher 
wages have been offered there. 

Her department secured the pas- 
sage of a bill last year providing that 
the women in elsvator service may re- 
ceive compensation in case of acci- 
dents. An investigation of the con- 
ditions of Day Nurseries in Boston 
hns been made, and in consequence a 
hill providing for the registering and 
licensing of them will be presented to 
the legislature this year, for which 
she bespoke the support of the club. 

About three or four milion women 
have gone into Industry during the 
war. and with the closing of the war 
the redistribution of labor is going to 
be an uphill, hard and unemotional 
niece of work, but it is the great work 
before us.

November 30 is the last day boxes 
can be received and inspected by the 
Red Cross, but it earnestly advises 
each one to obtain box and mail It 
Immediately, so as to insure delivery 
by Christmas day. 

It is suggested that each one apply- 
ing for a box 'bring their Christmas 
gifts with them and have them in- 
spected and packed at once. The 
limit is three pounds; size of box 
9''x3''x4'', and the postage is 10 cents. 
The Red Cross will furnish wrapping 
puper and string.

The records of the Board of Health 
show that there is a slight recurrence 
of Influenza in the City, and, while it 
has not yet assumed alarming pro- 
portions, the Board considers it wise 
to urge the public not to relax its 
precautions against infection. 

All persons with colds should con- 
sult a physician at once and be guided 
absolutely by his advice. They should 
also be very careful to cover the nose 
and mouth with a handkerchief when 
sneezing or coughing, as the spray 
caused by these acts transmits infec- 
tion to others. v 

Well persons should be careful about 
coming in close contact with persons 
who have colds and In general avoid 
travelling in crowded vehicles and 
should consult a physician on the first 
signs of illness. 

In conclusion, the Board would ask 
the cooperation of the public in re- 
porting any cases which seem to need 
assistance.

AUBURNDALE BROTHERHOOD 


The Auburndale Brotherhood held 
its first meeting of the season Tues- 
day evening. Supper was served, and 
a large gathering was present, with 
many women friends. The speaker 
was Lieut. Vittorio Orlandini, of the 
Italian army, who is a brother-in-law 
of the late Gov. Curtis Guild. Lieut. 
Orlandini gave a vivid picture of af- 
fairs in Italy before and during the 
war. He spoke of how Italy was 
compelled to be neutral for a time, 
and of the circumstances that drew 
her Into the war. He told how the 
country was hundicapped by lack of 
a fuel supply, and how this interfered 
with the work of operating the muni- 
tion plants. The women of Italy had 
made wonderful sacrifices, as they not 
merely gave up their sons and hus- 
bands, hut they gave themselves by 
going into the factories to do the 
work.

“Woman’s clubs 


The all-day aorvice meeting of the 
Waban Woman’s Club, held on Mon 
day last, was largely attended, and 
many sets of pajamas wero made. An 
attractive luncheon was served, after 
which there was a short business 
meeting. 

Mrs. George M. Angler made a plea 
for more Red Cross workers and em- 
phasized the necessity for keeping on 
with war relief work. 

The chief message brought to the 
club by the delegate to the recent 
State Federation meeting is the need 
of helping to get legislation through 
on two important bills — one for the 
licensing of day nurseries and the 
other for a paycopathlc hospital at 
Sherborn. 

Following the business meeting Mr. 
Hector M. Holmes of Waban gave a 
very Interesting talk on "European 
Impressions during the Summer of 
1918." Mr. Holmes went to France in 
.May when the French were passing 
through their greatest period of anx- 
iety due to the big guns and the air 
raids. These two things had a bad 
effect on the morale of the French 
people. Probably people in this coun- 
try did not realize that hundreds of 
thousands were leaving Paris at that 
time, and that even the embassy was 
making preparations to leave the city. 
The danger of civil trouble, due to the 
socialistic tendencies of the working 
man in Paris, passed when the Ger- 
mans were stopped at Chateau Thier- 
ry. The danger from the German 
shells was tremendous, but the air 
raids were a little leas troublesome — 
the chief objection to the latter being 
continued loss of sleep. Though the 
life of Paris seemed to go on about 
as usual and there was the customary 
smile In greetings, underneath it all 
the French people were very sad not 
only for their sorrow for the past, but 
anxiety for the future, for to keep on 
was a horror, but to stop was also a 
horror, as they knew not what peace 
would bring to them. 

In June Mr. Holmes went to Italy, 
where he found the situation no more 
encouraging than in France, as the 
Austrians were then driving down 
upon Venice. The government was 
having a hard time to keep up the 
morale because the feelings of the 
Italians, even though anti-Austrian, 
were not so strongly anti-German, 
and the working class was a great 
concern. The speaker touched upon 
the favorable impression made by the 
American army in Europe; the fine 
work of the various units, hospitals 
and organizations; and also of the 
three great men who are held In such 
high esteem — General Foch. General 
Pershing and President Wilson. He 
wished that every American could 
have been In Europe this past sum- 
mer to have seen the spirit "over 
there" and to realize how much our 
help is appreciated. 

The next meeting of the club will be 
held on Monday, December 2, when 
Mrs. Mabel A. Crawford will give cur- 
rent events. 


WEST NEWTON MEN’S CLUB 


Village’s Part In War Drives— Recon- 
struction Problems 

The Men’s Club of West Newton 
held Its annual meeting and dinner 
Tuesday evening in the ParlBb House 
of the Congregational Church. 

Henry Whitmore, president of the 
Club, presided. About 100 were pres- 
ent. Mr. Whltmoro presented the fol- 
lowing figures of sums raised in West 
Newton for the various War funds: 
Women’s War Work, $20,000, the 
quota expected being only $14,400; 
third Liberty \joan, $975,000; Red 
Cross, $52,000; Fourth Liberty 
Ix>an, $1,750,000; War Work Drive, 
over $61,000. 

Mr. Whitmore expressed apprecia- 
tion of the work of the women In 
these campaigns. 

He then asked all present to stand 
while he read the names of the soldiers 
from West Newton who had died in 
the service during the year. Those 
were Richard Blodgett, Philip W. 
Davis, John Rellley, Robert Downing, 
Ellery Peabody, Jr. 

The president read a selection from 
Lowell’s "Commemoration Ode." 

The secretary-treasurer’s report 
showed a membership of 184, and $250 
In the treasury. These officers were 
chosen: James A. Hutchinson, presi- 
dent; Leon B. Rogers, vice president; 
Edward G. Perry, secretary-treasurer. 

An address was then given by Hen- 
ry I. Harriman, president of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce on Reconstruc- 
tion problems. He expected that the 
restrictions on trade In this country 
would soon be removed. He thought 
if there was no control of export trade, 
the demands for foods and certain 
materials might create a runaway 
market, so that the export business 
would have to be controlled to keep 
prices reasonable.

PROBLE M S O f P EACE 

Congressman-Elect Luce Makes Interesting Ad- 
dress Before Newton Board ol Trade 


The Nowton Board of Trade ro- j 
anmed Ita activities for the season 
With a banquet and meeting on Tues- 
day 6vening at its rooms in Claflin 
Block, Nowtonville. The chief feature 
oit the evening was the splendid ad- 
dress on the Problems of Peace by 
Cbngressman-eloct Robert Luce of 
this districts Senator-elect Thomas 
Weston, Jr., of this city was also a 
guest and speaker. 

About fifty members sat down to the 
banquet at seven o’clock aud enjoyed 
a social meeting for about an hour. 

At the business meeting at which 
President Sidney R. Porter was in 
tho chair the resignation of Secretary 
Harold Moore as a delegate I© the 
Massachusetts Chamber of Commerce 
was accepted and Mr. J. Weston Allen 
elected in his stead. The following 
nominating committee was appointed: 
F. H. Franklin, H. W. Orr. T. W. 
Travis, W. O. Harris, W, B. McMullin, 
Walter Winn, and F. L. Crawford. 

Senator-elect Thomas Weston, Jr., 
was tho first speaker and spoke briefly 
of the work of the Legislature with 
.special reference to two measures of 
Tam year. The Boston Elevated situa- 
tion he said, had occupied the time of 
two important committees for several 
weeks. The 8-cent fare to be paid 
beginning next Monday was due he be- 
lieved to the greatly tocnensed cost of 
men and materials. Cars bought 5 
years ago for $10,500 now cost $27,000, 
The Company pays subway rentals of 
$1,400,000. He believed that the car 
rider ought not to pay the full amount 
but that the public and tho city ought 
to contribute. The necnnd matter re- 
lated to the payment of $10 bounty to 
Massachusetts^jnen in the Bervioe. 
When the United States entered the 
war it paid its men $15 a month. 
Massachusetts w’as then paying its 
state militia $25 per month when on 
active duty and the TID payment was 
designed to make up this difference. 
Now the Federal government pays its 
men ^80 a month and the' need for this 
$10 payment had entirely ceased. We 
have about 190,000 men ill service and 
$1© each would mean $1,900,000 
month or $21,000,000 a year and would 
increase the property tax in Newton 
about $0.79 per $1000. In addition the 
War Department urged the Legisla- 
ture not to pass 'the bill because it 
would give Massachusetts men work- 
ing right alongside men from other 
* states larger pay and disturb the 
morale of the :army. The bill was de- 
feated by Republican votes 'but will 
surely come up again at the coming 
session. 

It is difficult to give a resume of Mr. 
Luce’s remarks. He Uiscussed with 
sound logic the reasons for the present 
t high prices and discontent, and pre 
sented the problems, as lie said, with 
the hope that he could receive some 
- assistance In their sdlution, for he was 
8 till groping for an answer. He said 
that the present high prices were pre- 
dicted in the report of the Commission 
oil the Cost of Living in 1910. He be- 
lieved that there would be a sharp 
’drop in the near future in such articles 
as cotton, wool, and other materials 
used in war demands, hut by and large 
there would not be any material drop 
in present prices on other things. Con- 
ditions are worse in Russia than here.

MEMORIAL SUNDAY 


A pound of bread, which formerly cost 
a cent now costs $1.23, duo to tho fre- 
quent use of the printing press in In- 
flating the currency of the country. 
In this country tho billions wo have 
bonded by inflating the credit, have to 
that extent inflated the volume of 
money, and it would be yearB before 
the world could catch up with the in- 
flation. Incomes have not kept pace 
with prices and the salaries of clergy- 
men, teachers and professional men 
have been virtually cut in half. These 
educated persons believe that some- 
thing is wrong. The lower classes also 
think something is wrong, and Bolshe- 
vikism in Russia is no accident. Hu- 
man nature is the same. The Ger- 
mans have started a revolution and 
here in this country we have the I. W. 
W. and the Non-Partisan Farmers” 
League. 

We shall soon have 2,000,000 sol- 
diers returning to this country, and 
18,000,000 others released from waT 
work, all of whom must seek new oc- 
cupations. What shall we do witih 
them? 

The Pilgrims, he said, looked on hu- 
man suffering with indifference, hut 
the wonderful work of the Red Cross 
indicated the great growth of mercy 
and pity in the world in the last two 
generations. He told of the treatment 
rdf the poor and insane a century ago, 
and contrasted it with the present un- 
precedented sympathy with those who 
cannot make 1 or save money. It was 
hard for us to understand the real 
facts. Statistics show that 7 out of 10 
do not leave at death sufficient estate 
to warrant probate proceedings. 
About one in four leaves more than 
$1000 at death, and 1 in 10 flies a pau- 
per. The average wage just prior to 
the war was $523 a year, anfl probably 
is not more than $700 at the present 
time. He called attention to the va- 
rious servile revolutions in the past, 
growing more frequent in recent years 
and recalled Macahley’s prediction for 
this country. All our large cities 
have the elements 'ol 'Bdlshevikism and 
the French Commune, and he thought 
it probable that these people would 
sometime listen to the flemagfague, and 
that we should see fhe red flag on this 
side of the Atlantic. The British La- 
bor party which he believed would 
soon control ’Parliament, has already 
stated its attitude, which embraces a 
natural miniDram, in -which no one 
would starve or freeze and in which it 
w\us the duty of the state' to give every 
one a chance to wotk; a minimum 
wage, which hi England was about 
$7.50 a week ; im eigltt-hour day, dem- 
ocratic control of industries with all 
public utilities uwned by the state; 
and a change in system of finance, 
abolishing the taxation on consump- 
tion. ana rtf which the income tax was 
a step, 

Mr. Luce declared that socialism 
was already here, that -we were 10 per 
cent, socialistic through our public 
schools, our public streets, sewers and 
water systems. S&cialism was only a 
matter of degree, and it was for us to 
say bow far it should go. He predict- 
ed that the country would never return 
to the old competitive system of rail- 
roading, and we should fintt something 
between that and complete government 
control. Taxation should bu based on

IVftlmn People Object lo Loss of Post 
Office 


Residents of Waban are protesting 
vigorously against the proposition to 
consolidate the Waban post office with 
the office at Newton Highlands, leav- 
ing only a contract station to supply 
stamps, money orders, registered let- 
ters. etc. Several meetings have "been 
held and a delegation of 25 citizens of 
the village went into Boston to pro- 
test to Acting Postmaster Hurley 
against the change. 

The case against the proposal was 
presented by Alderman Angler, Law- 
rence Allen, and George Reinhardt, 
president of the Improvement Society. 
The sentiment of the village seems to 
be unanimous against the idea. While 
most of the actual needs of the village 
might he supplied by a station located 
as proposed at Rhodes drug more, yet 
it is felt that it detracts from the im- 
portance of the village to have its 
post office removed. Waban is a very 
vigorous and rapidly growing commu- 
nity and it resents anything that 
seems like a step backward. 

This is the fourth time this proposal 
has been made. Acting Postmaster 
Hurley was the inspector who recom- 
mended chantre some time ago. so 
he is savd to he much m favor cff tht. 
consolidation. But he has promised 
to come out and see the situation for 
himself.

The following record of the work of 
the Newton Hospital should cause a 
strenuous effort to exceed tho record 
made last year on Hospital Sunday 
when over $40,000 was contributed for 
its support. Now that our thoughts 
are not so burdened with apprehen- 
sion for “over there” we can better 
appreciate what is being done for our 
home folks "over here." 

When Hospital Sunday was in- 
augurated in 1885 there was no thought 
of service outside the boundary lines 
of our own city. It was a local call 
for a local charity — the Newton Hos- 
pital was an untried experiment. 

Years passed; the “experiment” be- 
came one of Newton’s institutions; 
the "charity” one of its protectors. 
The value of trained service was rec- 
ognized and the Training School for 
Nurses was added — a wider service 
was made possible and boundary lines 
began to fade. 

And then came the shadow of a 
great war. The Nation called: prep- 
arations for a wider service had not 
been in vain; all boundary lines were 
swept away and Hospital Sunday will 
have a new significance. Even in this 
"year of appeals” let us not forget 
what we owe to the Newton Hospital. 

The superintendent of the Hospital. 
Miss Mary M. Riddle, was called to 
Camp Devens by the Surgeon General 
to establish one of the first Army 
Training School Units.

The second — 84 
ft. by 22 ft. — was completed in May 
and was first used as a dormitory for 
pupil nur?es and then at a most 
critical time was transformed into a 
ward for nurses, forty of whom were 
stricken with influenza while in the 
performance of duty. The third — 114 
ft. by 22 ft.— was- completed in Septem- 
ber and is used as a dormitory. 

On the first steamer which sailed for 
Halifax after the terrible catastrophe 
in December, the Hospital sent twenty 
mattresses with a full equipment of 
pillows, linen and blankets. A mem- 
ber of the Staff was one of the first 
doctors, from a distance, to reach the 
stricken city. 

When the Newton Branch of the 
American Red Cross did such splendid 
work in establishing an emergency- 
hospital for influenza it was the New- 
ton Hospital Staff which was request- 
ed to take charge of the medical serv- 
ice. Of the sixteen graduate nurses 
in attendance, thirteen, including the 
superintendent and assistant superin- 
tendent, were Newton graduates. 

Much has been said in praise of the 
work — far too little in recognition of 
the heroic service of the trained work- 
ers in both Hospitals, who at the risk 
of their lives toiled on day after day 
in the shadows which were never 
reached by the light of public ap- 
proval — heroes all. 

Many a doctor and many a nurse 
has answered the call of duty and re- 
mained at home when the heart’s de- 
sire was for service abroad. Never 
has there been a greater need of 
trained service at the Hospital than 
during the past year. Let us readme 
record: 

2623 patients were treated in the reg- 
ular wards — two hundred and t 
seventeen more than in any pre-* 
ceding year. 

4S6 in the Out-Patient Department. 

172 in the Orthopedic Clinic for 
Children. 

178 patients in the Hospital at one 
time — the previous record is 130. 

113 patients on an average, evexr 
day in the year. 

Such is the record for 1918. Who 
can measure the value of the Hospital 
and of trained service to meet such a 
call. 

There can be no better appeal than 
that which has just been in. de by the 
War Work Committee: "Give and 
thank God for the privilege.”

HELPFUL HINTS. 

Make tho housework ns light m 
possible, getting every member of the 
family to do hi? 

Thus nil mny 
enjoy the lovely 
summer nnd have 
recreation nnd 
pleasure Instead of 
burdening the 
house-mother with 
tasks others should 
do. Mothers often 
remark : “It Is easier to do a thins 
myself than to see that others do it,” 
but It Is not right to herself nor good 
training for others to be allowed to 
shirk. 

Iron only the hems of the sheets 
when they are to be plnced on the 
beds. No one will know thnt 4i half 
hour has been saved from such Iron- 
ing, n half hour for rest, reading or a 
walk — how much more Important than 
a perfectly Ifoned sheet. 

Gloves which need cleaning may be 
quickly cleaned by moistening flour 
with gasoline and washing the gloves 
on the hands until clean. 

Stains on linen should be moistened 
with peroxide then plnced In the sun. 
If the stnin Is obstinate a second ap- 
plication may be necessary with the 
addition of a little soap. 

Scald a dish or utensil In which fish 
has been cooked with vinogftr and 
water. 

Wood skewers with a bit of cloth 
wrapped around them make fine 
cleaners. They will remove dust from 
corners In wlndowpanes as well as in 
dishes. 

If windows stick, grease the" rope 
with n little fat and put a little 
around the casing. This is good treat- 
ment for a stubborn drawer. 

Fresh blood stains will be quickly 
removed by rubbing well with dry 
starch which absorbs it, and then when 
brushed no stain will be left.- 

Pour a glass of warmed jelly over 
the mutton roast or chops just be- 
fore serving. 

Glossy clothing may be rubbed with 
a piece of emery paper, using a light 
touch. 

Scorched places on linen will be 
taken out If moistened nnd put Into 
strong sunshine. On woolen cloth rub 
with a piece of bread. 

Hot milk with a teaspoonful of sul- 
phur used as a gurgle will relieve a 
sore throat.

ICELAND PROUD OF CULTURE 


Little Nation, Long isolated From the 

Rest of the World, Has Maintained 
Its Spiritual Life. 

There are few nations that can 
point to a brighter record of culture 
than this little nation of one hundred 
thousand people (Iceland), practically 
Isolated on their arctic island for 
nearly one thousand years. Why <lid 
they not revert to barbarism, as* lins 
been the fate of many white groups 
out of touch with outside civilization? 
There is but one answer: The Prome- 
thean flume which kindled the genius 
of the old, now nameless, monks — the 
saga authors — has never died in Ice- 
land. It could not die so long as the 
sagas lived, firing the spiritual life 
of the nation. 

Each period of national prosperity 
since the saga age has seen a revival 
of literary activity. Now Iceland is 
more prosperous in a material way 
than ever lu its history, nnd behold 
there is a pen scratching in every cot- 
tage; there Is a poet apostrophizing 
every waterfall, dedicating the sum- 
mer crop of popples and daffodils, and 
charming, or at least trying to charm, 
the innumerable host of fays and light 
elves, trolls and water sprites and 

landvaettir" which have endowed the 
bleuk hills nnd mountains of Iceland 
witli an immortal soul. — From the Dial. 


~ Fewer Works of Art Imported. 

According to a compilation by the 
National City bank, the value of art 
works imported in 1918 is about $11,- 
000,000, as against $23,000,000 in 1917 
and $35,000,000 in 1914. 

In automobiles the value in 1918 
was about $50,000, against 'nearly $2.* 
000,000 in 1913 and more than $2,000,- 
000 in 1912, while the average value 
per machine imported In 1918 was less 
thuu one-half that before the^ war. 
Decorated clilnaware imported in 1918 
was about $3,500,000 *in value, against 
$8,000,000 in 1914. Almost the same ru- 
tio was shown in decreases of precious 
stones und jewel importations.

Novel by William De Morgan Has 
Counterpart in Real Life-Story 
of Englishman.

The use lie made of his 
convalescence distinguished him. 
Propped up in bed, William De Mor- 
gan wrote his first novel. When he 
wns entirely recovered, lie wrote an- 
other, which was destined to carry on 
Ills fame* around the reading world. 

The book told tho story of an engi- 
neer returned to London after many 
adventures/ There a mishap in tho 
tube enusod hint to lose his memory. 
In the dazed state he lived a new life. 
By chnncc lie met his former wife, fell 
in love with her and married her again. 

Strange ns was De Morgan’s tale— r 
critics said only ho could make it con- 
vincing — London itself lias duplicated 
It from life. 

John Arthur Lewis, a returned sol- 
dier, was lately baled into court for 
absconding with money lie had col- 
lected for Ids employers. 

His Innocence wns easily proved. On 
the collecting trip he had been struck 
by a van and Injured. Bereft of his 
memory he wnndered over England, 
arrived at Ills old home, and was In- 
troduced by__Jhls mother to a young 
woinnn, said to be his wife. 

He refused to accept Ills past until 
one night the' German airmen dropped 
bombs, nnd the shock of the explosion 
restored his memory. Then all came 
back, even the uncompleted day’s 
work of last August. 

History here modifies the ancient ob- 
servation as to truth and fiction. Truth 
is not stranger than good writing. 
Ruther the artist senses probably 
ahead 'of the facts and later reality 
corroborates him. Who knows not at 
least one Enoch Arden? Tennyson 
guessed them all.

EDITORIAL 


— o — 

The fact that fares on the Boston 
Elevated system will increase to eight 
cents next Monday will undoubtedly 
be received with hostility by many 
people who do not or who cannot un- 
derstand the facts. Street car service 
is a commodity — the same as sugar or 
meats, iron or steel. It costs some- 
thing to produce, and if capital is to 
stay in the business the return must 
be large enough to pay the cost and 
interest on the money invested. The 
present conditions which result in 
higher fares cannot wholly be solved 
by legislation and are largely due to 
economic conditions, which in other 
directions has. by this time, been gen- 
erally accepted by the community. 
If motormen and conductors are paid 
a vastly higher wage than before, if 
coal anjl equipment jump 100 per cent, 
in prifce, it is inevitable that the 
chargffe for the service rendered must 
SO-'mcrease. 

In one direction, however, we be- 
lieve it is possible for the legislature 
to relieve some of the financial bur- 
dens now pressing on the Elevated. 
The Company is paying about $1,400,- 
000 in subway rentals. A sum which 
now comes wholly from the pockets 
of the car rider. As the building of 
those subways relieved intolerable 
congestion on the public streets, gave 
the distant suburbs quicker and bet- 
ter transportation, it would seem to 
be only fair that some if not all of 
the subway rentals should be placed 
on the public in general — for the pub- 
lic as well as the car rider has been 
greatly benefited by the subway. The 
relief thus granted the Elevated Com- 
pany would go far towards putting it 
upon its financial feet, so to speak, 
and. distributed throughout the Metro- 
politan district and on the city of 
Boston, would not he a serious burden 
for the taxpayers. 

The declination of Chairman Albert 
M. Lyon of ’the School committee to 
serve another term is a matter of deep 
regret to every one interested in the 
Newton schools. In the long list of 
able men who have filled that respon- 
sible position, Mr. Lyon has been 
•equal to the best, and has set a stand- 
ard for the future which will he hard 
to maintain. The city is indeed hon- 
ored by the service of such men as Mr. 
Lyon.

It was a great pity that the splendid 
address given Tuesday night before 
the Newton Board of Trade could not 
have been heard by 500 men instead of 
but 50. Whether or not we agree with 
Mr. Luce as to the proper remedy for 
the great problems of the day, it must 
be conceded that our next Congress- 
man has given them careful study, and 
his conclusions are well worth our 
utmost consideration. 

Newton has gone “over the top” on 
every drive which has been made dur- 
ing the war. and we should not allow 
our own local institution, the Newton 
Hospital, to he the only philanthropy 
to spoil that splendid record. Let us 
not forget the far-reaching work it has 
always done under peace conditions, 
and make our Thanksgiving offering 
accordingly.

Spirit of Grntlhidc at Chnrcli Seniors 
— The Home Holiday 

Unusual interest was taken in the 
church serveies this year for Thanks- 
giving. The spirit of rejoicing and 
gratitude for the great victory were 
still in the air. The preachers dealt 
inrgely with suggestions which the 
triumph gave, and emphasized the re- 
ligious aspects of the war as a vindi- 
cation of God's Justice. 

The pleasant weather facilitated 
visiting, and there were a great many 
home comings, and many visited else- 
where.

The football at Clnflin Field 
had a large attendance. 

Turkey roosted very high at the 
markets this year, good birds bring- 
ing anywhere from 55 cents a pound 
up. Many families feasted happily on 
loss costly substitutes for the tradi- 
tional bird. 

The Congregational. Unitarian. 
Methodist, and Baptist churches of 
Newton united in a service at the 
Baptist church T’^nksglving morning 
at 10.30. The church was well filled. 
Rev. Henry H. Crane of the Methodist 
church preached. He enlarged upon 
the result of the war as a vindication 
of truth and righteousness, and dwelt 
upon the significance of being alive 
today at this crucial hour, when we 
have the chance to put the imprint of 
our personality upon the world in its 
many changes. Rev. Harry Lutz of 
Channing church, Rev. Mr. Merritt of 
the Methodist church, and Rev. Rob- 
ert L. Rae of the North Congrega- 
tional church, assisted in the service. 

Grace Episcopal church held com 
munion at 8.30, and service at 10 
at which Rev. Dr. Laurens Mac- 
Lure preached, and the regular choir 
furnished music. The congregation 
was the largest seen at a Thanksgiv- 
ing service for many years. 

There was a largely attended union 
service at the Central Congregational 
church, Newtonville, Wednesday eve- 
ning. Rev. Dr. Weeden had charge, 
and the sermon was preached by Rev. 
Dr. Charles R. Ross of the Methodist 
church. He dwelt upon some of the 
common and ordinary reasons for 
thankfulness which we neglect. We 
do not always stop to think what food, 
clothing and shelter mean, but the 
people of Belgium and France know 
what it is to he deprived of them, and 
they understand how grateful people 
should be that have them. The 
preacher then went on to discuss na- 
tional blessings, and the aid given us 
by God in bringing the war to a con- 
clusion based on truth and justice. 
He felt that serious problems lie 
ahead, that great social unrest exists, 
and must be dealt with, and can only 
be met as men conform to Christian 
principles and the church arouses it- 
self to the faithful performance of its 
mission. 

Newton Centre held its union 
Thanksgiving service Thursday morn- 
ing at the Congregational church, ac- 
cording to the usual rotation, and Rev. 
Edward T. Sullivan of Trinity church 
delivered the sermon. The church 
was filled. The other ministers of the 
village took part, including Rev. Ed- 
ward B. Noyes, Rev. E. W. Hunt of the 
Baptist church. Rev. J. E. Wagner of 
the Methodist church, and Rev. Oscar 
B. Hawes of tne Unitarian cnurch, 
who has recently returned from 
France. 

The churches of Newton Highlands 
united in a service at the Methodist 
church, at which Rev. Louis N. Parsons 
of St. Paul's church was the preacher. 
He spoke of the gratitude due for the 
blessings of the year, principally for 
the manifestation of God’s eternal jus- 
tice and righteousness as seen in the 
result of the war, giving assurance of 
God’s faithfulness in the fulfilment of 
his promises. Rev. George T. Smart 
offered prayer, and Rev. G. W. Jones 
had charge of the service.

NOW FISH IN INLAND WATERS 


German Submarine* Have Driven 

Hardy Dutch Sailor* From Their 
Occupation In the North Sea. 

In this dny of the lurking submarine 
the wnters of the North sen nre n 
mnrked dnnger zone for the flsherninn 
of the Netherlands, nr.d consequently 
the rivers nml inner sens of Holland 
are thronged with brown-sailed fishing 
smneks, nil engcrly pursuing the elu- 
sive herring, snimon, pike nnd enrp. 

Until the bont’s tnnks or barrels nre 
filled the determined fisherman sticks 
nt his Job. If a good haul is soon 
made be may steer the ernft up some 
canal to nn Inland town to mnrket 
bis catch. He gets out the sign, 
“Fish for Sole," nnd fastens It to the 
mnst, drnws the bont up to the canal's 
edge, nnd Is soon besieged by house- 
wives anxious to Inspect his wares. 
The fish, ns If conscious of their pend- 
ing fate, swim uneasily about In the 
tnnk, while thrifty Dutch matrons 
follow ccrtnin ones excitedly with a 
forefinger, nnd the seller endeavors to 
locate the desired fish in the swarm- 
ing tub. ' 

On n summer evening when n fleet 
of the good ships hns mnde port nfter 
n hard day’s work, a fishing village is 
one of the most picturesque sights In 
Holland. Sails patched or torn nnd 
flapping rise nnd fall In the harbor 
with the motion of the waves. The 
brawny Dutch fisherman, revived by 
supper nnd the evening pipe, Is curing 
fish nipl exchanging stories with neigh- 
bors on the dock, while ids wife sits 
before her cottage mending nets, or 
perhaps adorning a torn sail with a 
vivid red patch. 

There is little rest for these hard- 
working seamen and tlielr wives. Fish 
have long been to Holland what rice 
Is to Chino or the potato to America. 
With its food supply ebbing danger- 
ously low, Holland looks more than 
ever to her fisher folk to . feed the 
people. 


NEWSBOYS ON BATTLE FRONT 


Belgian and French Youngsters Take 

Great Risks While Distributing 
Papers to the Soldiers. 

During the first days of the war 
British soldiers going up to Mons from 
Boulogne were hailed by an ancient 
French dame with her only British 
phrase, “Da-e-ly Ma-i-1.” She did her 
best. Since those far-off days “Da-e-ly 
Ma-i-l“ has been called by the little- 
Belgian and French boys and girls all 
along the line from Dunkirk to Bel- 
fort. Many a risk has been run to buy 
nnd sell the news of yesterday. One 
great load of copies of the London 
Dnily Mail arrived nt a distributing 
center by train Just as the advancing 
wave of Germans threatened to. pour 
over the line. 

Prompt to the occasion the parcels 
were seized by the soldiers nnd 
thrown into the gap. Surely no news- 
paper parcels ever had a stranger fate 
than to he used, fresh from the press 
nnd unread, as sandbags for trenches 
and a shelter against a whining scurry 
of machine-gun bullets. Back In Paris 
an anxious publisher nnd thoughtful 
cashier wondered in what category of 
“unsold copies’’ the wagon load should 
be put. 

Three times the Dally Mail has 
heard through advanced line distrib- 
uting agents of paper sellers shot by 
snipers’ bullets while mnklng their 
way along the trenches. 


Two Brave Seamen Commended. 

Two men of the United States navy 
have recently been commended for 
risking their lives to save shipmates. 
Turner S. Lux, boatswain's mate, na- 
tional naval volunteers, saved a paint- 
er who fell overboard from the United 
States Steamer Houston., A life belt 
had been thrown to the man, but ho 
failed to grasp It and was going down 
for the second time when Lux came 
to his rescue. Lux gave as his nearest 
kin G. II. Lux, 1827 Valence street, 
Birmingham, Ala. A similar service 
was performed by Chief Boatswain 
John M. Penlx, whose mother, Mrs, 
Mary Stout, lives In Kingston, Ala.

WOMEN’S CLUBS

Next week has been appointed by the 
United States Food Administration as 
"Conservation Week." Women’s or- 
ganizations nre asked to observe Wed- 
nesday, December 4. as "Woman’s 
Day," while Sunday is to he observed 
by the churches, and Friday by the 
Schools. A definite program Iioh been 
suggested for the use of organizations, 
opening with “America." followed by 
the rc ding of extracts from President 
Wilson’s Peace Address to Congress, 
and Mr. Hoover’s last message to 
America before sailing for Europe, and 
closing with the adoption of a pledge 
to use only such food as is absolutely 
necessary and to do it in the same 
spirit as the boys sacrificed themselves 
"over there." 

Copies of Mr. Hoover’s message and 
of the new Home Card will bo distrib- 
uted to all who attend the Monthly 
Conference of the Women’s Committee, 
Council of National Defense, in the 
East Wing Auditorium of the State 
House on Monday. December 2, nt 2.30. 
The latest word from Washington will 
be given, as well ns reports of vnrious 
activities, Including a survey of the 
day nursery situation in Boston os re- 
vealed by an investigation mnde by the 
department of Women in Industry of 
the Council. These meetings are open 
to all who may be interested. 

With the announcement that there is 
plenty of wheat available and that 
sugar is gradually becoming more 
abundant some people consider that we 
need save no longer. But this Is not 
the fact, for while some 12,000,000 tons 
of food were saved last year, it is 
going to be necessary to save 20,000,- 
000 tons this coming year in order to 
feed the starving millions aerpss the 
sea. It is easy to see that the program 
means saving all along the line, not 
of now this and now that, but of 
everything. The price of meat will 
deter most people from using that 
lavishly, but fats including pork prod- 
ucts. animal and vegetable oils, but- 
ter and other dairy products, must be 
saved rigorously. All cereal '‘prod- 
ucts, meaning flour and breakfast 
foods, must also be used just as spar- 
ingly as possible. Potatoes cannot 
be shipped, and as they contain requi- 
site starch, it is possible to substitute 
them for bread and other cereals. 
The point is, save to the limit.

At the meeting of the Auburndale 
Review Club held at the home of Mrs.

Dance." Mrs. W. D. M^cLane pre- 
sented ft paper on tho "Art, Literature 
nnd Music of Poland," nnd read a 
short story by tho author of "Quo 
Vndls,” entitled "Life and Death." 


"Russia of Today" wns the timely 
topic of the loeture given by Mr. Mor- 
ris GerBhon Hindus at the meeting of 
the Woman’s Club of Newton High- 
lands on Novombor 26. The lecturer 
was born in Russia and enmo to this 
country at thq nge of fourteen and re- 
ceived his subsequent education in 
the public schools of New York, at 
Colgate University and nt Harvard. 

Russia, he said, is a much misun- 
derstood country. The population in- 
cludes. 120,000,000 peasants. While 
they are ignorant, they are not stu- 
pid. His description of tho peasant 
village. 30 different from thrifty New 
England, threw a flood of light on tho 
problems yet to bo solved in that coun- 
try. The mode of life as illustrated 
by the description of the peasant 
homes, containing three rooms, one 
of which is devoted to the treasures 
of the family, a second for holding the 
agricultural Implements, and the 
third, the living room, where together 
with the family the hens, the sheep, 
nnd often in cold wenther, the stock 
from the farm seek shelter. We are 
paralyzed 'by an epidemic once or 
twice in a generation. In Russia it is 
not uncommon to have them five or six 
times in a single \vintcr, so unsani- 
tary nre tho living conditions. 

Hunger for land has been the char- 
acteristic. of tho pensnnts for genera- 
tions. and this fact has had much to 
do with the present conditions grow- 
ing out of the revolution. Kerensky 
failed to bring order in that he tried 
to do it through a thoroughly Organ- 
ized plan. The Bolshevik!, on the 
•ther hand, have attempted to con- 
ciliate the peasants by giving them tho 
land and murdering the landowners 
when necessary. They have used 
similar methods with labor and with 
the military. Tho Russians abhor 
war nnd simply won’t fight. From 
this fact tlie Bolsheviki were able to 
quell the people by making the igno- 
minious peace with Germany. We of 
this country, he said, should recog- 
nize that the Bolsheviki. whatever we 
may think of them and their methods, 
have the only stable government In 
Russia today. We must have patience 
with the Russian people, and let them 
work out their difficulties themselves. 
They will do it, If only they are given 
a chance. The present conditions are 
only the result of three hundred years 
of autocratic misrule. 

Before the lecture Mrs. C. G. Wetli- 
erbee gave a report of the State Fed- 
eration meeting, and Mrs. J. Weston 
Allen made a plea for the support of 
the Jewett Players.

WAR DISHES. 

A most appetizing way to use left- 
over fish is to carefully remove the 
skin and hones, keeping 
the fish as unbroken as 
possible and arrange 11 
in a baking dish. Covei 
with a sprinkling ol 
bread crumbs, and^f the 
fish is not rich, a little 
sweet fat in bits. Pour 
over sufficient creuin or 
rich milk to moisten 
well and bake until the 
buttered crumbs on top 
ore well browned. Serve from tjie 
baking dish. 

French Baked Fish. — Stuff the fish 
with plain breac^ dressing, seasoned 
well with salt and pepper. If there 
Is any left arrange it around the fish. 
Pour over the fish a can of toma- 
toes, add a finely inlnced clove of gar- 
lic, add butter, salt and pepper, with 
a dash of cayenne. Bake until ten- 
der. 

Holland Rabbit. — Prepare the rabbit 
for roasting and put an onion Inside; 
place It in a linking pan and pour 
over It a cupful of boiling water. 
Cover with another pan and steam 
one hour. Remove the cover and 
baste with the following mixture: A 
cupful of jelly (currant Is best), a 
half cupful of mild vinegar and a 
tablespoonful of fat, mixed with a 
teaspoonful of prepared mustard. 
Serve with buked onions and brown 
gravy. 

Minced Chicken With Green Pep. 
per*. — Cover green poppers with boll 
ing water and cook teu minutes; 
drain, remove the seeds und cut In 
narrow strips, using a pair of scis- 
sors. Melt two tuhlespoonfuls of but- 
ter. add one and a half tablespoonfulh 
of Hour, stir until well blended, then 
pour on two-thirds of a cupful of 
liquor In which the chicken wua 
cooked Bring to u boiling point, udd 
u cupful of diced chicken und tho 
peppers; again boil uud serve ou 
pieces of toast. 

Chicken Victoria. — Cream two table* 
spoonfuls of chicken fut with three 
hard-cooked egg yolks, add a fourth 
of a cupful of cracker or bread 
crumbs soaked in a fourth of u cupful 
of milk fifteen minutes. Pour on grad- 
ually one cupful of hot chicken stock 
and when boiling udd u eupl 
Chicken cut In small bits.

ECONOMICS ANB WAR 

Men’s C lub of Central Church Hear 
Interesting Addresses 


The Men’s Club of tho Central Con- 
gregational church, Newtonville, lis- 
tened to interesting addresses Thurs- 
day night by Robert Lincoln O’Brien, 
managing editor of the Boston Herald, 
and MaJ. Louis E. Moore of Newton- 
ville, of tho Engineers’ Corps, who 
has Just returned from France. 

Mr. O’Brien spoke of the great con- 
trast between thin war and previous 
wars In that this Is the first in which 
the resources of modern science nnd 
mechanical development had been 
used to any large extent, comparing It 
with the American Civil War, though 
that was a struggle of the most vital 
historic Importance, yet any such 
force ns was manifested by the South- 
ern Confederacy would today be an In- 
significant power in modern warfare. 

Mr. O’Brien spoke of the small size 
of our losses as compared with those 
of England and France, and went on 
to discuss reconstruction problems. 
He felt that the high level of wages 
constitutes a very serious situation, as 
in many lines they had reached a point 
where they must check the consump- 
tion of the product. 

He was a good deal puzzled as to 
how the thing would work out. When 
the manufacturer asks the workman 
to accept less wages, the latter can 
very justly reply that the price of the 
things he has to buy has not gone 
down. He felt that the level of wages 
must to some extent be governed by 
the rates prevailing In Europe, as the 
level could not be maintained artifi- 
cially very far above that prevailing 
elsewhere. 

He also took up the questions of 
debt and taxation, and answered' a 
number of questions from She audi- 
ence, which passed a rising vote of 
thnnks in recognition of his lecture. 

Major Moore gave many incidents il- 
lustrative of French ways of life, and 
particularly the lack of modern con- 
veniences in their homes. He believed 
that Newtonville alone would contain 
more bathrooms than all the towns iu 
France the size of Newtonville or less. 
He had been over a considerable part 
of the battle front along the Marne and 
he believed that much of the success of 
the American soldier was due to his 
skill In using the rifle. The French 
and English did not aim their rifles 
much, and might shoot with them rest- 
ing against their 4iips. It was a tre- 
mendous surprise to the Boches when 
they came out a good- many hundreds 
of yards away, and were picked off by 
our riflemen. Major Moore spoke of 
the achievement of the United States 
Marines in capturing Belleau wood. 
He could not have supposed it possible 
for them to cross the long and fairly 
steep slope in the face of many nests 
of machine guns, and come out with 
enough men alive to rush the gunners 
in their shelters. He described the 
experiences of the French and Ameri- 
cans in dodging the bombs dropped by 
aircraft, and gave many other inter- 
esting incidents. 

Rev. D. Brewer Eddy led the meet- 
ing in singing a number of war songs. 
The president, H. P. Patey, was in the 
chair. 


MILITARY TRAINING 


An interesting feature of the situa- 
tion involved under the present condi- 
tions of armistice is the presence of 
our State troops which have been 
our State troups which have been 
organized and trained during the war. 
Massachusetts as usual showed her- 
self one of the leading military states 
in her promptness in v organizing a 
military force to replace the last of 
her volunteer militia inducted into the 
Federal service. Some other states 
not so fortunate in their preparation 
suffered seriously in the absence of 
armed troops, not realizing that the 
presence of vast numbers of Federal 
troops in the country did not mean 
safety within the state in case of dis- 
order. 

While the United States happily is 
threatened with no such dread out- 
break of anarchistic factions as Euro- 
pean countries have been, neverthe- 
less it is with some satisfaction that 
we can look to the State Guard, with 
its nearly two years of conscientious 
training, In case we should suffer lo- 
cally from some sporadic outbreak 
which might threaten our peace. 

Tho return of our Massachusetts 
soldiers from the Federal service may 
bo slow and interrupted. Many of the 
men who have done duty over seas 
can not bo expected to give further 
of their time to military duties. It is 
therefore highly important that there 
be maintained by the State an ample 
military force, the burden of whose 
service should bo borne by the men 
who were not selected iu time to serve 
In the war. 

We believe that compulsory military 
training is a foregone conclusion, 
cheerfully anticipated by the Ameri- 
can people as insurance no longer to 
ho neglected. Those who have not 
done their part or their full part 
should cheerfully assume this duty, 
not only as a patriotic measure of 
present practical need but as a sub- 
scription to a principle. The advan- 
tages of military training for both the 
older men and those whom wo once 
called boys have been too conspicuous- 
ly proved to need any argument. The 
history of th present epoch is one 
distinctly military. Its traditions, 
modes and customs are military and 
will so continue for some time. 

We do not believe that every man 
should attempt military service but 
we do believe that evfery man who, 
without sacrificing his economic value 
to tho community, cau render this 
service, should maintain our newly 
adopted tradition of universal mili- 
tary training by making any sacri- 
fice necessary to identify himself with 
it as closely as possible. 

We have made inquiry as to the op- 
portunities open in the Massachusetts 
State Guard for the continuance of 
military training. Iu many cities in 
our Stute there is immediate oppor- 
tunity for enlistment in the State 
Guard, locally we have only one au- 
thorized company und its ranks have 
always been substantially filled with 
freqaeut waiting lists. The en 
thusiusm and willingness of our 
Newton Company however has never 
been confined to the solo training of 
I Its own ranks. An opportunity is and 
will be offered for the training of 
those who desire to serve.

ANNUAL MEETING 


The Annual Meeting of the Newton 
Walfare Bureau, Inc., will be held on 
Friday. December 6. 191S, at 8 P. M.

THE SPECIAL AID SOCIETY 

Since April the Special Aid has re- 
ceived $6500 from the Newton Corner 
War Work Fund, and It is due those 
Who have so generously contributed to 
know how It has been spent. 

The Work Committee lias spent 
about $5000 for wool and materials 
for sewing. A Inrge pnrt of the knit- 
ted articles has been sent to the U. S. 
Transport Agamemnon, the list of ar- 
ticles needed having been given the 
committee in May. 68 long-sleeved, 
liigh-necked sweaters. 450 pairs gaunt- 
let gloves, and 1000 pairs of socks 
have been sent. The average cost of 
gloves and socks is 75 cents, and the 
sweaters between $3 and $4, making 
the outfit cost about $1400. 

Work for the aviators has gone 
stcndily on, outfits having been sent 
to headquarters to he distributed to 
men going overseas each week. Be- 
tween 60 or 70 of these outfits cost- 
ing about $6 each hnve been made. 

A coast patrol boat with a crew of 
11 hns been outfitted with such sweat- 
ers, socks, helmets and kits ns they 
needed. A U. S. transport barge with 
crew of eight also wns provided with 
warm clothing. An order for 50 pairs 
of socks from overseas was filled. In 
various other directions hnve gone 900 
pairs of socks, 200 sleeveless sweat- 
ers which cost about $2 each, and 500 
miscellaneous pieces of knitting, 500 
socks for const patrol boats, and men 
leaving hospitals, and 30 long-sleeved 
sweaters for sailors and aviators. 
With 300 pounds of wool and knitters 
ever ready to serve, the work must go 
steadily on that we may be ready to 
answer the calls that come. 

The sewing room has also done a 
large amount of work. The navy 
ward of the Newton Hospital wa3 sup- 
plied with pajamas and night shirts, 
six dozen of each. Emergency calls 
during the epidemic were answered. 
Altogether over 300 pairs of pajamas 
$1.50 each have been distributed, 
part of them going to the Navy Hos- 
pital of the First District and Italian 

elief. 472 refugee garments, cost- 
ing $400 were made for the Red Cross. 
Over 200 night shirts and 1000 other 
articles, such as bandages, kits and 
bags have been sent where needed. 

aviators’ kits have been sent to 
Lieut. Estey for the 5th aero squad- 
ron, at $2.50 each, and 50 Christmas 
bags at $1 each to Italy. 

100 bathrobes are about ready for 
Wendell House, the Special Aid Service 
House for enlisted men. During the 
summer the Canteen and Conserva- 
tion committees gave much help in 
Nonantum. 

A canning class for Bigelpw school 
children was carried on at the Stearns 
school. Window exhibits to show the 
use of milk, sugar substitutes, dairy 
products, cold pack method of pack- 
ing in Nonantum Square. A skim 
milk station was established at No- 
nantum, and assistance was given 
wherever needed. 

The call from Nonantum, when the 
epidemic was raging, was answered, 
and an emergency canteen to feed the 
sick and their families was organized 
at once. The kitchen at the Stearns 
school was again used. Soup, gruel 
bread and butter, and cocoa were car- 
ried to the homes of the sick by 
means of at Red Cross truck. Under

The New England Division of the American Red Cross 
and its Chapters, since the official announcement on Novem- 
ber 11, that Germany had signed the terms of armistice 
presented by the Allies, and hostilities had ceased, have 
received hundreds of inquiries asking whether the Red Cross 
will now end its vast activities, and ask its thousands of 
faithful workers, men and women, to disperse. The war 
has left problems as great and as important as the emer- 
gency problems created by the war. No one government, 
no single organization alone can solve them. The sudden 
dawn of peace brings the need of immediate action to re- 
lieve the unimaginable suffering bom of the war. Having 
met the emergencies of world-conflict in a way of which it 
may justly be proud, the American Red Cross will not aban- 
don the greater opportunities of rehabilitation and perma- 
nent world-peace, and the New England Division, through 
its members and workers, expects to assume its share of 
the tasks at hand. 

Every form of Red Cross activity, with one exception, 
must be continued indefinitely, and much of the work must 
be increased. The exception is the surgical dressings work. 
This must cease at once as supplies adequate to meet any 
demand are available. But the surgical dressings organiza- 
tion is not to be abandoned. The women who have so 
splendidly met every demand of our medical service for 
dressings of all kinds are needed immediately in other 
departments. 

Let it be clearly understood by every member and 
every worker in the New England Division that their sup- 
port and their services are needed now more than ever 
before. Let every worker remain at his post of duty. The 
tasks of rehabilitation and peace may lack the drama and 
excitement of war emergency, but they are as vital to the 
well-being of the world and carry with them the satisfying 
thought that they are constructive and of lasting value. 

At this time, the words with which Abraham Lincoln 
closed his Second Inaugural come to us with the sound of 
prophecy: “With malice toward none, with charity for all; 
with firmness in the right as God gives us to see the right, 
let us strive on to finish the work we are in; to bind up the 
Nation’s wounds; to do all which may achieve and cherish 
a just and lasting peace among ourselves and with all 
nations.” 

I cannot help feeling that the tremendous responsibility 
of binding up the wounds of our nation and our allied na- 
tions after this war will fall largely on the American Red 
Cross, which must dedicate itself to the great task with the 
same high spirit and energy that has characterized all of its 
work in this war. 

We have attained our objects by unity of spirit — by a 
splendid cooperation — and in just that spirit of cooperation 
we must face the problems of the future.
